In the additional Account of Angria, his Wars 
with f^^ Mogul, ^c, there ts a Defcription of fe- 
veral Parts ^ the MogulV Dominions^ the Nature

iVar in thofe Parts, Here Mr, Downing a£fedas 
Engineer for fome Campaigns^ till he thought proper 
to quit the Service^ and return to his native Coun^ 
try.

' Ciffferey, one that renounced the Mahometan 
Faitfi, and bemg on the Coaft of InSay he todk 
on to ferve the Grand Sedey, who was then at 
War with the Mogul ; and this Vurah Angr'ta his 
Son entered into the Mogul's Service, and there for 
fome Mifdemeanor was difcharged, and then he 

• renounced the Faith of Mahomet^ and fled to the 
Grand Sedey, and was of great Service to him, 
fd that he gave him his own Sifter to Wife. The 
prefent Correngey Angrta is not the true begotten 
Son of this ?tirah Angrta^ but an Impoftor, ac- 
cording to the following Account : This Angria 
was the Son of a Cofferey Man and Won>an, ^at 
were taken Prifoners 'by the Sedey, and were his 
Slaves ; Turah Angria had^y the Sedey's Sifter 
two Sons, both of the Coferey kind, her Hut 
band being a- CofWey^ but fhe an Indian : How- 
ever, the Children proved to be Woolly-headed. 
Thefe Children were brought up together by the 
Sedey's Kinfmen ; and the Father, Purah Angriay 
was killed in an Engagement t^ainft the Mogul's 
Army : The Name of the firft of thefe Boys was 
Turah Angria^ and the other dyrrengey Angria : 
They were now grown pretty big Boys, and this 
Impoftor taking them to the River, they all got 
into a Canoo, and not being acquainted with the 
Method of the Tidcj^they were drove away, and 
he threw the two Boys over-board. Then com- 
ing down Ven River, the Tide fet him oVer to 
B^w^tf/, where he hired himfelf for a Servant, to 
wait oti the Ew^//,* -Gentlemen, in whofe Service 
he continued till" he was a Man. In the mean 
time there had been great Search made after the 
other two and bim ^ but not finding them, it was 
concluded they were drowned or killed by fome 
unknown Enemies. The Mother w« in ijk fmdl

Concern for her Children, and not hearing whtc 
was become of them, died of Grief. Thefe Ae- 
counts were often brought over ta Bombay ', bur 
as he was a Stranger there> be kept all in his owi> 
Breaft. And when he was grown up to be a lu(^y. 
FelIow> his Ambition led hhn to lay afide the 
Service of a Lacquey, and to take that of a Pune> 
whofe OfSce it is to bear Arms before their Maf* 
ters, and walk with their Sword laid on their 
Shoulder, and their Target flung at their Backsi 
After fome time he made his Efcapefrom Bom" 
hay to the Sedey's Country, where he enquired 
after his Mother, who was dead : He then went 
to feveral of the moft ancient Inhabitants, and 
told them he ^^C^rrangey Angria^ Son of Fur ah 
Jingfiay and that the Tide had drove them out 
•f their Knowledge, fo that for three or four 
Davs they had nothing to eat or drink ; in which 
Piftreis his Brothers died ; but faid, the fourth Day ' 
he was taken up by a Fiflierman belonging to 
B&mhay^ with whom he continued, and bad been a 
Slave to the Englifh^ of whom he was refblved 
fo be revenged. He was foon coodudfod to the 
Grand Sedey, who, by his plaufiUe Storyj realljr 
believed him to be his Sifler^s Son. 

THE ancient Inhabitants of B^JKr^itjf fay, that 
the I Hand of Kentrey was in the Grand Sedey's 
Poffcffion, and that he gave it td Angria, with 
feveral fmall Galley wats : Tliis- makes many fay 
he was born a Noblemih, and that his Father was 
a very great Man. How all the Difcovery of 
this Afiair came out) fhall be related in proper 
Time. 

OTHER Accounts fay, that he was bom a 
Kenerey, by a Tartuguefe Coferey and a Kenerey 
Woman, on the Jfland of Bombay y and after he 
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6 Hi Bt OKY if the Wars 

came to Maii*s Eftate, with four or five Com** 
panionsy in the Nighty Went away in one of the 
Company's Galley wats,dirediy to Kenerey^ which 
had been fortified by the Fortuguefe. The Tfknd

Angris 
foon increafed" ht9 Number of People by the 
help of theSedey, from whom he had feverat 
linail Galleywacs with Guns : In cruifing off* the 
ifiind') they' took a large Grab belonging to the 
torh&fHiy which they made of great Service to 
^Ixsm. The Ifland is diftanc from any Part of the 
Gontitient about nine Miles, and ail the North, 
South ieiidWcft Parts rocky, and very dangerous 
to attempt to land on ^ but to the Eaft ward, there 
i$ a fine fandy Bay, or rather Cove, with the 
Front Work of the Fortification , fupported by 
two very ftrongBaftions on each Side the Cove, 
which tncy mount with fix Guns each. Thefe 
Baftk>os command the Cove, fo that whatever

Boats aceempt to land, they can fink them. 
They were prejudicial to. us in our landing during 
the Time or the Siege which was undertaken by 
Governor Boone in Perfon, who hoifted the' 
Union Flag on board the Addifin^ as fliall be re- 
lated. 

AFTER Angria had taken this Grab, be 
mounted feveral Guns on her, and declared opca 
War with all Nations, and foon after took ano- 
ther Grab of a confiderable Force from the For- 
tuguefi. Thefe Grabs he fbon mann'd, and had 
befides five Sail of Galleywats. I fliaJl now (beak 
of his firft AlFault on the EngVtJb : When Capt. 
Uudfon formerly commanded the TankerfieUy a 
large Ship belonging to the Company, they were 
yearly Ending over Supplies for the increafing 
the inhabitants of the Fadories and Fortifica- 
tions in thofe Parts of Jndh. Amoogft thefe 
were Cape. Coohy his Lady, two Daughters, and 
a Son, he having left two other Daughters be- 
hind in England for their better Education. 
Capt. Cooke was appointed chief Engineer Tfor all 
the Company's Fortifications at Bengal *y but the7 
arriving on the Coaft of Indlay before they pn> 
ceeded to Bengal^ came to Cofwafy then under 
the Proteflion of Thomas Harvejy Efcg Govert 
nor of that Faftory, who entertain*d Capt. Hnd^ 
fin and all the Gentlemen and Ladies on board 
in a fplendid manner. Capt. Cooke and bis Lad/ 
being on fhore for Refremmenc after their fap> 
ng;uing Faflage, and their Children with themt 
Governor Harvej tcok a very great Liking to 
Capt. Cooke's eldeft Daughter, Mrs. Cathrin^ 
Cookcy on whom he proflfer'd to make greaft Settle- 
ments, provided the Father and Mother would 
confcnt 10 her Marriage with him, vrtiich thw 
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did, tho' a very difagreeable Match y for Gover- 
nor Harvey W2ls a deform'd Man, and in Years ^ 
fhe a moft beautiful Lady, not exceeding Thir- 
teen or Fourteen Years of Age, who to oblige 
her Parents confented alfo. In a (hort time after 
they were married, Capt. Hudfon went to Bf»- 
gal j and Capt. Cooke and his Lady, with their 
other Daughter and Son,, were obliged to pr-O'- 
<;eed to the Place appointed for their Refidenc€, 
leaving the eldeft with her Husband, who in left 
than a Year after died, and left his Lady chief 
Executrix of all his PofTeGSons. She fooh after 
married Mr. Chown^ a Gentleman more fuitable 
to her Years than the former ^ and Mr. ChovjTi^ 
and flie being obliged to come up to B&mha/^ 
to pafs the Accounts of the late Governor Har^ 
irj, after all their BuGne(i was compleated there^ 
he was appointed Governor of the Faftory nc > 
Car^vuar. This Lady being then big with Child9 
the Governor of Bombay^ Mr. Haneby, ordered 
the Company's Yacht and a (mall Man of 
War to convoy them to Carwar : They fet fail, 
but had not loft Sight of Bombay before Angria 
attack'd tbem with his Grabs, and they begun a. 
fipart and bloody Battle. The new-made Gover* j 
Aor had his Right Arm fliot oflF, and bled ta. 
Death in the young Lady's Arms, for want of the 
Afliftance of a Surgeon. He defired before hfi 
expired, if flie fliould alter her Condition, to ac- 
cept of Mr. William Giffbrd^ one of the Council 
of the Ifland of Bombay \ which flie promifed. In 
a' fliort time ihey were overcome by the An^ 
grians^ and carried Prifbncrs into Keaerey, The 
Defiancey the fmall Frigate, got lafe back to. 
Bombay^ and gave an Account of this to the Pre- 
fidcnt and Council ; who dircftly treatc^l for her 
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with Angria the Tyrate^ &c. 9 

Ranfom, which was 30000 R«rf*«. This the 
Gentlemen of the Ifland foon disbursM, and made 
a Peaec with Avgria-, which he kept for about 
two Years after : The Gcndemcn who were fent 
to pay the Ranfom were obliged to wrap their 
Cloches about. her, to cover her Nakednefs At 
her Return to Bombay^ flie was welcom'd by the 
chief Gehdemen and Ladies of the Ifland, who 
rffo condol'd her on the Lofs of fo render a Hut 
band : She was (hortly after brought to Bed of a 
Son. She moft courageoufly withftood all ^»- 
^r»ij*s bafe Uiagcj and endured hislnfults beyond 
Expedtarion. A very ftiort time after her De- 
livery, (he was, with the Prefident's Approbation, 
married to Mr. WfHiam Gijfordy with whom ftic 
lived happily, till he was fent down to Jinjango^ as 
Governor of the Company's Forts and Faftory^ 
where he was cut off by the Natives, as fliall be 
mentioned hereafter. 

ABOUT two Years after> Capt. Peacock in 
the Sommers^ and Capt. Cbilet in the GraTttham^ 
Were coming up the Coaftof Indij for Bovziay ^ 
on which Angrta, tired with lying fo long idle, 
attack'd them .very fmartly ; but they made a 
gallant Defence, and beat him off. Tliey then 
mann'd their Long-boats, and boarded one of his 
Grabs ; when' Mr. Henry Cave^ a young Mid- 
fhipman with C^apr. Peacock^ gallantly entered over 
fhe Prow of the Grab they boarded, but one of 
the Angrians thrufting a Lance at his B:eaflr, 
pufh'd him b'ack into the Long-boat again. 1 he 
Lance continued in 4iis Breaft till it v/as taken 
oiK by fome t^ the Boat's Crew. This Lance 
Capt; Peacaph i^ept till the Day o£ his Death: 
However, the Long-boats maintain'd a fcnart 
Battle for fours and more, and it was fevers!

times thought that they would have carried one 
of the Grab^ : But federal other GaUey Wats com-* 
ing to Angria^s Afliftance, they were towed iih 
land fo got ojBF very much bacter'd, with the Ldfi 
of many Men. 

FROM this Time, jingriagrevr very info* 
lent agaiO) and cook feveral fcnall Ships belong* 
ing to the Country Merchants, whereby b« 
firengthened his own Fleet. He afterwards in- 

fpged the Arabella^ Capt. ^e^d, a fraall Ship be-» 
bnging to the Company, the Blenheim^ Capr^ 
farroty and the Godolphiny Capt. hgram Com- 
mander, who all made gallant Defences. Where- 
upon the Pr<:fidentand Council finding, that hard- 
ly any Shipping could nais or re-pals j they for 
the Company's Incereft in rhe way of Trade> 
thought proper to make Peace witn him agata 
The Town of Bombay was unwalled, and no 
Grabs or Frigates to protedl any thii^ but the 
Fifhcry j except a fm^ll Munchew, which had 
cfcaped when Angria cook the Company's Yacht* 
When the Hon. Charles Boone arrived there in 
the Year 17 15, the Ifland was in a declining 
Fofture ; but that Gentleman jbon prot0ot6a 
the Tradie and Tranquillity of it He fent up to 
Suraty and there built a very fine Frigate called 
the Tame ; another was buiit of a large Force, 
called the Britannia ; and the iame Year anochei 
was builr, called the Revenge. The Britannis 
built at Cariuary Capt. Weeket Commander, 
mounted 18 Guns, ana carried 140 Men ^ the 
Tame^ Capt. Fajpwater Commander, mounted- 
\6 Guns, and 120 Men^ the Revet^ty Capt* 
IVbodfward Commander, mounted 16 Guns, and 
120 Men. Thefe three Frigates were built within 
fix Months after his Honour's Arrival at Bombaj:^4i,, 
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I having, ac my firft Arrival in the Country^ 
made a Voyage to Mufiat m ^raUa, and there 
took in a Freight of Horfes, we proceeded for 
Matlrafi, and ft-ocn thence to Bengal. We fold 
our Ship at Madraft^ and fent her under another 
Command for Bengal: I then met with the Stan-- 
hsfey who was come from Perfa to Bengaly and 
was proceeding on a trading Voyage for Bamiaj^ 
with whom I came a Pailenger. Hearing there 
was a Vacancy id the Hon. Company's Service, on 
board of their new-built Frigates, 1 humbly ap- 

EKed to the Prefident, who gave me a Second 
rieurenam's Comotiffion in the Fame Frigate, 
Cape. Pefer Fnffkvater Commander. At this 
Time the Prefident j^d Council thought proper 
lo build a Wall round the City of Btmkaj^ for 
the Security of the Inhabitants j they alio builc 
another large Grab or Frigate, which mounted 
24 Guns. When I received my CommifEon 
from the Prefident, the Frigate I was commif- 
fioned for 'was at Carioaf\ and the Hevenge be- 
inp bound to Caf^ar with Orders, I went in her, 
and was ordered by GoyttnorTajlor to take my 
Poft. But I (hould have mentioned an Engage* 
ment we had by the Way : For having got the 
Length of Cape Kamnsy a head LatKl about 14 
Leagues to the Northward of Carwary we there 
met with the Britannia and the Fame coming up 
the Coaft, in order to befiege a fmall Garrifon 
about to or 12 Leagues fijrihcr to the North- 
ward. They had on board all thefc Frigates, a * 
Company trf Marines commanded by Capt. 
John Stanttmy fince for his good Behavior made 
Major of the IQand of fSeMay. Wejoin'd them 
by Corhmodore Weehi% Ordef, and proceeded 
up to Si. Geergfy Ifland^ where we madefeveval 
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Combuibibles, ia order to fire the To wo* Tlie 
lace we were a going to befiege belong'd to*- 
jng Kemfhewy who had very ftrong Fortifications, 
and feveral Veffels which were very troublefome* . 
to our finall Craft rhat pafled Ma^fgohre to Car-^ 
nvar with Rice and other Convemencies for the- 
Fa<5tory. This Kemfbev) was Brother-in-law to * 
Angriay and rhey mutually lupported each other. 
We exercifed our Ppople that Day on the Mand 
of St. Georgey and Capt. Stanton had the Marines^ 
on fliore, and took a great deal of Care in dif- 
ciplming them. The next Nforning eariy we- 
were off of the Place, which was about levcn 
Leagues to the Northward.of G^^ j werun very- 
near into the Shore, and brought our Prow Guns. 
*to bear on the Caftle, which was fituated on a? 
Hill ', and we fbon found we did them confider* 
able Damage. We then mann'd all our GaUey— 
wats, in order to land all our People^ but the 
Place was fo rocky, aQdib:gf^aip a Surf run, that 
we CQuld nbt at;tei»pt it. We ihad ib or. ix 
Galleywats, which are large Boats, as big as a. 
Gtav^fend Tilt-boat, and generally mount fix Swi- 
vel Guns, and will carry in the way* of Landing- 
near lOQ Men. Tbefe Galley wats we make great 
ufe of^ they fail with a Pe^ Sail Ul^ethe Mizea 
'of any of our Ships of Wai^ and r,ow with 50 
or 40 Oar^ j very fewjwitti lefs than ao Oars.-, 
Their Cpmpliment is generally 20-.figbting Mtn^. 
beGdes the Rowers ^ but they are fit for po o* 
ther. Service. 

SO. foop as we found the Place was no wajr 
convenienc for landing our Forces, we made the 
b^ft. pfouf Way rQ.upd ^o the Back of a.finall 
Fort ^59 the Squthv^ard of the Frontier. The 
Frigates Jcept a continual Fire on the Frontier 

and

and Caftle, aod they b^an ro return the Fire > 
but being feated on the top of a Hill, and not 
having Judgment enough in pointing their Guns» 
they did us no Damafle. On the other Side of 
the Rock) we intended to land our People^, 
but we found there was no Poffibility, the Rocks 
being Co ftcep and high ^ beiides the Enemy ap- 
peared very numerous) and had mounted two 
Gun: of aconfiderable Bignefs amongft the Rocks^ 
where they Jcept Co fmart a Fire, that we were 
obliged to make ofF with our Galleywats and 
Qome to an Anchor, till we. faw whether the' 
fidling of the Water or abating of the Tide, 
would prove to our advantage ; but we found it. 
to DO purpofe, for we. could not land our Peo- 
ple. However, we continued, with our Prow 
Guns from the Frigates, to better their Fortifi- 
cations, and' difmounced the Cannon^ which fired 
upon our Shippings. The Revet/ge having brought* 
an Exprefi from the Prefident of Bomkay, with; 
Orders fbfr the two other Frigates. to proceed to* 
Callkutj and bring up Timber for the further- 
building other VefTels at Bombay ; and finding it 
notfeafibleto land, we quitted the Si^e,- and. 
that Night run down to Carnoarj where we came 
to an< Anchor, and went up to the Fadory. I 
then ^^livered my Liietter to the Governor, and 
Was ordered on. board' the Kixw as Second Lieu-, 
tenant. 

W E tarried here a fliort time, then pro- 
ceeded tO'Caiiicitti where we were fiippiied with 
Timber bv Governor Adamiy Governor of the 
Compan/s Fort and Fortifications it Tillkherrj . 
flfiddr/Z/nr^y 12 Leagues diftant from each qther. , 
We lay here till th« Beginning of Affil before -. 

we haa got all our Timber in, and ic bciag the * 

latter * 
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latter End of the Seafort, we were the lifer in 
what we did, as all the Enetnies Veflels were 
. now laid up. Governor Adams came on board 
and took a View of the Frigate as we Jay in the 
Road, and very much approved of the Prefr- 
dent's taking fo much Care to fuppreft the Py- 
rates. We had other Enemies to deal with on 
the Coaft as well as Angria^ and they likcwife at 
War wirh each other,* there were the JMoll'usansj 
tf People to the Northward of Cafmar ; the K^wr- 
fhtv)s^ and the SaTtgarians^ a People to the North- 
Ward of Gogo^ who are troublefome to the Surat 
and Bombay- Traders. Several Duuhmtn who 
came to ferve* the Bnglifb at Bombay^ deferred 
from us, and got to Angria, to whom they were* 
of great Service. 

W E had troublefome Weather to beat up the 
Coaft in, for the Northern Monfoons fet in and 
Mew very hard ^ infomuch that we all thought 
we ihould not have gatnM Bomkaj^ but with 
great difficulty obtained It,* and, as is cotlomary, 
we hove up all our Ships and Veflels, to fecune 
them from the Winter Storms, which begin in 
May to fet in ym violently. 

A T our Arrival at B4mhi^ we found the other 
nisw Grab or Frigate ready for launching, built 
after a very commodious tnanner, to mount 24. 
Guns, and to carry 180 Men. The Command 
was given to Capt. Alexander Hamilton as Cotn- 
modore, and Commsmder m chief of ail the 
Gompanv^s Naval Force at Bomkay^t or on the 
Coaft ot ImRa. Capt. David fVtlkie was ap- 
pointed Captain of the Vi&oiy under Commo* 
dore Weekes \ who bang fickly. Win obliged'' 
to quit it for the (ake of his Health, and Mr. 
y^n BuTkiglh Tfu appointed. Capcain of the-firi. 

tanniay 
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Unniay io his room ; Cape. Paffhvater conri<» 
nued in rhe Pam^^ Capt. Matthews in the IV* 
fiamt. T\\t Revttffge was left at CartDar^ to guard 
that Faaory, and they were got up the River a- 
breaft the Faftory, tor their better Wintering. 
WHILE we were making chefe Prepara- 
tions, in order to prevent Angria in his Pro- 
ge&, we had an Account at Bombay^ of a great 
ifturbance between the Rodger , or Ring of Car* 
fvary and the,E«g/^ Settlement there, on the 
following Occaiion. A Ship belonging to Mr. 
Bennety an eminent Merchant at Surat^ going 
down the Coaft fomething later than ordinary, was 
drove afliore on a landy Beach to the North* 
ward oi Cafwar; on which they fent to Gover- 
nor TayloTy for a Guard to fetcn their Treafure 
into the Fadtory, amounting to near 15,000 /. 
all in iron'd Cbefts. A Serjcanr, with a ftrong 
Party of Soldiers belonging to the Fadory ha3 
fetch'd away the greateft Part ^ but afterwards 
ibe Radger fent down his Forces fn order to 
feize the Ship as his Property, being caft away 
on his Coaft, arid flopped near fix or feven 
Thoufitnd Pounds oi the Treafure ; and to 

Srevent their getting the Ship off again, he or- 
ered his People to cut a Hole in ner Bottom. 
This bred a War between the Car*mafans and the 
Engii/i : The Rodger took the £i»^/)r/i^ GentlemeR 
that commanded AeShipy with their Supercargo, 
and confin'dthem in Prifon. In the mean time^ 
Capt. Wo^dwand was very ad^ivefortheSafmiard 
of the Faftory, and built a large floatii^ otage, 
and mounted feveral Guns on ir, to tow up and 
down. the Harbour as Occafion required, till fur- 
ther Affiftance came. • ' When the Prefidcnr and 
Caunctt at Brnkay heard thi«) they oianttM thei^ 

Fleet, 
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Fleer, and Tent tbecn down to Cafwar^ Com- 
modore Hamilton hoifted his broad Pennant on 
board the Britannia^ and took the Mprning Staty 
C2ipt..Upfov^ and the Thomas Csipt. Holty with 
bim. I was ihen ordered to go on board the- 
Thomas y and there we took in Ammunition and 
Soldiers, as did the Morning Star^ and took wkh: 
us fever il Galley wai* to land our Forces. The 
chief Command was given ta Capr. y^hn Mtl^ 
fordy Captain of the firft Company of Grenadiers, 
and the next Command to Capt. Stanton Cap- 
tain of the Marines. Wc had bad Wcaiher io- 
our Paffage to Carnuar-^ for the Commodore 
roiled both his Topmafts by the ^oard, which-? 
wounded feveral of his Merr, anxl- killed one out-* 
right. After this, we all got fafe into the Bay of Car-' 
nvar^^xiA came to an. Anchor ,* when ourQiptaia 
went on board the Commodore, and in the After- 
noon fent Orders for me to weigh my Anchor, 
and to run in as, far aspoGSbly I could. I theniii>'d> 
two of our^Guns and found that they carried* 
very well up into^ the Country amoagft the Woods.I 
The next Day, being the 15th or i6tb oi'Sep* 
timber 1716, We began* to? land our Forces at 
Day- break, but there run fo violent a Surfodi 
the Beach, th^ two of -our. Galleywats drove a- 
fliore and overfer; Capt. ikf/^r^^ and part of his 
Company got a*Oiore> and Capt. Stant4fH w^i 
taken, uj) for. dead in. the Water. The£ttemy 
perceiving fo fmall a. Number of Forccs> iffued 
out of the Wood with a Party of Horfe, and 
notwithn:andii:)g our keeping a fmart Fiie aporf 
them, they rufh'd amongft our half drowned 
Forces, wbofe Acnmunition was wee ^nd unfit for* 
Execution, fo cbat^^.wcrefonoedfo&iln: Sword' 
in Hand, jpuring which time Capt Mi^fdjmaLd& 
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a gallant Defence ^ for he and his Serjeam Mr« 
H/7/, fought till they were cut and mangled very 
much, and then taken Prifoners, with twenty of 
his Company^ and near forty Topajrs^ or black 
Foot Soldiers, who are under the fame Difciplinc 
at Bombay^ as the inarching Regiments. The 
Rodger ordered all the Topafis Nofes to be cut off^ 
and as for Capt«. Mlfird and his Serjeant^ he 
would fain have prevailed with them to take on 
in his Service, fometimes treating them civilly,. 
and at other times threatning to cut off their 
Heads.. We foon di(patch.'d. Letters for Bombay. 
for Afliftance j and accordingly the whole Fleet, 
and near 2000 Men of Land Forces were feat 
down under the Command of Capt. Cordon^ a 
gallant Gentleman. 

W E landed our People about four o'Clock in 
the Morning, and got all our Forces drawn up 
in a. hollow Square, and Capt.. GWo^sf. at their 
Head*. In the Infide of this Square was a^Surgeoa 
and all Materials to drefs the wounded Mcn^ 
They march'd in this regular Form, and kept 
firing by Platoons, till Capt. Gordon received 
a Shot from the Enemy, which went through 
the uppermoft Part of his left Bread. An Ac- . 

count being brought to Capt. ^ thy that Capt. . 

QordPf^v/z$ wounded, be gave Orders for the.- 
whole Army to face about," whichifo foon as the ' 
Enemy perceiv'd, a great Party of Horfe iffued 
out of tne Wood, and foon gpc between them 
and the Water-fide j fo that thev wer« obliged to 
fight their Way thro' to the Galley wars, tp Tcfurn , 
to their refpedive Ships. The IRodgtr had cut • 
off" all manner of Communication between thei, 
Fadory and us, for which purpofe they» h^^, 
hpom'u the River, and built a Itrong Platform 

Qi 
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a Treaty of Peace was fent up to the Prefident* 
of Bombayy and approved by him and the Coun- 
cil. 

WHILE we had the Shfps in cuftodyv a^ 
Geflatton of Arms was obferv'd, and a free Gor- 
rcfpondenie pafs'd and repa&'d from our Fade- 
ry, and we recrui'-ed all Scores ufed for the Siege,, 
and ftrengchened the Fafiory with all Things ne- 
ceffary for their future Safety. During the CeP- 
fation of Arms, I was ordered with Capt,. 
Bolty on boaid the Thomasj to proceed to* 
jyiangalore^ to fetch Rice ft>r the Fleet. The 
. Capcain went on Ihore to purchafe fufficient for 
*' our Freight, and that of another large VeQel we 
bad there. As the Captain was to continue fome 
time on fliore, he took a Houfe for the better 
trafficking with the Merchants ; and as be lived' 
©n fcore, he fent off all Things neceflary for the 
Ships while they were taking id their» Cargo* 
I had no fooner got.thQ^ Ship ready eo take .tbr 
Rice, but early one Mornii^- 1 faw feveral largo; 
Veflels coming into the Road ; and having, oo 
Evg'f/b on board but the fecond Mate, Mr.f^iU 
li^m Trouton (a young Gentleman who has fince 
beea a Merchant at Madraft) I asked our Blacfe 
Boatfwain if he knew who they beloi^'d to ? he* 
(aid, fo foon, as he could fee more plainly he; 
would tell me.. They lay off and on in the Offiii; 
till near Noon> and then the Sea-Breeze coming 
in, they came down on us with tearing Sail into 
the Road. We had puc ourfelves in as good a 
Pofture of Defence at that time as we could ^ 
^e bad but ten fmall Guns on boards none car- 
rtyipg above a three-pound Shot : However, long 
before they came into the Road, our .Black Boat* 
^£vain told, me they^wor^ AngtU^ Grabs ^ tl^ere 

were 
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were five of them,' ftoat Veflefs, well. niann'<l> 
and large Guns on board. So foon as they cams 
into the Road> they never ofifered to fire at us, 
43ut {enc their Boats on boards fi^r as yet vv« were 
at peace with Angria^ ^ Contradt made at the 
Redemption of Mrs. Qiffard ; and that Peace had 
been renewed by Governor BBone at his Arrival 
at Bombay, So fbon as they came on board, 
<they took the Second Mate and me out of our 
Ship, and carried us on board their Commodore^ 
who ordered them to take the Second Mate, Mr. 
Troutony^zndi^tocztx^ htm to their Long-'boat, and 
moor him of{ at the Buoy. My Heart b^an to 
.^ch, not knowing what they intended to do with "^ 
me. Then they ask'd where we belonged to, or 
whether we had a Pafs from the Governor of 
Bwmbay ^ I told them yes, tho' I did not at that 
time rightly know fo much. They never of- 
fered to mifufe us, nor do us any manner of 
Harm; onty detained us fi^ur or five Hours, 
^hile they fent oni>Qard and rummaged the Ship all 
-a^tx* What they look'd for, I can't (ay j but 
believe it was our Treafure, which was fent on 
'Aoi£ two Days before. When our Captarin from 
the Shore perceived what was the Matter, he 
-made the beft of his Way to u^ I having fent 
our Boat- on fliore, to acquaint him what Ijudg'd 
them to be when I firft faw them in the Ocean, 
and bad got all Things ready to have gone into 
theHarrour, prtxvidedtheCaptain had fent oflF a 
^Pilot. But he did not fear any Danger, as he 
told me afterward; on which account he did 
.neither come himfelf ac firft nor fend a Pilot. 
However, I was very uneafy during the Time I 
was in thek^cCiftody i and Mr. Trouton often told 
;tne> jcbat had not the Sea-Breeie beea very fre^, 
.i be 
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he would certainly have attempted to fwim on 
iliore. But the Captain came ofi^ and on En- 

?uiFy of the Back Boatfwain of the other fmall 
efTels that lay in the Harbour, they happened to 
have one of Governor J^onis Pafles, which were 
appointed on the renewiif^e Peace to be gran- 
ted to all VeiTds belonging to Bombay: For tho* 
uifigria made Peace with the Inhabitants of Btf»- 
bay^ be took all the Ships he could belonging to 
^adrafs and Bengal j which gave us; a proper 
Opportunity of making War again. They re* 
lea^d us ibon after the Captain came oS 
with the Pa^ and our Colours were kept flying 
all the while they continued in the Road. In 
theEvenir^ they weighed, when the Land-winds 
came oflF, and cmered us no farther Moleftation. 
W E were heardly glad when we got clear of 
jingriay and took in our Frdgbt of Rice with 
all polfible Expedition. When we hnd loaded the 
other Vcilel with Kiot alfo, the Oiptain not 
willing to truft her alone, put me in Com^ 
mander of her, with Orders to keep him com- 
pany to Carvsar. However, we failed fo heavi- 
ly, that after we had been but two Days fut of 
Mangplwe Road^ I loft company with him. Mm*^ 
golore lies in about 12 Deg. 40 Min. Nprth Lar- 
zitude, and is a Place much frequented by Ships 
from all Parts of InMaj for their great ProduA 
of Rice. The Moors and Portugityi have each a 
Fadtory here for procuring the Markets of Rice, 
againft the Port$^t/efe Grand Armada arrive from 
Coay and the Moors Ships from Surat^ and other 
Parts of ImUa. The Arabians trade much herei 
and the Turks which belong to ImUa bam Ships 
of gr6at Btmlen and Force whidi come bitmrr 
yearly. The Ti§ris and Arabiam are at War with 

the 
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the Portuguefij on which account the Fortuguefi 
have three or four 60 and 70 Gun Ships ac thefe 
Seafbns of the Year, crutfingoflFand on the Coaft 
oF Malabar and India^ for the Securiry of their 
Trade from China and other Parts. They are ob- 
liged to coaft abng Shore from Cafe Commerm 
to their capital City of Gos. 

DURING the Time of the Difturbance at 
Carwdfy Governor Adams had fome Quarrels 
with the Neygrs of Tiliicherry ; but the Gover- 
nor by his own Regular Condu&ibon fettled thole 
Oifputes. The Veflel I commanded was about 
90 Tun, DO Guns nor Arais on board, but I was 
in hopes on my Arrival at Carwar, to have found 
the Fleet j but thevwere all6iledfor BembmyyZxA 
Matters were fettled and made eafy: So that I 
went up to the Fadory, and complained to Go- 
vernor TayUr of the Veflel being fo heavy, and 
that I had not a Gun or a Musket on board to 
keep off even an arm'd Boat. The MoU'wans are 
our Enemies, the Vefiels of Kemfieta are the 
&n)it y and they never attempt to engi^ a Vef- 
iel' but in a Calm. Whereupon the Governor 
otCarwar not willii^ to let mt proceed up to 
Bombay in fucfa a de^ncelefi States put on board 
two fmaU Carriage Guns, and mounted fix Swi^ 
vel Guns in .Stocks for me, and lent me four 
white Men to affift me, with Powder and Ball, 
and twelve Firelocks. Thefe were of ibme Ser- 
vice to* us ; for feveral Veflels made towards ui^ 
which we fufpeding, fired at them io (bon as 
diey came within the Reach of our Guns, which 
made them alter their Courfe and leave us. 

I was near fix Weeks beating up to ' smbdy^ 
never in more Vexation ^ for this Veflel wdulj 
nekher wear nor ftay> nor go wdl by or lar;^ :

So that wheti-er^r the Sea-wind blew frefli at 
N. W. I was forced to run in with the Land, and 
come to an Anchor. About a Week before we 
arrived at Bofffhay^ our Provifions grew fliort, 
and we had n© Supply except what we got from 
the Fiflierroeo in the way of Truck, by giving 
them Rice or Salt for Fi(h. 

I narrowly miffed Angria*s Grabs again ; for 
before my Arrival at Bombajy he and the En^ 
lifb had broke out into War on the following Oc- 
cafion. The Anne of Bengal, formerly called. 
the Sherhorn, whom Capt. Henry Cornwall com- 
manded, had been taken by the Trench in her 
home\vard ^affat^e for England^ carried back to 
Bengig/j and Acre fold to the Englifh Merchants. 
This Ship now beiong'd to Mr. Crewgantvellj an 
eminent B^^^r/ Merchant, who was coming 4oxn 
Sitrat to Bombay y to difpofe of fome Merchaitt 
Goods he had on board this Ship. Angriif^ 
Grabs beat up the Coaft with' aH fpeed, took 
the faid Mr. Crenjjgannbelts Shi^^ Capt. Wade Com- 
man^ler, with feveral Engls/b- they had on board. 
They mounted i8 Guns, and made a tolerable 
Defence for four or five Hours, when they board- 
ed and carried them. -At that time our Fleet was 
bearitig up from Carwar^ and could not come 
to r.h J^^'AlSfVance. As Angria was at pcice with 
thelfiahd'of Bffw^rf^i'he imagin'd we fliouldnot 
concern our felves with the Shipping of Bengai 
and Madraft. As for Capt. W d?-^ he, with the 
chief Mate and Boatfwain were fent to Qolahey^ 
and Mr. Crewgannvell to Gerey ; which is the 
chief Harbour he has for Strength However, 
the Boa:fwain and two more of the Men made 
their Efcape to Bomhdy^ and ^ave an Account of 
the whole Affair. The Prelldcnt and Council 

had 
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bad feveral Confultattons concerning (ecting the 
faid Prifoners at Liberty by Force of Arms j we 
being now very -ftrong at Sea : For during our 
'Engagements and Sieges at Carwar^ the Compa- 
ny's Carpenter at Bombay had built for the Mer- 
chants Service, the Charles Galley for the Bengal 
Trade, and the B»tf»tf Frigate for the C^/«tf Trade; 
the former, Capt. Upton^ and the latter, Capt. 
Thomas Boone, Efq^ Brother to the Prefidcnt, 
Commander. At our Arrival at Bomhay^^^e had 
"great Removals amongft the OflScers of the Fleet; 
'Commodore H4f;^///a» laid down his Commi{fion> 
defigning to follow the mercantile trading Bufi- 
nefs; Capt. If^lk/e did the' fame, and yvent to 
Bengal in the Charles Galley, which Ship he af- 
terwards commanded ,• and Capt. Hamilton went 
Supercargo to China with Capt. Boone, They 
alfo built two Row-Galleys, the one of 24. Oars, 
and the other of 18, each carrying 10 Guns in 
the Waift, and two Guns of fix-pound Shot in their 
Prow. So that our Fleet was as follows.

Every one of tliefe had two other Sail of Gal- 
leywats under their Command, and ten white 
Men on board their own Galleywats. In Grabs 
and Frigates> of large Rates, they have, befides their 
own Complement, a Company of Marines? with a 
CommiOSon'OfiElcer, a Serjeant and two Corpo- 
rals- -^ 

NOW we were preparing all Things for the 
Siege of the Caftle of Gerej : We fent-to Go^o^ 
and iiad fifteen hundred of their Men at 
Arms; and near 25 hundred well-difciplin'd Men 
«t Bombay, who were put under the Command 
of Capt. Gordon, and Capt. Stanton, who were 
recovered of the Wounds they received at Car^ 
noar. Tbe-Morriee and Duke if Tork, Capt. Pea- 
chy, and Capt. Daws were arrived at Bombay^ 
and now the Year 171 7 we were making all Dif- 
puitch for the Siege; but the fame was deferred 
till the Prefident of Btmbay had been up to ^ivr^v/^ 
to fettle fome of the Company's Affiiirs : So that 
the Siepe was delay'd near fix Weeks. In the 
mean tiine, we were cruifing up and down the 
Coaft i for this was the time for ail the Merchaocs 
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Sfhipping to come from Bengal, to (upply the 
Coatt with Sugars and other Merchandiie. A- 
moagft the reft, was Capt. Bothsm 6( Stoie^Nev)^ 
ingtoHy who then commanded the Dalhiuy a Ship 
of 600 Tuns, belonging to Mt.Hart^ lAt.'I^rencth' 
fields and Mr. PrankU», Merchants and Council 
for the Company at Bengal ^ the Great George of 
Madrajsy Capt. Tooley, belonging to Governor 
Harrifin ; and the Samuel of Madrafsy the Bar" 
ringtony the Oxford^ and feveral other Ships of 
fmdier Burden. They weighed from Surat on 
March if, 17 17, and coming down to Bembafy 
the Dalhiny Capt. BdthamyWTis caft away goii 
irito the Harbour. The Mortice was difpatch' 
with all fpeed for Mocha^ the Puke of Tork for 
Perfaj and the reft of the Mercf hant Ships f jr the 
Places they belong'd to. 

I N ^pril 1 7 1 7, we got all our Fleet together, 
and on the loth of the fame Inftant, thQprefident 
reviewed the Land-Forces on Shore ; and faw 
all Things put in good and fufBcient Order. Ma- 
jor Fane^ chief Engineer for the Company, had 
tried all the Mortars and Coehorns, then fitted 
and ftock'd for the Expedition. Mr. John Mi» 
vins was appointed chief Engineer for the Di- 
redion of thefe Mortars and Coehorns, which 
did great Service. We proceeded down the 
Coaft ifor G^r^^y, which Is not above twelve Hours 
Sail from Bombay^ where we with all Our Navy 
foon arrived, and run boldly into the Harbour, 
Capt. Berlev) Commodore, and ranged a Line 
from the Eafter-moft Part of the Fortifiq^- 
tion, to the outer Part of the Harbour, keep* 
ing all our ftiiall Galleys anci Galleywats on the 
qff-fide under Shelter. But they had ftrong 
Fortifications on both (ides y fo that we left 
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our ftrotigeft Ships in the Harbour, to itiake 
-a Breach in the Walls, in order to ftorm the 
Cattle. The Rocks were very high, and fo 
•flippery, that one could hardly ftand without a 
Staff, and confcquently not a Plaee convenient to 
draw Men up in any Pofture of Hefence. We 
endeavoured to get the Firefliip in, but could not ^ 
for on the Eaft Part of the Fort they had a Cove 
or Creek, where they liad laid up a great Part of 
their Fleet, and had got a ftrong Boom a-cro(s the 
fame; fo that we could not annoy them any o- 
tberwife than by throwing our Bombs and Coe- 
horns very thick into the Garrifon, which we 
did for a conliderable time, and were in hopes 
-after the firft and fecond Day's Siege, that wefhould 
have^rovc them out of that ftrongCaftle, but we 
foon found that the Place was impregnable : For 
as we kept throwing our Shells as faft as we could 
in regular time, cooling our Chambers before 
we loaded again, afte^ we had beat down two or 
three Houfes in the Caftle, the Shells fell on the 
Rocks in the Infide of the Caftle, and their 
Weight and Force of falling would break them, 
without fo much as their blowing up; which was 
fuppo&d to be owing to the Fufee of the Shells 
burning too long. As to ftorming the Walk, 
tbey werefo high, that our Scaling-Ladders would 
not near reach the Top of them. 

THIS wis . the firft Attack we made on j4»^ 
gria*s Dominions, which we found aimoft ira- 
poffible to fuccecd in. Gerej is very ftrong, and 
the Caftle walled with Stone. We lay here four 
Days, and endeavoured to beat down the Caftle 
•with our Guns,- but in vain. After the fecond 
Day we landed all our Forces, taking ihe Oppor- 
niniry of the. Tide, the Water rifing and falling 

here 
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here as regular as in the River of Thames, Wc 
got rhemr all on fliore, and march'd up the 
Country, without Moleftation; only now and 
^ then theCaftle wouldlet fly a Shot or two, which' 
did us fniall damage. We attempted to march 
the Army down to their Shipping, and to fec^ 
them on fire i but when we came within a Mile 
of the Place, the Land was all fwampey, and fo< 
very muddy by the Spring Tides' flowing over, 
that we could not proceed. On our Retreat they 
gaUed us very iituch, by firing from the Caftle, 
we being obliged to come near the Caftle* 
Walls, to take our Forces ofiF again. Here the*. 
Gallant Captain Qordon was flightlv woun« 
deci again. They never offered to bring any 
Number of Forces againftus, but what they did 
was from the Caftle, where they had feveral 
ftrcTng Platforms for Guns, but did not fire above 
one in an Hour. I queflion whether there were • 
a hundred Men in the Caftie, during the time of - 
the Si^e. They have no Town within three 
Miles of the Place, and it would have been ir« 
regular for us to have gone up to the Town be- 
fore wte were Matters of the Uaftle. Finding we 
could ido nothing furthefl^e drew off our For- 
ces 9 for we had no Guides to condua our Ar- 
my, if we had gone further in the Country. Capt. 
Henry Corn'ujafl was Our chief Pilot in carrying - 
us into the Harbour, to which there is a very fine * 
Channel, and excellent anchoring Grounds- The 
Country leads -into the Grand Sedefs Dohiitjions, 
and is very fruitful, abounding with plenty of aB ♦ 
fiwts of Grain and Fruit. The River Gerey. rujc«i. 
up near fixty or feventy Miles through a fiflit^: 
Country, tho* mountainous, well peopled, and:of - 
great Trade. Angria has never hitherto prefu-^ .' 
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med to infiilt the D«/fib, who have a Fadory at 
Dahullj with a Fort well fortified. They build 
fine lofty Houfes, and are very fuperftitious in 
uniforming their Citadels, which all properly be- 
long to the Grand Sedey^ the firft Emperor of 
Inwa. ^ 

W E drew ofF our Forces on the i8th of ^ril^ 
and went up to Bombay^ to repair our Frigates^ 
and take care of our wounded Men> of whom 
we had a coniiderable Number. The Harbour 
of Ger$y would be of great fervicc to the Englifb^ 
it being (o comtnodious> and the Caftle the 
ftrongeft in tbofe Parts. 

S O fooR 9H we got to Bemiayy we fent all our 
wounded Men on fhore ; and amongft the reft 
was one Mr. Stevenfiny a young Gentleman that 
had his Xhigb fhatter'd with the Prow^Gun on 
board the Htrnter Gal/eyy which fptit, and woun- 
ded feveral Men in a moft dreadful manner^ and 
three were killed out-right. 

ALL OUT Fleet being arriv'd at Bombay^ tha* 
fome of them were much Chattered^ we got all 
our Grabs and. Galley wats hove up on fhore, in 
order to refit. We had not been at Bombay 
long, before a Diipute happened between the 
T^tuguefe and the EngUfby on the Fortnguefe re- 
futing to pay to the Eng^/if the ufual- Duty ; the 
Company being at tbe Expence of keeping feve- 
ral Forts guarded for the Security of Com- 
merce. 

GOVERNOR Boo39ey for the better Se- 
curity of the EngUJb Inhabitants and their Fami- 
lies, built a Wall round the Town of Bnmbay^ and 
fortified the fame with a ftrong Guard, kept at 
Memkn^% Point, or the South Part of the Iuand> 
with Ihong Gates, and a large Baftionj oa which 
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t%ey could mount 12 fine Cannon, and in the 
lowet Part were four large Cannon that com- 
manded all the Harbour ; each carrying Shot of^ 
48 Pound. The Weft and North Gates were a$ 
ftrdngly fortified. The Mandevey or Cuftom- 
houfe is near the Back of the Caftle j here all 
tiie Trade chiefly come, for the Supply of the 
Ifland, where they pay the Duties allotted by the 
chief Mafters of the Cuftoros> according to the 
ancient Form eftabliflied by the Fortugnefe. Foe 
tho' the Jfland of Bombay is now very Dopulousi 
yet of itfelf it is barren, and the Englifif are the 
maiti Supporters of its Trade. But the Ptfr/»- 
gwfe^ contrary to the ContraA on the Treaty of 
Marriage between King Charles the Second and 
Catherine Princeft of Porfitgaly refufcd to deliver 
up the Ifland of Bemhay^ on which the Vice-roy 
of Goa was fent out with an Order to deliver it 
to the Englijb. This occaGoning Delays, the 
Men of War and Tranfports were obliged to go 
to Surat to refirefli their Men^ after (b longand 
&tiguing a Paflage ^ and arriving there, the Fleec 
put in at S^alley-holej in order to remain there 
fluring the time of the Rains. The Soldiers which 
were in alt about 900, expert and well difciplin'd 
Men, being drawn up in order to exercife, (<> \ 
fVightned the Jfioorsy tnat they fent the Comman* ' 
der word, that if he did not forthwith draw 
off all his Forces, they would direflly put 
every one of the Englijb to the Sword at Sutaf, 
On this they embarked again, and went to In* 
jodavey^ a fltiall Ifland near ^af'mar'^ and the 
time of the Rams coming on, and the People 
bdng much fatigued, the Prefident, with many 
of the Men, died of the bloody Flux. N«ws ^gJF 
this being brought to England^ the King %f'iti^ 
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Letters Patent to the Bafi-lviSa. Company, for 
their better promoting and eftablifliing their 
Trade. Complaints were alfo fent to Fortugaiy 
concerning this Behaviour of the Tortuguefi^ but 
before any further Orders came from EngUndy 
jMr. Cooky who had been Secretary to the latede- 
ceafed Prefident and Commander, undertook to 
treat with the Por/i(^ir«/J j offering to allow them 
a Liberty to trade , and to hold what Lands they 

{lofTefT^d on the Ifland of Bomba^^ without any. 
nterruption by the Engli/b. On this the Portu^ 
guefi dtGW up Articles which werefigned by the 
Vice-roy of Goay the General of the North, and 
Mr. Cook ; by which the Portuguefi Boats were 
allowed to pafs and repais without paying any 
Duty. But the Engbjb after they had got Pof- 
feffion of the Ifland of Bombay ^ compelled the 
Tortuguefe to pay a Duty on all Goods, whicht 
caufed great Di(putes, and King Charles It was. 
pleafed to difallow Mr. Cook's Power to fign any 
Articles, as done without his Authority. Thefe 
and other Circum (lances caufed frequent Wars, 
with the Fortuguefe of the Eaftern Dominions, 
who fided with Angria-^ allowing his Grabs to ufe 
their Harbours, and many of them enter Volun- 
teers in Angria$ Service. 

ABOUT the middle of Juney which is the 
Height of Winter, or the time of the Rain, 
they gave Orders for their Boats to pafi by our 
Fort at Mayhamy without paying Cuftom to the 
Englf/b j the General of the North ftill infifting. 
on the Articles fign'd by Mr. Coak^ which our 
Company- at this time had nothing to dS with/ 
Oaeof their Boats running by, Mr. Home the Eng" 
Itjb. Chief at Mayham fenc out a Galleywat to. 
bring the Tortugueje Boat to. Accordingly the 
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GalJcywat fired a Gun, which was foon retum*d 
by the Vortuguefi Fore at Bombas^ oppofice to 
Mayham^ the River not being above Musket-fliot 
over. The Engli/b foon anfwcred their Shot, and 
tbey ke^ t cannonading each other alnaoft four Days. 
Then^ we fenc up fome Mortars, which foon beat 
their Chuipch and ToWn about their ears. How- 
ever, Governor Boofte fent Mr. Bendall to the 
General of the Norths in order to adjuft this Af- 
fair, and to acquaint him that Mr. Cook had fign'd 
Articles without Power either from the King or 
Company. The Prefident and Company al(b 
fent Mr. Co*wwg to the Viceroy of Goay with 
Complaints of the Behaviour of the General of 
the North. 

ABOUT* this tim^e, we had fent feveral 
large Boats up the River of Tanner, to fetch Tim- 
ber for building Shipping for the Company. 
Thefe Boats were ftopt by the Fortuguefe at Ta?/' 
net Fortj and Cortenjar ; whereupon the Prefi- 
<Jenc ordered feveral of our Galley wacs to be well 
mann'd, and fent with =a large Party of Soldiers, 
up the (aid Rivtxs of Cortenjar and Tanner, and 
deraoliflied one of their Towns. On this the For^ 
tnguefe built a ftrong Fort oppofire to that of 
Surty^ to prevent the Communication of the 
Boats paffing and re-pafling wkh Provifions for 
the Ifland. However, we had a Supply, by fend- 
ing a Convoy with fuch Boats as brought Provi- 
fions, and landing the fame at the Mandevey or 
Cuftom-houfe. 

THE Account Mr. Bendall brought wa?, 
that d^ General of the North ftill infifted on 
the Articles Mr. Cook had fign'd in i()8|. But 
Mr. €ov3ing finding the Viceroy at Goa more con- 
defcendilag to agree in an amicable manner, t-he 
• C 5 Vice- 
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Viceroy fent Order to the General of the Nortfri. 

and the General of Correnjafy to furrender the Eng-' 

Itfb Boats tbev had ftopt> and for the future to^ 

pay fuch Customs as. were allotted by the Prefi- 

dent and C^ncil of Bamtajf, 

WE were now making Preparation to lay 
Siege to Kenerey ; which is a ftn$dl liland lying/^^ 
in the Harbour's Mouth of Bomkay-i diftant about 
Bine Miles : The Latitude of this Ifland of B91S9- 
bay being in 19 Deg. N. Lat. from the Equinoc- 
tial J Surat being in about 21 Deg. 30 M. whicb 
is 2 Deg. 30 M. difference of Latitude : So thait 
Surat is near 50 Leagues to the Northward 
of Bomhayy b^ng for the moft part a healthy 
Climate. 

ON the 5th Day of Novemier 1718, we be- 

gan the Siege of Kenerey : But (irft I muft relate 

the Entertainment which was given by the Pre* 

indent of Bombay to one Manuel de Cajhoy si 

Renegade Tortuguefe^ who had been in Angrii^^ 

Service, but having misbehaved, durft not cq^ 

turn to any of the Dominions of Portugal, This 

Man coming to Bombay^ made Application ta 

die Prefident and Council to be eitlployed^ 

givit^ an Account of all Angria^s Fortifications, 

and undertaking to condud the Fleet into any of 

Anpiaz Harbours. This Fellow the Prefkieat 

appointed as Admiral pver all the Company's Gral- 

ky wats, with full Power and ' Authori^ to buroy 

fink, take, or deftroy all fuch as fhould prefume 

to interrupt any of the Company's Ships trading 

in the high Seas of InSa^ £cc. Several of the 

Mnglijb. Captains of the Galley wats. refemed this 

very much, and refiifed to be under bis Com^- 

xnand, taking him to be a Fellow of a very, in- 

differeni: CbaraAer j which was unknown to the 
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PreGdent) who aded with all poffible Zeal for 
the Succcfs of our Undertaking. However, when 
the Governor underftood that the Englijb were 
difpleafed at this, he ordered the Commodore of 
the Men of War to appoint every Grab or Man 
©f War, the proper Number of Gallevwats to at* 
tend the refpedive Ship> and they had all their 
particular Signals : Ine Commodore had like- 
wife the Command of five of the fmaller of the 
Galleywats. ThisFeUow was with us at the Siege 
of CarwaTj and did not behave himfelf any wajf 
worthy of the Poll conferred on him . 

I N the latter End of September^ the Stanhope^ 
Addifon and Dartmouth arrived with near 300 
Soldiers from the Company in l*ondony and Stores 
and Ammunition of all Sorts, which came in good 
time. We had lying in the Road feven Sail of 
European Ships, two Country Merchant Ships, 
and the Navy Frigates at this time, viz. The 
JUorrice, Capt. Euftace Peacock; the Stanhope^ 
Capt. lVent*uiorth George Pitfy the Desbouvery^ 
Capt. Gojfel ; the AMfon^ Capt. Hicks ; the two 
latter Captains died in Bombay^ and their chief 
Mates lucceeded them ; the Cardonnel^ Capr. 
Manvfin ^ the Dartmouth^ Capt. Carter ^ and the 
Duke of Torkj Capt. Laivs, The Cardo7tnel was- 
homeward bound, but had run over from Mih* 
ihai to fill her Water at Bombay. The Morric§ 
was bound up for Surat^ fo was the Sranhopf^ 
and Desbouvery for Perfa. After they were dit- 
patch'd for their refpedive Voyages, the Prefix 
dent ordered the Addifon and Dartmouth to aflift 
in carrying on the Attack of the Ifland of Ke^ 
nerey^ and to take on board all fuch Things a9 
were thought convenient for the Siege. TheSol-* 
dicrs were put on board the faid Ships? with Am* 
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munition, Scaling-Ltdders, &c. And for the 
farther Encouragetnenc of the Forces, the Prefi- 
deot hoifted his Flag on board the AdMfon^ on 
the third of November 171 8 Having all our 
Men of War, Bombs, and Fire-fliips, with near 
2500 Men, we anchored to the fouthward of; 
Kenerey^ in about an Hour and a half after we- 
kft Bombay ^ and on the fourth we rowed round 
the Ifland, to find a convenient Place for land- 
ing our Forces, which was in the fandy Cove be- 
fore mentioned. 

NEXT MoEning early, being the 5th of 
November y we brought the Vt^ory^ Revenge and 
Fame Frigates a-breaft che Front work of the laid 
Ifland, and bringing a Springon our Cables, hove 
4> jr Broad -fides to face the faid Works. By fojut 
in the Morning we began our Attack,, and kept a 
continual Fire till eight a-clock the fame Night j 
in which time we often difnK)unted their CannoOf 
which they played very hot upon us till four in 
the Afternoon, when theEnemy left off firing, 
and continued quiet all the next Day. The Pre-* 
fident thought, proper to have agood Guard ia 
the Night before the. Mouth of the Cove,, left 
any of the Angrian Galley wats ihould fupply the 
Befieged with Ammunition y wefuppofing, as they 
defifted from firing, that their Ammunition was 
quite fpent. The Admiral of our Galley wats was 
order^ to lie with his five Sail at the Mouth oi 
the Cove, to prevent the Enemy's receiving any 
Supplies, notwicbftanding which, five rSail of the 
Jingrtan Galley wats got into the Cove, with Am- 
munition and Provifion. On the fixth* Day we 
lay ftill} and (ent our wounded Men^to the Hof- 
pijcal at Bombay. ' The fame Evening the Morrice 
icciHrncd from Surat^ and joia'd che Fleet* Tha 
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f reGdent gave Notice, that if any would go Vo- 
lantecrs for the next Day's Service, they (hould be 
paid at their Arrival at Bombay /^o Rupees, which is 
about 5 /. Sterl, and whoever fliould lofo a Leg 
or an Arm in the faid Expedition, fhould have 
30/. paid by the Company at their Arrival in 
London^ and be employed in their Service during 
Life. This Encoiiragement procured forty Vo- 
lunteers. As to thofe'.who had Wives and Fa- 
milies, or other Friends, provided they loft their 
Lives in the faid Expedition, their \^dows 
fliould receive %o I. and lo /. for every Child. 
Amongft the Volunteers was Mr. GUeonRujJel^ 
Nephew to the late Adniiral Rujplo who coin- 
raanded the Seamen for that Day's Attack, my- 
ielf bearing the fecond Command ; and Mr. John 
Steele, Carpenter's Mate on board the Morrice, 
made choice of his broad Axe for his Weapon, 
and performed a.br«ve A^tioQ) which . Oialt be 
related preiently. 

E A K L Y the next Morning we got alF our 
Forces, both Soldiers and Seamen in our Galley* 
wats, in order to landj but the Tide proved fb 
high, that we were forced to lie ofE The Bn- 
tannia. Fame, and Revenge were ordered to keep 
the Enemy from firing upon the Galley wats in 
laQ4ing<tbe Forces, wie loft that Mornit^' be- 
fore we landed* near^o.Men, befidej the wound- 
ed ; and about nine o'- clock we got all our Peo- 
ple into the Boats. Mr^ Rujfel was in the Mor^ 
rice's Barge, and led the Van i Mr. John Steele 
at the fame time rowed in the Boat, as one of 
the Boat's Crew. They were no fooner on ihore, 
but they difcovcred the Treachery of out Portu^ 
mefe Admif al, who was to guard the Mouth of 
the Cove j for we found two of our Galley; 
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wats lie up in the Beach before the Caftle-Gate; 
Mr. SteeUj with our Seamen were ftriving to 
fiorm the Place, and behaved very gallantly, but 
the Enemy kept a fmart Fire on us fix>m the 
two Bailions, which galled us very. much ^ and 
I was no fooner on (hore with my Men, , but 
they killed me fixreen outright, tho' I received 
no Wound the whole time of the Siege. I pre- 
ifentlv met Mr. Steele fupporting Mr. Rujfel^ with 
another of the Boat's Crew to a(Qft him j he was 
very much wounded, and defired to be put on 
board the VtBory^ and there taken care of ty our 
Surgeons, who tried all their Skill in vain ^ for he 
died the next Morning; About four o'clock- we 
had madefo good a ferogreft,-as gave hopes of 
Succefs : Mr. Steele with bis broad Axe had cut 
the Bar which went acrofs the outer Part of the 
Gate almoft afunder ^ and had he been fupport-^ 
ed as he ought to have been, we certainly flioutd 
have carried our Point. Major Stanton gallant- 
ly behaved himfelf, and encouraged the People 
by his Example ^ tho' two Military Captains did 
quite otherwife j one threw his Sword down in 
the Bottom of the Boat, which was carried to thie 
Prefident* who, after we came to B^mlnty^ or« 
dered him to be broke at the Head of the three 
Regiments t the other was fbmething more ecu* 
ragious than the former ^ for he came boldly up 
to the Gates, and prefented a Piftol with a De- 
jQgn to blow off the Lock, Bolts and Bar on 
thelnfide^ but the Ball rebounded back in his 
Face, and wounded him on one Side the Nofe ;. 
whereupon he ordered the Drums to beat a Re- 
treat : So that in a few Minutes I was left on 
fiiore, with only the Cockfwain of the Msrrsce's 
Soat^ Samuel Green^ and j^^mes €radofk (who 
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lives now at Depiford) and was (hot in the Nape 
of bis Neck ; a Semant of the Marines, and a 
young Gentleman volunteer, to whom the Pre* 
fident aifter gave a Cbmmiffion. There were 
many of the Land and Sea-Officers wounded, and 
feveral of our Men killed, or rather malTacred) 
when they made this fudden Retreat. We that 
were left behind, had but two Boats near ihore> 
and one of them a-ground ; the Enemy ftill kept 
a continual Fire on us, which we returned as fa^ 
as we were able to load, as we row'd off! 

THIS ill Succefs was a great Trouble to the 
Prefident, who did all in bis power to fupprefi 
this notorious Pyrate; We were obliged to get 
up our Anchor, and to drive ofF with theTidCji 
the Day being near fpent. Indeed, We were by 
fome ill Conduft or Treachery defeated in all 
our Undertaking : For if there happened fome 
of Courage and Kefohition to lead a Party on anv 
Expedition, they feldom had a fecond to bacR 
them if th^ chanced to be wounded. As the 
Prefident ana Council could da no more at this 
Seafim, till further Preparations were made^ the 
Governor was refolved not to be idle : Therefore, 
• at his Return to Bombay^ he gave Orders for the 
building a floating Caftle, or a Machine that fliould 
be almoft Cannon-proo^ This Ve(&l was pretty 
flat. Sowed With little or no Bulge, and but. fix 
Foot Hold ; the Thickneft of her Sides were made 
by the niceft Comporition Cannon-proof. -'She 
was to go with one Maft, and a Top-fail, which 
was rigged in a very commodious manner, and 
mounted 12 Guns, carrying 4S Pounders, and 
of courfe muft have proved of great Service to 
us, againft any of thofe Caftles which we o^uld 
itpproacb near enough to cannonade. This 
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floating Machine was called. The Trahm ; tho* 
the Account I (hall give of her Demolicion, 
will be pretty furpriZiing. The Governor dii^ 
patched the Morrice and Stanhope wkh all 
fpeed for England^ and by them gave an Ac- 
count of our Proceedings with Angria. So 
foon as we- came up to Bombay y oar Portu^ 
guefe Admiral was. had before the Prefident 
and Council, and accufed of letting Angria^s 
Gallcywats into the Cove in the Night. The 
Fadl was plainly proved by the Kenereys that- 
lowed in his Galleywat, who were Inhabitants 
of Bombay, 0» whichythe Canipany , to prevent 
his farther Treachery, fent bitn hand-cuffed on 
board the Morrt^e^ Capt. Peacosk^ with Orders to 
leave him. a Slave to the Company dunng his. 
Life on thelfland of Sf. Helena. 

THE Mortice was in a Readinefi for failing 
fomc time before the Stanhofe xtv^m&i, from 
Sutat^ and had got three times under Sail, but 
was;oblig^d to put back again for fear of An-^ 
gria\ Grabs, who lay in wait for them. They 
having got the better of us in the late Attack, 
came from Golaby with their Grabs to the Ifland 
of Kenerey^ where they fpent fome Days in great 
Rejoicings, laid in Pleoty of all manner of Stones 
and Ammunition to frgftrat^ any future Siege. 
Op ^he Arrival of the Morrice and Stanhope in 
Englandy who gave an Account of the Pottuguefi 
taking this notorious. Pyrate's part, and admit- 
tingliis Sea-Forces into their Harbours, the Court 
of Diredors fitted out the St, Georgey a Ship dl 
Sixty Guns, which was to continue at Bombay as 
a Guard-ihip for the Coaft and Iflaod of Bom^ 
hay. At her Arrival therej flie ^was put imder 
ttie Command of Cape. Han^y^ who was ac^^ 
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couated a gallant Man : But endeavouring to lay 
ber on ihore to clear her Botcom, they foon jnacte 
her unfit for Service, broke all her Floor-Tim- 
bers, and her Back ^ fo that they were obliged 
to pull her to pieces. Capt. La'mfony who came 
chief Mate or firft Lieutenant of her, was made 
Captain of the Vi£iory^ in the -room of Capt^ 
Burleighy who was made Superintendant of the 
Shipping of the Ifland, and of the Naval Stores* 
This Ship would have been of great Service, had 
not this Accident happened. Soon after we were 
to make another Attack at Gerej^yzndto have our 
floating Machine with us, as fliall be related here- 
after ; bur firft I ifaall fpeak fomething concera* 
iDgthe Wars at j^njango. 

THE Prefident having an Account of the 
Death of the Chief at Anjango^ appointed Mr. 
William Giffbrd Governor of that Garrifon . and. 
Faftory, belonging to thfe Company. At hw Ar- 
rival there, he took Po.fleffion, and had the 
Compliments of the Inhabitants paid to him with 
the utmoft Refpcdt. He had not long enJ7ed this 
Place of Honour, -before the following Accident- 
happened. Anjango is inhabited by the Nejors. 
and Moccosy the ancient People of the Coaft of 
Malabar, It lies near Cape Commerany in 8 Deg, 
15 Min. N. Lat. and has no other Shelter for the 
Shipping thaii the open Road, . tho' there is a 
fmall River which falls into the Sea, but not na- 
vigable for Shipping. This is the firft Faftory. 
the Englijb have on the Coaft of Malabar ^ and 
their .chief Produd is Pepper of the fineft. Sort» 
and is diftinguiflied from all other Pepper on the 
Coaft of Malabar. Mr. Giffird was a Gentle- 
man very well skilled in all manner of Mercban- 
difc in Ivdfay and had been Supercargo in fevcral. 
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Voyages to divere Parts of InJ^a and China j but 
however there happened to arife a great Dilute 
between the Natives of Anj^ngOy and him, con- 
cerning the Price of Pepper, he thinking tp beat 
down the common Price they ufed to fell For, 
and telling them that the Year before he came> 
the Company was charged no more than what^ 
he had offered per Candey^ which is <Ja Pound 
weight. But they infifted on the contrary \ many 
Difputes arofe, and Mr. Giffhrd pretended to. go 
by the late Governor*s Books, thereby to bring 
Things to his own Price, for the Company's Be- 
nefit. This the Neyors moft heinoufly refcnted> 
and they being a very fly politick People, gave 
him an Invitation up the River in k friendly 
manner. He went up with a flight Guard with 
him, not fiifpeding any thing, accompanied by 
one or two of the Gentlemen of the Fadory, in 
the Pleafure-Boat. On his Landing, they were 
ready to receive him, but in another manner 
than what he expeAed ^ for fo fi}on as they came 
up, they feixed Mr. Q'tgwd-^ and cut out his 
Tongue, and nailed it down to his Breaft, ihe» 
made him fafl to a Plank, and fent him floating 
down the River before the Fort, which they ne- 
ver prefumed to come near.. This they did, to 
fhew they were not to be impofcd upon by Fraud, 
but wcrcrefolved not to fuffcr their Contrad with 
the Bnglifb on their firfteftabliihing a Fort there, 
to be duded ^ which was to take their Pepper at 
a. certain Price, provided the fame proved good, 
and fit for the Market. They are .a People that 
will not h^ impo&d on, being of a warlike Dif- 
pofition, and depend much on their Arms, very 
ambitious in their way, and never given to lye, 
cur break their firft Agreements. 

^ SO 
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S O foon as Mrs. Gifford had the News of this 
melancholy Tragedy^ me was refolved to retire, 
and fecure herfelf Having packed up what Trea- 
fure there was in the Fort> and a fmall Brlgantine 
belonging to Bengal coming into the Road, (he 
imbark'd onboard of her, and proceeded to Afj- 
drafs ; where the Governor, iuppofing fhe had 
brought ofiF the Company's Treafure as well as 
her own, detained her, and required her to de- 
liver up the Company's Accounts, which (he pre- 
tended were left in the Fadory at Anjango. She 
infifted on coming tp BngUndy and to give the 
CoQipany an Account of all thinss (he had taken 
with ner ^ pretending that the Q>mpany was in- 
debted to her. 

THE Court of Direa^rs in the Year 171 8>. 
was (ending the yearly Shipping for the Sup- 
port of their FaQories abroad ; the Ca/fandrsy 
Capt. Mackrajfy was taken up, with the Greene 
'wichy Capt. Kirhy^ for the Bombay Service ; 
and proceeded on their Voyage together to the 
Ifland of Johanna ;. there they touched to take in 
Refrelhmencs, there being all fores in plenty on 
that Idand, and the People of a very honeit and 
cafy Difpofition. You may have here Fowls, 
Goats, and Bullocks at a very cheap Rate, with 
a Variety of- Fruits and Roots for the Refrefli-" 
ment of thofe who have had a long and fatigue-* 
ing Paflage. 

W E bad an Account of certain Pyrates, who 
had been cruifing oflF the Red-fea^ two of which 
happened to come into Johanna Road, jiuft as 
Capr. Mackray-i and Capt, Kirhy were in a Rea- 
dinefs for (ailing. Thefe Pyrates were come o(r 
lafk from the Coaft of Gmnea^ with a defign to 
advance into the InSan Sea. Thev attack'd 
Capt. Mackray^ who made a gallant Detence ;; but 

t? 
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the Greenwiehy Capr. Kirb^y and a Ship belonging" 
to Ofiendy tho' prefent, never once offered to 
affift him, but failed away as faft as they could. 
The Py rates were commanded by Capti England 
and Capt. Taylor ^ who have done a great deal of 
Mifchief in thofe Parts. After Capt. Miiek^ 
ray had made a very good' Defence, they got ihe 
Vidlory by the Cajftindra^s unluckily driving X)n 
(hore, where the Py rates boarded and overpowerM 
them. Capt. Mackray^ with^moft of his Crew,- 
made their Efcapes on fliore, whft:h fo provoked 
the Pyrates, that they thrcatned to maffacrc every 
one of them. But after a Day or two ^ft, they 
hadaConfuItation amongft themfelves, and con** 
fidering the gallant Behaviour of Capt. Mackrayy 
and what a good Character he bore amongft his 
Men, they agreed to return him another Ship in 
tljeroomof his own.. They fent.Meflen^ers up 
into the Country ta fearchfor him, and Letters 
to aflure- him they would not hurt a Hair of hia* 
Head, but only farisfy him of their good Intcn-^ 
tions towards nira. On which account hfe veI^• 
tured down, and they entertained him in a very 
bandibme manner on board his own Ship, with 
the bcft of his own Liquors and I^ovifions. The 
Pyrates had a great Demur amongft thetpfelvcs 
about giymg Capt. Mackray the Vancy-^ in the 
room of the Cajfandra j but Capt. England told- 
them, that if they refufed this, he would re- 
nounce his Command amongft them, and live a 
retired Life on fome of thole inhabited Iflands* 
Czot^England being much bdoved, they com- 
ply d to this Propofal, tho* Tmylor refented the 
&me moft' bitterly, and vowed to be revenged 
on England for hii Generofity. Accordingly they 
refigned the Fancy ' to Capt, Mackray. Tbis^as 

a; 
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a fine Dntch'h\x\\t Galley, which failed very wel^ 
and was a Ship of good Burden. They gave him, 
befides the Ship, feveral Bales of Scarlet Cloth, 
and during the time of their Stay, they ufed him 
very handfomely i tho' they gave him only a fliort 
Stock of Provihons and Stores, hardly fuflScient 
to carry him to Bombay ; they well inowing in 
bo<^^ long time they might run from Johanna 
thither, being at -that time of the Year, when the 
V Trade-winds favoured their Paffage. 

A T their Arrival at Bombuy^ the Relation of 
the Cafandr^s being taken was fo different from 
the Report that Capt. Kirby had made to the 
Governor concerning it, that he was afliamed^f 
ihe Meannefe of it, and took the fame fo much 
to- heart, that in his going a Voyage to Ferfiay 
le diedbefore he got there. 

NOW the Harrington was the firA Ship in 
order for England^ by whom Letters were dif- 
patched concerning Capt. Mackrafs being taken. 
The Captain had vdifpofed of the Ship the Pyrates 
had j;iven him zt Johanna y to one Mr. IVake a 
very eminent Merchant at Bombay ; and alfo of 
his other Efifefts, and went home Paflenger in 
the Barrivgton, This News of the Indian Seas 
being incumbered with Pyrates of our Nation, 
fo far alarmed the Court of Diredtor:,, as to pe- 
tition the Crown to grant a Squadron of Men 
of War to be fent thither to fupprefs them, who 
for near two Years continued to infeftthofe Parts. 
After Capt* JMackray parted with them, they 
went and cruifed off the Straits of Babflmondon^ 
or the Red'feay and there they took a Hoors 
Ship coming down frotn India richly laden. Tho* 
Capt. Matkraf-i Ship had 75^000 /.' in ready 
-Cafli on board of the Company'5 Treafure, be- 

i^des 
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iides great Quantities of Bale Goods, with 'Euro^ 
fean Liquors of great Value, ^f. yet this Moors 
Ship had more Value in Diamonds, Rubies, and 
Emeralds, with the richelt of Drugs, and a great 
quantity of Balm of Gikad ; all which thefe Py- 
races made wafte of, and fuffered the fame to ue 
esrpbfed to the Wind and Weather on the Iflahd of 
St, Mary, There we found the Ruins of feveral 
Ships and their Cargoes piled up in great Heaps, 
confiding of the richeft Spices and Drugs ; all 
which they valued not: but Money, rich Silks, 
Diamonds, and other Jewels, chey took care of ^ 
and all Eatables and Drinkables which 'they fan- 
cied. They made the Ifland of Madagafcar 
their Rendezvous, where they committed all 
manner of Enormities, and every one did as his 
own vicious Heart direfted him. 

IN the Year 171 9, the l^mdm^xAChandoit 
arrived at Bombay \ the former under the Com- 
mand of Capt. Vftofty and the latter under the 
Command of Capt. Faz^kerly, who died either 
at Bombay^ or in a Voyage to Terfia. We had 
now an Account of the Difturbance at Anjan- 
10^ of the Death of Mr. Giffbrdy and the Pro- 
ceedings of Mrs. Gifford in taking care of her 
Affairs for her own Security. The whole naval 
Forces of Bombay were all mann'd, and our float- 
ing Engine or Machine along with us ; and the 
London^ Capt. Vpton^ was ordered to receive Mr, 
Brovsny one of the Council of Bombay^ on board, 
in order to reftify all Affairs in behalf of the 
Company's Settlement at Anjango^ and to hoift 
the Union Flag at their main Topmaft-head, 
Thev were likewife to go in queft of thePyrates, 
Taylor and England^ who after they had tal^en 
the India Ship belonging to the Moors, proceed- 
ed 
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ed for the Ifland oi Domafiaicvsy in order to 
liave fome ctandeftiae Dealing with the French^ 
who inhabit chat Ifland, and are fufpedted of era* 
ding with fuch Pyrates. They alfo, as we un- 
derflood afcerwardj intended to winter there, 
under Pretence of being Englifb Eaft-InMa^J^n. 
But coming into the Road, and feeing a very lai^e 
Ship there, they jude'd her to be richly ladeub 
bound for Europe^ belonging either to the£»^/^, 
Vrench^ Dutchy or Fortuguefe^ and made Prepara- 
tion to engage her. This Ship belong'd to the 
King of Tortugaly and had the Viceroy of Gos^ 
on board, who was then bound for Lisbon ; but 
having loft their Paflage round the Cape^ had re- 
turned, back to winter there^ The Viceroy, and 
all the Head Officers and Gentlemen were amore^ 
and feeing an EngUJb built Ship coming in with 
Englifb Colours^ judged it to be a Ship under the 
fame Misfortune as themfelves, that had loft their 
PafTage. The Pyrates had fent the other Ship 
which they had taken in India^ to St, Mar/s on 
the Ifland of Madagafiafj and alfo the Brigantinet 
to get all Things in Keadinefi againft they camct 
in order to heave down and clean their Ship for a- 
nother Cruife. The Fortuguefe were preparing 
to falute them, or expeded that they would do 
fo, as foon as they came to an Ancnor ; but in* 
ftead thereof, they came clofe along-fide of them^ 
and inftead of firing by way of Salute, with Eng-- 
lijb Colours flying, they4X)ured in a Broad-fide 
on them, and then boarded them Sword in handJ 
The others having made no manner of Prepara- 
tion to fight, and being a lumbered Shiip, they 
foon compleated their Vidory, and carried the 
Ship out of the Road diredtly ; the Gentlemen 
on fliore not being able to prevent them. When 
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the Pyrates came to St, Marj% thqr altered the 
Ship, and fitted her for mounting (eventy Guas> 
-anci the Caffandra for forty Guns ^ this they did by 
-the Help of Capt. Mackr^fs Carpenter's Mate, 
whom tbeyibrced along with them ; and then 
deftroyed all the other Ships they had taken. 
However, they foon refitted, and were refolved 
«to make t'other Cruife on the C02& of Indian ^ 
Some fay, in order wilfiiHy to run tjieir Ship 
on (here, and by that means fave moft part xrf* 
their Trealure ^ and then fettle amongft the Moors 
«t Surat^ or travel through the Country to fome 
inland Places where the Portuguefe inhabited. 

The London with the Vi^ory Grab, the Revengje^ 
«nd Britannia^ the Defiance, and Prahm, the great 
•and mighty floating Machine, which th^Reveftge 
had in Tow, after having been and fetded all the 
Conipany's Affairs at Anjango, were returning up 
the Co2iA off oi Mount Deihy about (even Leagues 
to the Northward of Tillkherry (where the Ho- 
nourable "Robert Adams^ Efq,* was then Governor) 
the Fleet plying to windward, early in the Morn- 
ing, fell in with the Cajfavdra and ViSiory^ which 
was the Ship the Pyrates had taken from the Por^ 
tuguefi, and named fo. The Night before, the 
fleet had been very much fcattered, and early 
in the Mcfrning thole two Ships falling in with the 
Fleet, theythpught that ihe laige Ship was the 
London, The Vtitory Grab coming under her 
Stern, thinking fhe feemed too large for the 
London Ttho' the London was ri very large Ship) 
haled them in Engfifhy and asked what Ship that 
was ? . They anfwered,, the ^^t&ory. They then 
thought it had been ^e London, and huT-za'd, and 
asked them what they wanted ? The Pyrate Vic^ 
tory huicd the Grab, and asked what Ship that 

was? 
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w*5 ? They anftrered, tHe VIBhrj. ' Bf 'vAilch • 
they knew they had got in the paidft.qt m B^mm 
hay Fleet ; and the Pyratcs reported afterward, 
that at that tinie they could have taken ^h^ ^di 
all theEaie itnaginable. I^ Ae^d^eaii tiilie fh^ 
Landm came upi and asketl what was tW^^tter? 
The ViSory Pyrate difchargei ia Broad-fideat thfc 
other Vi^ory^ ^ho never hired at her ftg«n, and 
the Pyrate tol() them at the fitme timC) that tlid 
other Ship was the tagandtM. There was fuch 
ConFufion on board the London^ that all the Ship 
was in an Uproar) and C9:pt.Vf tarn frighted vety 
much. By thU tiine it was ' Sun-riung, little 
Winds^ and clofe iinder thd Land ; where they 
were obliged to li^ aU of a heap together^ till the 
JLahd-breeie came.ofF to feparate ttem. In the 
mean time, the Pyrates got all things reaidy to 
engage. But Capt. Uftony Co foon as the Lan^- 
breexe came off, was refolved not to fight, with- 
out Mr. Brown's Coders, who bad a Gommiffioa 
from Governor Boone to hoift the Union t^lag. 
Capt. Q^'^^alfo required Mr. Bfjiiziir to give hita 
Security on the Conipany for ail Daotiages die 
Ship might fufbin. The Ship's Company was 
very eager to engage; Mr. Lyon (who ap his Re- 
turn to England^ had a new Ship buik for 
him, called lAitWindhdm) was then chief Kdate of 
^tl^ndon^ and almoft mad\toree fucsh'ridi- 
culpiis PrQeedihgs. The Captain ordered a Maa 
to the Maftrhead to ftrike the Flag ; the FeHow 
ifwore that he .woul.d fend Flag-ftaft and afi doWtt 
with it. Accordingly he went up, and mftdad 
of f^rikiiigthe Flagi ne drove the Fidd o^vM 
let the 'Flag - ftaff run down amain. ' Tfti». 
made the Fyratcs laugh in their Sleeye, tho^ cb^ -; 
did not wcU Imo w bow to vcacure to engage dirat^ 't> 



{or they did not like die Looks of the Bmbaw 
Man of War. The Qiieftion was propofed , 
,v4iac ihouki be done vmi the Trahm the Ke^ 
fumge bad in Tow ? and Orders were given to 
let her on fire ; a fine Proof of Coo&iQi after 
due the Prefident and Council of Bombay had 
beoi at that great Expence in procuring an In- 
vention for the better annoying the Enemy's 
iGarritbns ! They fet her on fire accordiK)y,and 
0ie was entirely confumed; tho' all realonable 
Perfbns muft aOow» that the Pyrates would ne- 
ver havediought it worth while to take a VefTel 
«ot fit to carry out of fight of Land> nor four 
Ixagues off (hore, in cafe of a HeadSea. After 
4his the Pyrates made o£^ without any further At** 
tempt on our Ships. 

THE Fleet loon after arrived at Bmbay^ and 
Order was given for making Preparation for anp^ 
xher Siege againftG#r«/^ wnich accordingly wc 
didt but had the ufual ill Succefi in our Pjro* 

cec^Qg^. 

I ihaB now fpeak of a particular Sea-fight per- 
formed bgr two gallant Captains ; which, had k 
not been for fome unlucky Accident happening 
ao both of them, they had certainly come oJ9F 
-Conquerors. Capt Martin in the Bsgk Galley^ 
;md Capt. Dogge finiht Hunter Galley^ were (ome 
time after engaged with AnpiJ^ Grabs o£F Bom^ 
^#7, and behaved fo well, that there was a ver/ 
groit Probability of their fucceeding. Capt. Z>a^- 
fjtt had three times boarded one cur the biggeft 
Grah^ and in attemptira to board her the fourth 
time» they blew up» and every Soul of them pe- 
Tiflied'widi the Blafti and the BagU GalUy \Aey» 
up likewife, and not ib much as a Man was iar 
vcd out of cither of theffl* Their Galley wau

were then obliged to make the beft of their waf 
for Bombay^ wiu) the News of the ill Succefi of 
<he Eiig^cnenc. Thefe Acddents> 'tis to be 
hoped) wui be a Warning to many of our young 
Sea-Gunnen to be more careful in their deliver- 
iog out their Powder; as it is certain thefe Mi^ 
fortunes could no otfaerwiie happen than by their 
not taking fufficient care of me Powder maga* 
^ine• This Eng^ement wis after the great Siege 
of AUabeg^ which wis the laft Attempt we made 
by Land on Jingria^ but have ftrove ever fince 
to (upprefi him liv Sea. . 

THE othec inrrates being ftill rang^g on 
die ImBan Seas, tney proceeded ibr their com* 
mon Place of.Rendea^vous, the Ifland of MaJa^ 
gafcar^ and in their way ttey took a Moors Ship^ 
coming from Cbiuay loaded with very rich Goods^* 
which they totally diemoliihed at the Ifland c^ 
St. Mar/Si where they cleaned didr Ships. On 
thefe repdited Infults of the Pyrates, the Court 
of DireAors had made their humble Appiicatiofi 
to the King and Council > on which bis Majeilyr 
thought proper to appoint a Squadron of Men of 
War, under the Cdmmand of Commodore 
Mattbevjs^ {viz, the Lyony Capt. ReaJffbj on 
board of whom the Commodore hoifted his 
broad Pennant ; the Salisbury^ Capt. CoMwnh 
who was in cafe of Death to fucceed Gommp« 
dore Matthews ; the Exeter^ Sir Robert foh»» 
finj^ and the Sboreham, Capt. Maine) to be aid^ 
ing and aiEftine to the Hon. Company's Settle^ 
mentS) and to uipprofi all fuch Pyrates and Rob- 
bers as ihould any ways interrupt the free Trade 
in the Indian Seas : But by Diftrefi of Wea- 
ther, before the Squadron arrived at Bombay^ 
they were all feparated ; the Salisbury and Bxeten

for the Company, he imagined, as all other great 
Men in fuch Stations womd, that he was fome* 
thing fuperior to a Commodore of a Squadron ; 
tho the Dire&orsof the Company had fent Or- 
ders by the Grsmfbsm for mm to fidute the 
Commodore, at bis Arrival. After many Mef- 
figes to and fro', diipiiting who fliould fire firft, 
the Prefident in Council complied to fidute him> 
and then the Commodore thought proper to go- 
•n ihore. 

THE Ifland ofB&mhsj was now thronged with 
tfie Navy-Officers, who lookV) as much fuperior to 
us, as the Greatnds of their Ambition could pof- 
fibly lead them. There were daily Duels fought 
ky one or other of them ; and Challenges per- 
petually ient round the Iflbnd by the Gentlemen 
of the Navy. Having fiich a great Number of 
gallant Heroes, we were in great hopes of tocall/ 
demolifliing Anfpt'tM. The Prefident and Coon* 
dl, wid) the Commodore, concluded on the At<^ 
tack of AlUhfg^ and withal to 6nd an Eirprefi 
to the Viceroy cfG^a^ and to the General of At^ 
North, to re^eft their AfSftance in this great 
and important Afiair. The Viceroy with much 

Eetended Zeal came in perfon, de%iing to head 
cb Forces as he had raifed, and brought with 
htm : The General of the North alfo came down 
to B^mbay^ and was moft magnificently enter- 
tained by the Prefident The Horfe-Guards of 
the Ifland of Bdmiay were ordered and fitted up 
for this Expedition : We now took a Method we 
never before had taken ; we were to land at 
CboMh all our ArttUery, that bekig a Harbour 

belong 
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belonging to the ForUfgttefiy md joining to Am* 
gria's Country ; our Camp was p^bra on the 
Ifland of Bombay in order for Review ; and every 
thing vas difpofed in a very com|^t manner. 
Mr. Con33ing was appointed by the Frefidenc and 
Council, Generaliffinx) of all the Englifb Forces i- 
feverai Commiffions were granted to the Gentle* 
men belonging to the Men of War i Mr. Wht^n^^ 
Ij-i firft Lieutenant of the ExeUTy was commiC* 
uoned as Colonel of a Company in the Compa« 
n/s Service^ Mr. fobn Johnfim as Captain in the 
ftme. Mr. Bfllam/^ a Mjdflitpman belonging to 
the Commodore^ was commiffioned as an £n«> 
^; and Lieutenant CrswforJ, who was then 
tmra Lieutenant of the Lycm, was commiffimed 
as Captain i and the Gemkmen of the Men of 
War, who thought proper to go as Voldnrecrs 
m the Gompanfs SerWce on this Expedition^ 
were honourably accepted of and generoufly re- 
warded. We were now furnifhed wirh a large 
Train of Artillery, an accompliflied Gendcman 
ehofe for chief Ei^tneer, recommended out of 
the Squadron, and Capt. (?r^mift///Oiptainof the 
ArtiUerv j with a Company of Pioneers. The 
Camp being formed on the Ifland of Bombay^ 
they were all thoroughly difcipliny according to 
the Prefident's and Commodore's Approbanon, 
and encrealed by a Detachment of 40 Men out 
of every Man of War. The Fortttguefe Troops 
and Forces join'd us at Choule : The Men of 
War, and the reft of the Naval Force of Bww- 
hay took on board all the Soldiers, and fevetal 
other Vcfleis were taken up as Tranfports to car- 
ry the Artillery. We had 24 fine Field-piece* 
a Cannon^ and all manner of Ammunictoa an-' 
fwerable to them. From Choule we mapcb'd for

Fdlow -of tht Angrians came boldly up to the 
Hedge^ and threw a Lance at the Comtno- 
dore^ which {luck in his Tliigb : The Fellow ^t^ 
well mounted) and fo was the Commodore> who 
direAIy as foon as be had received the Wounds 
drew out the Lance hm!k]£y and rode after the 
Fellow with great Fury^ pullinz out his Piftols in 
order to fhoot at him y t>ut neitner of them would 

five fire. This fo enraged the Commodoro^ that 
e was like a Man diflraaed, to think his Armourer 
had taken fo little care to have his Arms in or» 
der. The Fury he was in, hurried him^ beyond 
Reafon ; for had not he ftop'd as he did, he 
would ibon have repented, for tbqr were en^ 
camp'd in a Wood about two Miles from the 
Place. The Commodore feeing cbQ Catn^ in 
fuch regular Form and Order as he approveo (^ 
having their Artillery and aB neceflary Ammuni* 
tion in Readinefs ^ the Fortugmfe on the righlj 
Wing, and the £»^^ Seamen pn the Ifsft ^ the 
Day of Attack was fet. When the Viceroy of 
Goa came ofiF, and went on board his Ship, pre-<^ 
tending that he was taken very UL The Cam- 
modore ient his own Dodlor to him, to ofiferlu^ 
Service, and fiipply him wi^b fuch M^d&cises at 
fliould be convenient for him, if he was really 
taken *. But the ©oftor returned, and report**^ 
ed to the Commodore, that he did not perceive 
any .thing to hq the n?atter with him'f Hqw* 
ever thfi Day of Attack w^s not put off: But 
General Cowing headed the ZngUJb Army, and the 
General gf the North the Pqrtuguefi; and none 
appeared mqre courageous tl^ .tbe EngUJh' Sea* 
men, fommanded by xt^he.O^icers of thi, Navy^ 
fo t&is Order j^ they .c?rcie boldJx *,up tg ,tbe Caftle-. 
" " ' D S Wall^' 
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Walls of • ^Offa^, Where tbdr pfedAI ibetrScfl-^ 
Ihig-Laddert, and gallantljf alcaided the WalL * 
Young Mr. Bellam/f who is nofWy if alive, a 
Lieutenant in the Nayv, amended die Walls mth 
Colours flying in his mnd> and defended htmieif 
bravdjr againft the Enemy. Tbc jfwgridmt cuae 
down in a great Body, wkh fi-veral Elephami; 
which the General of the North perceivii^, be 
broke the Order of his Wing ; and the Seamen 
being employed in ftorming the CafUe) (which for 
certdn they would have taken, had they beea 
properly fupported) diewhole Army fell into Caoh 
fufion. So ibon as the Enemy faw that the P^nr^ 
tuguift were on the Retreat, and the whole Ar- 
my was confufed, they came down upon^ thetn, 
and made a terrible Slaughter amongft the Eng^ 
lifb Soldiers and Seamen > jereat part of our Ar- 
tillery was taken, widi moft of the Ammunitioir 
thereto belonging. 

IN the mean time, this bright Youth, Mr 
MUmf had to gallandv engaged himfelf, that had 
not Lieutenant T^iirrip (who onr this Expedition 
Hd a Colonel's Commiffion) and Lieutenanv

THE whole Army was now onr the Rout, and 
the Commodore cameon (hore in a violent Rage9 
flew at the General of the North, and tfaruft his 
Gane in his Mouth, and treated the Viceroy ilot 
much better. Thusthe^ii^MS/defbated usthis 
time, intirely by the Treachery of the Fmrtuguefe^ 
who feem'd to defign only to lead our People on^ 
and then to leave them in the lurch: This 
leem'd the more probable ; for they never once 
ofiered to purliie them, but let them march off* 
without anv Moleftation. We got off moft of 
our fcatter^d Forcer, and what part of the Bag* 
gage an^ .^tillery we had faved, and' re imbarked, 
tho' we had great Numbers kilfd and wounded. 
Among the.wounded was Mr. EdnjoMtd Fr^vince, 
a young Man belonging to the Lyon ; who loft 
one of nis Eyes, and part of His Right-hand ; Mr. 
mUiam Jeffitpu anl Mr. WaUmn Tbirteeny Sea- 
men on boaid the SaBsburj ^ the formqr loft bis 
Right-hand^ and the latter hsMl his Right-arm fo 
fliattered, that he never had the Ufe of it after- 
wardsa and the Surgeons took out 32 Splinters 
of Bone from his AVm. For the better Encou- 
ragement of others to enter into the Honourable 
Company^s SaUce^ Mr. Ttavinte received 30 /• 
Sierl and Kaa been emptbyed in the Company's 
Warehoufe tt the Suehjatd ever fince ; T^^^fi^ 
received yx I. and Ttdrtem received 30 Z be*. ' 
fides a Penfipn from the Chcft of Chatham. 

THE whole Army returned now to Bomtaji 
and the Shorebam was fent up to Surano dock» 
and repair the Damage (he nad fuffained ; the 
GomiBodore alio with the Exeter went for Swat^ 
ttd left AtSakthrj Guard-lhipat B^hay.

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. THE time limited for .Ihe Gpvernaxent- of 
ttie rioh. Charles S.oone^ Elq; waif expired, and 
fhaCourt.ofDiredlors appointed the Hon. yohm 
Titfsy Efqi to fucceed him. Governor Boont 
had behaved in (o honourable a manner, that k 
V^as with the'uti^oft' Reludance that ail Ranks 
bf PeopFc at Bombay parted with him. And it 
hiay be truly faid^ that none of his PredecelTorsia 
that Ppft ever defeVved (b miich onall Accountf> 
br had fuch rea\ Refpedl paid them.

I was on board 
die Swsbwrjy Piloc and Interpreter for Capt. 
Coctham, and was Imerpreter for die Squadron 
with the Vicerov of G^aj in order to procure a 
Veflel CO have ftopt Sir Eoterf at Goa, but he 
was gone before we came there. In Fehmary 
iy%ux we left the Coaft of Malabar^ and took 
0ur Departure fh>m Om Commeron in the Lati^ 
tude or 7 Deg. 10. M. Northerly^ and ihaped 
pur Couiie for the Ifland of Mormat^ but made 
so Stay there ; tho' we here found writ on Capr. 
Carpemtif's Tomb with a Piece of Charcoal, We 
v»ere bete in rit Caflandra and Vidlory, expeSin^ 
y^nt Coming ; v)e lift this fla<e on the 7,%tb of 
FebruzTYf and are now on onr Voyage Jhr Pore 
Dolphin^ on the Jffand of Madagafcar. How- 
ever we proceeded from Morojlar to Domafiar^ 
$as^ where ibme of our People diipofed of feveral 
Casks of Arrack, and Madera Wine> 6cc. for 
very good Profit. We made no k>ng Stay^ but 
weighed from dience about the middle of Manb^ 
and beat away againft the South-weft Monfoon^ 
in order to reach FortJSfolptim: But die Winter 
was comings on fo fifty and the S^as fo very 
fliort withal^ that it was impoflible fbr us to 
keep up our fides; to Winctward-: So that we 
fheo bore away for the Ifland of St: Mafjy and 
came to anchor at Cbatnook^Toint on the Ifland 
0f. Madagafiar^ about three beagUea diftant 
from St. Mairji The Commodore ieac the Sa^ 
ttbnrjj and his Seeomt Lieutenline> with his fix- 
oarU Boar, up to the Iflimd, to make Dilcove* 
|ics } wbcM we fcwd tbe Wrecks ef levcrd SUps 

vhiffb 
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which the Pjrrates had demoUflied) with their 
Quto's of Cblms Wtre» rich I>up> and aO ferta 
of Spices, lying in great heaps on the Beach of 
the &id Ifliuid r tfiere were alfi> fereral Guns. 
So loon as the Commodore was informed by 
his Lieutenant what great Quantities of Mer* 
chants Goods lay on uie faid liland, he made t 
Signal for us to weig^ and come down to them 
at €barm(k Point y which fo foon as we did> hCf 
with the Exeter^ went up to St. Marfty where 
die Commodore direded the Guns to be weigh- 
ed) and took fucb Cominodities as were laSk 
damaged. While- we were watering of the- Sis- 
Usbury^ a white Man came down, wha (aid hti 
Name was James Phntain ; that he was born on 
the Ifland of Jamaica^ 9C Cbocolate-Ho/e, and 
that he had been a pyrating, but had now left 
o£F, and had fettled at a Place about fix or (even 
Miles higher up, called Ranter- Bay j where be 
had fortified himfelf, and was called by the Na* 
tives. King of Ranter^Bay ; and provided tbo 
Commodore thought proper^ he would fiip^ 
the Squadroir with Qltle. Capr. CecUnrm hav* 
Ing an Account of this Pyrate's coming down» 
went himlelf in older to briiu^ him off; but 
findins that he had a number, of armed Men in 
the Wood, he did not think proper to attempt it i 
but felt an Account of this by the Bxetet^r Boat 
(which had been ordered to icue a^ fmall Tree to 
make a flying Gibb-boom of) to the ComnK> 
dore ; whp came dowi» direaly. Flanfam hav* 
ing g^ven ifereral of Opt. Cocfhffn^ifeay Ofi 
ficera an Invitation to his Caftle, the Captain in 
hopes of havite farther Intell^nce where the 
fymtsatjffm^ let them go; who brouoht M 
Account of the g^car Riches te ftid fkntakt 
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was p^QeficcI oi^ and how bewas bomaged by tbe 
•Natives, and called King of Kanter-Ba}^ had a 
large Number, of Slaves under hitn ; and that 
there wasalfo one James Adatr a Scotfman^ and a 
T>Ane^ who were fortified there as well as he, and that 
.they lived a very profane and debauch'd Life, in- 
dulging tbemfelves in all manner of Wickednefi. 
After this we fold them feveral Hogfheads and 
.Pancheons of Arrack, and Hampers of Wine, for 
which they paid a very IirgePrice, in Diamonds, 
and Gold Pieces of about lo/. each.. We had 
feveral Cattle fent down for the Benefit of the 
.Squadron^ and Vlautain himfelf came down and 
delivered his Goods and Money to one Baffet^ a 
Midfliipman in the Salisburyy who had been en- 
trufted with Meflages to and fro' between P/tf»- 
tain and us. Our People likewife fold them 
Hats, Shoes, Stocking, and fuch other Necefla- 
ries as they wanted. His Houfc, or rather Caftle> 
.was fortified with Guns> and ftrongly guarded r 

■ .During the time that the Commodore was on 
ihore, Flantain had the Impudence to keep 3K 
Ge(frgi$ Fl^g flyings and barbecu'd a Hog for hi^ 
Eocertainmenr. He little ebought we ikould have 
ierv'd him fuch a Trick as we did ^ for fo' fooa 
as he had taken his Leave, and only left a flight 
Guard of Black Men to take care, of the A^rack>. 
^€. w^ diredly mann'd the Ships Long-boats wit^ 
^rms, and fent them on fliore, an<i brougl^t o^ 

' all the Liquor which, the afor^faid Mf . B^JJe^ 

. I^'been paid for, and alfo feveral of the B]a(;ks» 
jvho were left to guard the. faid Arrack. Wc 
were not able co fupprefs tliofe Pyrates, who after

Taking theft two Ships under 
our Convoy^ we proceeded for B^mbajy where 
we were well received ; for the V§rti^$tefi had 
igain quarrelled wiib the Englijb^ and almoft 
f&rv'd the Inhabitants, not fu£Rsrnig any Suppl/ 
tO'Oome from the neigbouring liknd, in Defiance 
of die Company's Forts. So ibon as the Men of 
War were arrived, Governor P#///, with the Ad- 
vice o( bis Council, ienc to the Captain of the 
SnUAwty for AiSftaoce^ and thePrebdentientoflf 
Major StMUtom to encourage all fiicb Volunteers 
ts would go on this Eacpemtion round thelfland 
of Bamlf0/y to make an Attack on the P$rtmg$nfi. 
Accordingly they got forty Men out of each Shipy 
With a promlfoiy Reward of 40 BMpier per Man^ 
and the other Encouragements Jor tbofe who 
^ould lofe a L^ 01; an Arm, as were offered by 
the late Coveraer. We mannM feveral Sail of 
tbt largeft Galley wat8» and went round the lil^nd ^ 
againft the Fort of S$fref we begun our Attack^ 
and foon diiabled the Battery they bad built to 
prevent the trading Boats comii^ over to the 
SOand,. then ^u^d up their Guns, and made 
tfaem quit tneir PofleiSon ; and left the waf 

Spen for xbc lohabicants of ditf Main to come 
. owa with aU manner of Provlfions, without be* 
ing impofed 00 by tbe V§rtmgttefe. Governor 
Tttts alio fent Mr. BemUH again to the General 
of the Nofth,. who ftill in&fted on the Arndes 
fign'd by Secvetasy Co0ie in tbe Year 1(^87; but 
at laft tney gave up this Point once more. 

SOON aftejr we. obtained this Advantage, 
we. bad an Accouo^ brpugbt from lymtbigbj tnaa 
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Jift^i^ Grabs, with fereral Sail of Galleywat^ 
were cruifing o£F ihe Back of the Ifland of Bom^ 
Say ^ whereupoQ we manned the Vi&ory with 
men OIK of the Ships of War, and Cape. Lmv}^ 
Jim comtnanded her. We went out, and foonp 
fcU'in with theio ; they engaged us four Hourr 
and a half, and a Dutch Man on board one di 
their GrabS) frequendy called to us in Engliftf^ 
and bid us.ftrike, for that thev never would. 
However, we loon cut him off, and the Grab 
ftruck, and we brought her into Bmnbaj aa z 
free Prize ; this was the irft time we had taken 
any tfaii^ belonging to Angtm. In the mean 
time, the Court of DireAors had fauilt three fine 
Gall^ at Dtftfard and BlMciwaU Yards ; we 
had an account of their Arrival at Mmdrsfi with 
the Treafiire belonging to the Ntgbtingah. A» 
Aey were coming up the Goaft, they met with 
diree Sail of Fwtuffufe Grabs, who off* of Gem 
prdumed to aflaultthem* Thev ibon took one 
of them, and brought her as a Prize to Bombay y 
The taking of diis Grab has kept the Partttitufr 
in tderable good order, tbo' evoy now and then 
tincf have made fbme little Difturbances. 

THE Gommodoie arrived foon after this at 
Sf»g»A <nd took in a Freight of Sugar, ' and then 
came up to Smrat. He then ordered the Cap* 
tains or the Exeter and SaBtbury to exchanget 
and fent the Exeter for Emglandy and he and me 
Sabtmry continued in the Country. , He took 
on board at Mairafs the Widow of Mr. WU-^ 
6sm Gifferdy who was cut off* at Anjango^ and 
brought her to England witii himat and arrived 
tn the Denans on fmly 1724*

became a Prey to Angria^ who was feen to 
tow them into Gerey. It being cdim, none 
could go to their Affiftance. We fince hear, , 
that the Boatfsvaia ,4U9d feveral of the Men have 
made their Efcape, and come to Bombay. *Tis 
not to be doubted but the Hon. Company will 
ufe all proper means, Aat a Naval Force may 
be fent there once more, to endeavour to fup- 
prels the faid Pyrate, and retaliate the Injuries 
they have received. Amongft the Paffeogers 
taken in the Derby-, was Capt. Slaughter^ late of 
the Ifland of St. HelejMy with whom I was for- 
merly acquainted when he ofGciated as Town- 
Marinal on the faid IQand,.Jbut for his good Beha<» 
viour, the Compaoy had prc^moted him to that 
Place of Honour,^ rbis Lady was alfo with him. 
A F T E R the :^Ej^ftfr ^^ASdt^bury were failed 
for Englaridy I Caq^e hosnejti the T^ngGeorgey 
Capt. JobnUoughtoif'. *tnd'have had all the lat- 
ter Account from the time of Captain JoU 
fon^s being engaged by the faid Pyrate, from 
very good Authority ; as Mates of Ships in the 
Com pany's Service, &c. If the Eafi-In4ia Com« 
pany ihaU think proper to fend a further Sup* 
{dy for the Safe^guard of their coafting Trade in 
thofe Parts, I (hall ofier my Service to go, and 
ufe my utmoft Endeavours for their Intereft ^ 
ihey being worthy to be ferved above all tho 
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Merchants in Great Srltan, for the Care ibcf 
nice of thofe who receive Dinage, and alio of 
the Widows of thofe who are kilttd in tbeir Ser- 
vice. Pray God give "them Succefi for the 
Aiture, that by the ConduA of feme worthy 
GentlemeD} they may be able to fupprels thus 
troublelbme Pyrate ^Mgrit cod bii Adherents.

W E had alio with -us, the Grantham^ Caj*. 
FieUi belonging to the Company, which^ was 
ordered as a Storie-Sbip for us. 

AT Ei^t in the Morning the Commodore 
made the Signal for untaooring, which we did ; 
and then direftly to weigh and get under Sail 
with all poffible fpeed. The Shareham by fome 
Accident had damaged her Main-maft, and was 
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t>bliged CO put into Farfjh§^th Harbour, to (ct 
tnocher MaiiMDaft* 

WE in the Saiklntrjy with the Ljom, Exeter j 
and Grantham^ proceeded to Sea, tbo^ with a 
very indiflfercnt Wind, it being about N. by Vf. 
and blowing very frefli ; we kept the Sea, and 
beat down the Channel, but had very hard Gales of 
Wind. The next Day after we (aiied, about four 
in the Afternoon, by a very hard Squall of Wind 
the Commodore fprung his main Yard ; but hoc- 
withftanding this Accident, be would not put in^ 
to any Harbour, but brought to that Nipjt tm- 
fler our lower Sails, till he nad (ifhed or mended 
his Yard again, and in the Morning made fail 
down the Channel, as near our Courfe as prf- 
iifely he could lay the famcj the Weather being 
verv bad with much Snow, Sleet and a hard 
Gale of Wind, fometimes at W- S. W. and 
Northward, to the N. W. blowing hard with a 
' mountainous Sea. 

ON the 9th Inftant, about four in the After- 
noop it cleared up, and we faw the Land on 
our Star-board Q^rter, which proved to be the 
Start^Point ; from which we were oWigcd to 
ttke our Departure, the Weather proving very 
bad J^gain. The Wind fome (mm tpatter &- 
. vouring us, we got clear out of the Channel,and 
in the my of Btjcay we had a very hard Storm 
of Wind. Here we lay to, under our Main-iitfl 
for three or four Days, and in this Diftrefe we 
Joft company of the Exeter^ which we feared 
had foundered, but by God's Mercy was pre- 
fer ved. On or about two Days after? the Wea- 
ther being fotnething moderate, and the Wind 
pretty iavoura4*^le, rhe fyp/fr join*d ' company 
again ; and the next Day the Shonham join'dvus 
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in the Latitude of ;o Deg. and (bme odd Miles i 
we then cotnputing ourfelves to be on or near 
the Burling. That Nighc, which was the lotbof 
Ftbruaryj we had, about Seven in the Evening, a 
hard Gale of Wind, which lafted 48 Hours, with 
much Thunder, Ligbtnfng, and Rain. On the 
2ift in the Morning, about four o'clock, by the 
violence of the Storm, we (prung our Main-maft . 
about fix Foot above the Step in the Well, which 

i>ut us all in great Surprize. The Exeter alfo 
oft company with us again. As the Day-ligbc 
came on, we made the Signal of Diftrels, and 
none of us at that time expedled to iee Land a- 
gain,' but God Almighty moft roira- 
culouflv brought us (afe to Usbon Harbour after 
we had fprung our Maft in fo dangerous aPlace^ 
that if it had intirely gone awa]r, it muft have 
carried the whole Side of the Ship with it. 

THE Commodore feeing our Signal of Dif- 
Crefi, bore down to us ; and hearing what Con- 
dition we were in, ordered us to bear away for 
lisbony to get another Maft, and to bring a Main- 
yard for him, which accordingly we did. About 
one in the Afternoon, we made the Land, which 
was much nearer to us than what we computed 
it to be. The fame Night we got into Cafcais 
Bay> and came to an Anchor ; and the Weather 
proving fair, we got out our Long-boat, and 
cleared our Ship as much as poffible. In the 
Morninff a Pilot came on boara, to carry us in- 
to the Harbour. We weighed difedly wich a 
fmall Gale of Wind at Weft, which did not con* 
tinue long, but was fucceeded by a hard Gale 
and thick Fc^, fo that with great DifiBculty we 
got into the Harbour that Night, which was the 
djd of February, T|ie Nignt after we were 
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tnoor'd in the Harbour, we had fuch a violent 
Storm of Wind and Halt, that ic being my Watch 
on the Deck, [ w^ obliged to call the Hands 
up to ftrike our Yards and Topmaft ^ but the 
Men that went up tx) the Tops to ftrike our Top- 
maft, were obliged to get underneath our Tops 
for Shelter, the Hail being fo very violent, and 
of fuch a Bignefs, that no Perfon was able to 
ftand the fame. Mr. 'Robert Cheatety our Car- 
penter, put his Hand out of his Cabin and took 
up one of the Hail-ftones, which he affirmed was 
one Inch and a half in Diameter. This Squall 
held a quarter of an Hour, and the* next Day we 
employed our People to unrig our Main^maftj 
wfaiift our Captain went on fliore to the Store- 
keepers in order for another, which we had 
fpven us. In fearching the Maft, we found the 
ame to be damaged in three Places ; we then 
thought proper to infped the Fore- maft, ^ich 
we aifo found to be fprung in two Places ; (o 
that we were obliged ta have a new Fore-maft alfo. 
THE next Morning we faw a large Ship 
coming into the Harbour, which proved to 
be the Exeter ^ Sir 'Robert yohnfin Com- 
mander, who by the fame Diftreis of Wea* 
ther, had fprung his Foremaft ieind Boltiprit, and 
was obliged to put in for a Recruit of Mafts md 
other Refrefliments. A flibrt time after, Com- 
modore Stuart in the Dover came in with two 
other Ships in bis Cotppany ^ be was on a 
Voyage for the Redemption of the Captives in 
jilgier. Our third Lieutenant being of a fickly 
Difpofition, quitted us by confent of Commo- 
dore Stuarty we being under his Command da- 
ring our Stay there. Mr. If^liam Berkeley y NTe- 
phew to my Lord Berkelejfy was made our third

Lieutenant. He came from on board the Exe^ 
Uf^ and was a gallant and brave young Man, 
tbo' not much acquainted with our oea-Methods» 
but miKle a very good OiSicer, and nuach ex* 
ceeded hia Predeceflbr in Goodne/s to the Men y 
which good Behaviour made him well beloved. 
Mr. Bnkeiey^ in confideration of Mr. Wood's 
ill State of Health and of bis being poor, very 
generoufly made him a Prefefit of 80 Moididres 
to bear bis Charges home. 

H E R £ we had another of our petty Officers 
AamefuUy difcharged^ and lent hotvcj oaejofeph 
H^mdham^z Midflbipman; wboon ihore at BeiU 
iJU iff hision Harbour^ in the He«rtag of Shr 
ILobtrt ^oimfiw and our Capcatn, wa» drinking &i 
tt?eafi>nable Hieakhs: And whenbe wasfurprized 
vrith the S^bt of Sfr Robert and the Captain) he 
drew his Sword and juflop'd out of a Windawy 
aod run away, crying^ King James for ever ! But 
by the Affiftance of the Boat's Crew, he was (boa 
brought back again, fent on board as a Pri£btier> 
and coofitt'd in the Gun^Roocn. A Day or two 
after he was carried before Commodore S^uart^ 
who eHquircdinto theQrcumllances Of the Af- 
fair. He pleaded he wasr in Liouor ; fb on ac* 
c^OBt of lu5 havbig ^reat Friends, tbe Commo^ 
d6re ordered hss Diuliarge to be made our, as a 
difaffeAed Perfon to the Government, and fenc 
him for England in a fmall Merchant Ship, which 
carried home Lieutenant PPbod. Sir Robert in- 
deed, mightily infifted on a Court Martial^ and 
to have had him puniflied, according to the ut- 
moft Severity of Law. * 

IT was on or near the twentieth of Mare/j 
e'er we had our new Maft fix'd and rig^dy and 
got in a good (ailing PoftUre again:; and having 

jakcis 
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taken on board a new Supply of frcfh Water, 
Wine^ and fach like, we made a Signal to pre- 
pare Dor failing ^ which we did OA the aift In* 
ftant, having only the Exeter m company with 
tH. By die favour of a profeei^ous Gale, we Ibon 
arrived m Madera^ where tne Commodore hid 
been) witfh the Shofreham and Granrbsm in his 
company) and bad left Orders for us to proceed 
after hkn to the liland of Sf. Jag^j which is oae 
of the Cape ek Verd KlamEs. 

I N a -iliott thne we took on board our Wim 
and Watery and about the ((ckof ^/ry/wefaftcdy 
having the Mnmmmb E^^lfuHamm m cortipft* 
ny wSh us a fmall tinae while we lav at Madira, 
who &fled thence a D^y before us. W h3e we lay 
tkeiV) one Abrab^mt Wortb run away from us* 
In four or five Days after, by a pleamit Gale of 
Wind we arrived at St* J^'gffi and there beard 
tiiac the: Geimmodotfe was gone fbv the* Caf» tf 
Chad H9f9. We ftaid here but 48 Hour», lote^ 
freOi the Slip's Company with fuch ProviGoYM 
as the Place a&rded ; which v^ere Fovds> Cci^ 
conuts* Plantanes, Bananas, Pines-Apples, Hdg^ 
and feme Goats^ which the Natives barter for 
*iy forr of old Cloches. Here we went a Piflk*- 
ing for tbe further Refirefliment of tte .Ship^9 
Company^ stnd haled our line^ and in tliree 
Draughts, iacloftd a? much Fifli as our fix-oar'd 
B<>accoukl'carry on* board at rhree times ; which^ 
was a great Refrefhment to nsi Amongft ehefe 
Fifli, wc found three very large Turde, one ojf 
which was of an uncommon Stzef, weighing ac 
leaft 400 Poand, which was looked upon, by 
thofe who had been in the IVefi^Indksy where 
n)any of them are caught, ca beone of ttekrgeflr 
that ever was cakien. 
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ON tbc i(Jth of Affile wc failed from St. 
3ago toward the Cafi of Goad Hope. When we 
came to Sea, the Exeter failing (bmething better 
than we. Sir Robert Jo&njbn came up along our 
Side, and defired Capt. Cotkhum to let him make 
the beft of his Way for the Cafe^An hopes there 
to have join'd company again with the Commo- 
dore, and to have given him an account of our 
coming with all fpeed, fo to have made the Squa- 
dron up there. But the Commodore was gone 
before Sir Robert got there, and be made oo 
long Stay after him, but proceeded for Bomhaj ^ 
(o we faw no more of them till we came there. 
We bad a fine Paflage to the Om, arrived 
there on the 22d of Maj^ and found the Gran- 
tbam Store-fliip, which bad loft company with 
the Commodore, and bad mifled joining the 
Exeter. We ftaid here on or near a Week, and 
filled all our Water Casks ^ and on the 30th In- 
fiant we left the CapOf the Gramham in compa- 
ny) and met with a great deal of bad Weather,^ 
in beatine about the Csfe^ ic then being the heigfatb 
of their Winter. 

I N the latter end of yum we arrived at St. 
'j^uguJHn^$ Bay on the South Part of the Ifland 
of Mudagafisr^ where we had an Account that 
the Conimodore and Sborebam had been therct 
and had left Letters for us. But the Pyrates 
coming in after they fiiled, compelled the jNativea 
to deliver to them the Letters the Commodore 
bad left y which they had read at their Maft, 
as mentioned before. 

THE Natives here are ail Negroesi and were 
defirous to trade with us, making Signs to 
us to anchor before we went into the Bay, which 
we found to be very rocky and foul Ground , 

and 
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and uocertain Sounding. For on one Side we 
had 10. or 12 Fathom Water, and on the other 
could find no Ground with 30 or 40 Fathom of 
Line. The Bay being ib uncertain in the Sound- 
ing, and having no rerfon on board which bad 
ever been tbere^ we put to Sea again ^ but the 
Natives came on board in fuch NumberS) that 
we bad hardly room for them in the Ship. There 
were Kings and Princes in familiar Converia- 
tioQ with the private Men on board, importun- 
ing them by Signs, and what fmall Englijb they 
eould fpeak, to defire the Captain to ftay, tel- 
ling us they would brin^ us g9od Cow for eaty 
much Vaty and fuch like £xpreffions, with many 
a G— -^ </— » jre, John, mt love joUy which they 
had learnt of the Pyrates ^ fo that tbefe Expreu 
fions may be a Terror to every Englifb Chrif- 
tian, to think that their Nation is diftinguiilied 
by fuch wicked Execrations. 

THE Captain did not care for ftaying, as we 
bad none on board to give any Account of the 
Piace ^ fo we, with the Granthavfy made fail 
again ^ and in coming out of the Bay, the Ca- 
npos or fmall Boats which they came on board in, ' ^ 
were fo numerous, ih^tihcGrantham riinoneof ^* 
them down, and brought the King and Prince 
to Sgsl with them. But notwithftanding we were 
at Sea, having fmall light Winds, and failing a- 
lon& fliore, our Captain made Mr. John Steele j 
the Garpenter, (whoiti I mentioned before) build ^ 
them aS^at, and gave them Water and Brandy, 
with Provifions, and (ent them home again. The 
Year following, we heard that they got fafe home, 
and that they had hung the Boat up in the King's 
Houfe, in token of the Goodnefs of the Eng* 
I'tjb : And it is to be hoped, that Adion may 
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he a Means of procuring much ' Benefit for thd 
Bnglifb Ships fhu may put in there by Diftreis 
of Weather, or for want of Provifions. 

THANKS be to God, o^r Ship's Cona- 
paoy continued in good Health ; W^as. yet we 
had noc loft one Man : but about three Days 
after we left St, Aug$ffimih Bar, one of our 
Men fell over-board, tn the Dusk of the Even- 
iBg. Wedireftiy got our Boat out, and came 
fe near bkn, as to find his Hat, but (aw no 
more of him. We proceeded with all the fpeed 
we could foff the Ifland of J^hannay (ailing with 
a fine Trade^wind, and running for (bme Days 
along (hore, where we had regular Soundings for 
almoft: three Di^^s together, never altering from 
16 Fathom above a quarter of a Fathom. 

ON the 25th of July we arrived at Johanna^ 
where we got Refrefliment^ for Our People ; 
it being a plentiful Ifland for all (brrs of Cattle, 
Fowb, Goats, and fine fruits^ of which you 
may go a(hore and gather what you i^afe. Our 
Ship's Cook-room was foon furnifhed with 
three or four Spirs one a4)0ve another, from 
four m the Morning till e^ht at Night; this 
Refreihment put all our People into good heart 
again. We tarried here about nine or ten Days, 
and failed on the third of Augu^-^ haying got 
Water, anJ Score of fte(h Provifions, which the 
Inhabitants truck for any manner of old Clothes, 
Pepper, or the like Coj^modities. 

W E proceeded from hence with all fpeed for 
our Station > which was to cruife off the High- 
land of St. Jobu on the Coaft of India^ till the 
Commodore was pleafcd to order us in. But 
in our PafTage' thither, our (irft Lieutenant, Mr. 
j^amis EJihtj^ (ickued and died. Oui Cafptai n 
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prefcried the next Officer in courfe, Mr. Jobm 
Stefneyy to be our &rft LieuteDtnc> Mr. IVUlism 
Mfrkehy our fecond, and his Son Mr. JViUism 
C§tkbsmf to be oar third ; tho' ftfter we came to 
B9mha}y the CocnmodDre put another in ^ 
pfftce Ato a fine Paflage from Johaunn^ »- 
bone the Beginning of OSoher we arrived on 
the Coaft of InJiaj and made the Hif^h-iand of 
BMjfiaMy dhout lo Leagues to the Northward 
vi Bmhayy where the Grantham took her Leave 
oS us, and went into Bemhaf, faluting os with 
17 Guns. We returned them 151 which is the 
Cinftom for all King's Ships to return two Ids 
diaa what any Merchant Ship ftres. I was the 
only Man on board acquainted with the Coaft> 
which gained me nuich of the Q^taia*s Favour^ 
aB«l in a manner the whole Charge of the Ship 
wa(» comtnkted to me, in working up the Coaft^ 
and pHottng the Ship into BonUfaj^ ^e^^ feverat^ 
odner HairboUrs^ of which I have the Captain's 
Cel'tificate ready to produce. After the Gran^ 
$tam bad left us> we ftood off and on fliore as 
the Land and Sea Breezes would permit ,* and on 
the 4thof Oifi^^f we made cbe Highland of 5/. 
, 3oimsy bw a.faiallSail> gave Cliace tio her, and 
loon fpoke with her. She proved eo be the j^^ 
meil Sioop bcionging to the Eafi-IitJia Compa- 
ny, ^niiich by the Commodore's Order had been 
out. twenty Days Itiiohing for us j and thac Day 
her time was our $ and* fhe was beaffingaway for 
Bombay^ where we arrived the next Day. 

SO ibon ^ our Anctor was gone, accord-^ 
ing! to Otftom, we fainted the Commodore with 
If. Guns, and received^ 177 as is ufna^, and 
onr Captain went oti fliore to pay his^ Refpc(^$ 
to the Comrmodore, and in proper time cold bim 
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be had made his Son g Lieutenant, but tin '^ Day 
or two the Commodore made Mr. l}ames Smith 
our third Lieutenant ^ who quickly run rav- 
ing made with Pride and Ambition^ and was 
ftnt for Ewgiand in the Green'wsehy but died by 
the Way. At the Ccmmodore's Arrival there 
were fome Difputes between him and Governor 
Boone about the Salute, and in what manner he 
ihould be received : But this being adjufted, af- 
ter a (hort time, and all things agreed betw^rn 
them, they began to confult how' to attack j^m^ 
gfia with Succefi. 

W E found the I^yony Exetety and Sbarebam 
Men of War, aod the LonJony Gnenvdchy and 
Grantham^ Eaft-lnMa Ships, lying at Bombsy^ 
with the Company's Fleet of Frigates. w», the 
BtitMnmax ViSory^ "RevengOy Defisncey Fame^ 
Galkyy and HunUr-Galhyy with feveral Sail more. 
There had been a great Difpute between Sir 
Cohort Johnfon and his Purfer, which bad cau- 
fed Sir Robert to confine him a Prifoner. And 
00 the 7th of OHobefy by Sir Robertas Ap^ica- 
tion to the Commodore in the way of Com- 
plaint, (the Commodore having hoifted his broad 
Pennant on board of the Salisbury^ as his own 
Ship was heaving down) the Signal was ordered 
for a Court Martial to be held ; Sir Robert hav* 
ing alledged high Crimes and Miidemeanors a- 
gainft his Purfer, who was one Mr. ^iiv^'if. The . 
Commodore fat as Prefident, and bis Secretary 
as Judge Advocate, Capt. Cockburn firft Captain, 
Capt. Mmm 2d, Sir Robert Johnfin ^d, Capt. 
'Reddilh 4th Captain, Lieutenant Br4f//ihv^//f Re- 

?refentative or the 5th Captain. When the 
>ia1 came on, the Judge Advocate opened the 
Cafe^ which was, that Mr, Savage Purfer of the 
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Exeter J then under Sir Eater f^s Command, wis 
a very drunken beafUy Man> and that be was 
come out of England without Money, or any o- 
ther Convenicncies for the Supply of the Ship's 
Compny ; and that he had taken the Govern- 
ment's Money, in order to fapply fuch Necef- 
£iries as are proper for fo long a Voy^e ; but 
had not fuppUed the Ship with any Tobacco> 
nor Slop Goods, as is cuftomary for Gentlemen 
in his Poft. And further, that he had convert- 
ed the Money to his own Ufc. The Tryal lafted 
near three Hours, when Sir Rebert brought his 
Steward and many other Officers to appear againft 
him. But Mr. Savage made it appear, that the 
Exeter being fitted out from Pfymoutb, and he 
being fent down bv Sir Charles Wager but a very 
fliort time before tne Ship left England ^ he had 
not had time to receive anv Supply from the Go* 
vernment, and that he hacl put hirofelf to great 
Screights to buy common Neceflaries, which 
the Ship could not do without ; as Candles and 
Lanthorns, &c. The Commodore feveral times 
defired Sir Eobert not to infift oh breaking a 
Man that had a large Family, and that it was his 
being poor, which was the Caufe of thofe Nc- 
gle^ and being obliged to fail *diredly. Mr. 
Savage declared on his Trial, that he brought but 
five Farthings out of England with him, which 
indeed made fo great an Impreflion on the 
Gentlemen in general, that the Commodore and 
the other Captains thought his Profecution owing 
to Spite. And making a ilri<9: Enquiry into his 
Store, it was proved that his Steward had been 
a very great Rogue to him, for which he was 
difmifled his Poft ^ and the Commodore was fo 
confiderate* as to order bis Secretary to lend 
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* the Co^Hkdcd^ wkh much Diflatisfs&ioa to 
Stf R#*PSthac he cooM: ttoc break him . 

NO Wotir gay Gen(lemen> who were come 
abroad for Preferment, b<^ to make ufe of 
their Ifitered foif Pl^ee^ LieuGenanc lVM$r W« 
itig.rome&hiiig Indifpofiad} defired Leave toretura 
for Engloffdy which the Colaaiodofe gvaiicedy 
and Mr. Bhke^ay^ a Mate oa boiard the I^^ffw^ 
was made Lieutenant! of the Sh^ehawy and Lieur* 
tenant Cra'wfnd cbird Lieutenant on board thte^. 
hy^n. And <)(v account of Mr. $irrtath*9 going, 
road, Mr. Gklemf R#|p/^ was made Liieutedam on 
board of us in the SaUibury ^ which Captain Cotk^ 
kurn much refetited, he only having been the

Tern on the Ifland, as is cuftoniary|after Din- 
ner ch^ Game of Hazjird went f<>^Hk ^"^ it 
was agreed by the Company^ how |9r or low 
they mould fet on each Main ; whiffi was not 
to befexceeded bv any Perfon in company. How-* 
ever, Mr. Sutherland being feated very near Mr. 
David Dahymple^ they fet each other above the 
Orders of the Board> and Mr. Sutherland holding 
feveral Hands, took what Dalrymple had fet. 
At laft he refufed to anfwer the other's Mam, 
which fo provok'd Mr. Daltympk^ that he told 
him. It 'Was like bis haftardly Tricks. Sutherland 
forthwith left the CSompany anc) went to bis 
Lodging. Next Morning early he ftnt his Ser- 
vant with a Challenge to Mr. Dalrjmple, The 
Gentleman was not out of his Bed when theBoj^. 
brought the Note, for I lay in the fame Room 
withnim^ but he diredly got up, flippM on his 
Clothes, and faid nothing to ai|^ one,* took his 
Sword, and out he wenr, no Perfon having ar 
Sufpicion of any Challenge being fent. But in 
a ihort time his^own Servant came running in> 
and faid Mr. Sutherland had killed his ^bfter» 
We all'dir^aiy went out xo the Back of the 
Wall at the North Gace, where we found bis Bo- 
dy lying cm the Spot. The Serjeant of the Guards 
with a File of Musketeers had feixed Mr. Suther' 
landy and fent him Prifoner to the Fort at fi^n?- 
bsy. He was wounded in his left Breaft between 
two of his Ribs, and his Heart was prick'd, fo 
that he died diredly. Mr. Sutherland was by 
the Commodore detnanded from the Caftle, and 
ftnt oin board the Exeter as a Prifoner^ till a 
Court Martial was iield in his Ship, which was 
in great Huriy and Confiriion in heaving down ; 
fo that his Trial was deferred for fome time.> 
The 
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The Soldiers and Troops in the mean while, 
were all making Preparations for the Siege of 
Allaheg, 

A fmall time after, a Duel was fought by our 
firft and fecond Lieutenants, Mr. John Stepneyy 
and Mr. William Berkeley on a trifling Afl&ir, a- 
bout drinking a Lady's Health. It coft Mr. Stepney 
his Life, for he was wounded Co deep in the 
Belly, that he died of his Wounds about a Fort* 
night afterward. Mr. Bf/Hteley was alfo wound- 
ed in fcveral Places ; but tho' they were fucb 
intimate Friends all the Voyage before, they n^- 
ver (poke to each other after. Mr. Stepney at 
his Death freely forgave him. Here we loft as 
fine an Officer as ever England bred, for Fore* 
caft,and good Behaviour to all Men in general; 
he was lamented from the Captain to the mean* 
eft Man on board the Ship. There was no Trial 
on this Aftair, the Dodor affirming that he did 
not die of his Wounds. Then one Mr. C^k 
was made our ftrft Lieutenapt, and Mr. Berkeley 
ftill continued fecond ^ Mr. Ruffel fecond on 
board the Exeter ^ Mr. Boucher uAxd on board 
tts, and Mr. Morgan third on board ihcExeter^ 
HAVING given an Account of the Siege 
of Allaheg in my preceeding Hifiory of the Wars 
of Bombay, 'tis needlefs to mention any thing of 
jc here. I ihall now relate the Proceedings of 
the Court-Martial in Mr. Sutherland's Trial for 
the Murder of Mr. David Dalrymple^ Grandfon 
to Sir David Dalrymploy his Majefty*s Advocate 
for Scotland. Returning front the Si^e of Al^ 
Ubegomht 27th of Deceniber^ the Signal was 
made on board the Commodore for the Cour( 
Martial, which be^an about nine o'CIock in the 
Morning, where Mr. John Sutherland^ was ia- 
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di(9:cd for the Murder of Bavtd Dalrympky Efq; 
by giving him a ftiortal Wound with a Sword iit 
his left breaft, and for fending the faid David 
Dalrymph a ChaHenee, contrary to the Articles of 
WarandCuftonas oftbeNavy. Repleaded guilty 
and'feem'd much concerned for the unhappy Ac- 
cident. The Court brought him in guilty of the 
Murder, and he was ordered X)n board his own ' 
Ship, there to be -confined as a Prifoner till their 
Return to England^ for his Majefty's iigning of 
the Dead-Warrant. But as the Ship touch'd at 
Bsrbadoes coming home, he there made 
his Efcape, and tarried till his Pardon was lent 
from England, 

Mr. Patker and Mr. Braddyli^ who had run 
to the Fortuguefe foi- Refuge, were come under 
the Commodore's Protedion; whom he fent, 
home in* the Green*wichy in company with Go- 
vernor Boone in the London, There being a 
Propofal made eo the Captains at (different ttnKt 
to agree to Articles of Trade, (which were de- 
livered to them in Writing) that provided they 
would agree that a certain Officer fhould have 
two Thirds of what they got, he would fend 
them on fuch Voyages as were proper for their 
Benefit : Thefe Gentlemen were no ways wil- 
ling CO come under this Obligation; kept their 
Papers, and would not fign them j which very 
much inraged the Propofer, who finding he 
could not help himfelf, began to rcfent tt, fo 
far as his Power could reach. The Hon. Go* 
vernour Charles Boone had a Daughter, to whom 
Mr. John Johnfin^ Sir Rohrfs eldeft Son and 
his fecond Lieutenant, had made Propofals of 
Marriage ; and the fanie had been approved of 
both by djcGovemorandSirR«tef/. The Go- 
vernor 
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v^rnor ddired that Mr. Jahnfrn^ might c^btaiiii \\is^ 
pifcharge, and pvoceed for E»gla$idin the Chan^ 
dots 3 but the Commodore would not granc it> 
and the more to pceveoc it} being bdund for 
Surat^ a Sigoal Was made for all LieuiCeaanrs^ 
and the Stwreham and Exet^ were Ofdered to 
weigh with the Comoorodore, and we only toob-i 
{erve all Motions except in mooring and v;»eigh^ 
icig* When they were at Sea off the High-land 
ofSt.Jahn% ihp Coosp^of e asadte the SigM.* 
for Sir Roterf to conie on bottfdy and Qben eave; 
bim Order to proceed dkedly for^Gtyar, ^Ho(dtlier« 
to purchafe Arrack for tl^ Uie o£ tha ^hofe 
Squadron j with the other Particuiar^> as* npiea- 
tioned before^ in the Hiftor/ of the IkM&f » War. 

ON the joth of Jammrf xyxi-o^ w« ftarted 
from Bpmhay for G»^ in feirch aftei^ Sif Rahept 
Joimfan Captain of the BxeUty leaving Capt. 
Maine in tat Shoreham to be refitied, with or- 
der to join ua agaio- at M^df^fs or Bengok The 
Qxnmodore had appohited Capt. Br^Uhv^aii^ 
pd coounand the Exefier^ in the room of Sir 
Mobert Johf^ouy whom he difmiiled ftEx* not fiol— 
lowing Orders ,* and ia Tillickerr^ Rc^ad Capt. 
BraithwaiU took pofleffion di the Emettify «Bd 
Sir Rabnt and bis ybungeft Son were pat on» 
fbore. Sir Rahtrt and his two> Sons were after- 
wards caiil; away in their Pa£&ge to Englaud^ as 
mcniioned befoce. 

I N Vehruarj we left the Coaft of MaUkar^ 
with the Lyony Saliihury^ oxid Exeter in conapa^ 
ny. The firft Place we touch'd at after we left 
Jdalahar^ was ^% the Ifland of M^rt^fiaty at Qar* 
fenter\ Bay, where we got great Pli?n ty of Fiflw 
Wood, and Waiev. There is abindanjce of fi«i6 
Wood on that Iflaqd, iiich a« black and white 
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Eboni^, Brafil Wood, and Jeveral ibrts of other 
fine Woods. We hod on board two Casks of 
Ettgbfb Beef, which ftunk to fuch a degree, . that 
our Captain could not bear bis Cabin. We com- 
plained of this, but did not meet with any Re- 
lief ^ which vory much diilieartned and four'd 
our Ship's Crew : Why we were forced toeatfocb 
Meat, was to us very ffrange, for at MaJag^f" 
car we coukl buy fine Bulk}ck9 for a Dollar a^ 
bead ; n^, I bought a fine Bulk>ck my felf for 
a Chins Punch Bowl filled with Pepper, which I 
had taken up on the Ifland of Sf, Mary. Ail the* 
Wine that was bought at Madrafs^ which con- 
tinued good, was io\d y and that which was. turn'd 
to Vinegar, was fent on board of the Exetery 
SbBtekamy mi us, and the Ships Crews compel- 
led to drink the fame, before any Arrack was^ 
allowed us. 

I N the Head of this Harbour there is Capt. 
Carpenter's Tomb, where the Pyrates had wrote 
with a Piece of (^harcoai, that they left cbac 
Place in the Beginning of Januarj'i aod were 
proceeding for Fort uolfhin. This made us 
hi^ry with aU fpeed for that; Port, in hopes ta 
have met with them, it being reported that they 
were full qf Riches^ which put Vigour and Coo- 
rage in the Hearc of every Man and Boy Ia the 
whole Squadron. We failed ^ from Af<0ra/?^ a- 
bout the middlse of Marchy and came to 2>^- 
piafiai<as^ where the French inhabit, who faluted 
the Commodore at his Arrival. We came to 
5/. Philip's Bay, where there is a fine large Town 
and a ftrong Fort guarded by feverd Companies 
of Soldiers. Here a great Quantity of Arrack wa6. 
difpofed of, and 20 Hogfheads were taken out 
of us, and fent on iKore. 

AT 
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AT this Ifland Provifions are plenty, but 
the Inhabitants very' poor. We lay here but two 
Days. There are ^ne Turkeys, which when 
they arc prepared for the Spit, weigh upwards 
of 40 Pound. They are very fat, and the Flefli 
of thctn fine and good. We fail'd the third Day 
in the Morning , and ihaped our Courfe for 
Cap9 Amber J where we thought to beat about in 
order for Fori Doiphin. We had no Account 
of the Pyrates at DomaCcaicas^ they having heard 
nothing of them ever unce they had talfen the 
Viceroy of Qoa out of the Road. We hap- 
pened to be too late in the Year to reach Vort 
Dofphhy for the Monfoons were now fet in on 
the South-fide the Iflaiid, and therefore we were 
obliged to bear away, after having beat the Sea 
about a Fortnight, and (b run round to the Lee- 
ward of Cape Amber^ and came to St. Marfs 
Ifland, the Place Capt. Avery refortcd to, and 
then fortified the fame very ftrongly j tho* it was 
much run to Ruin now, by ^eaion of thtf Ne- 
groes Negled, and the Pyrates not r^arding it 
as formerly. 

ON the 1 8th of April 1722, we arrived at 
Charnock Fomt^ where we by Order of the Com- 
modore weighed, and went up to St. Marys 
Tfland ,* he lending Lieutenant Cranxfoti on 
board of us, to fee in what Condition the (aid 
Ifland was. We anchored off the Ifland. On 
the igch about Noon, the King and Prince, 
and the King's two Daughters came on board. 
The King offered the Captain bis two Daugh- 
tiers as a Prefent, being what they ufed to offer 
aroongft the Pyrates ; for they thought we were 
all alike: But vcvd the Captain refufed this kind 
Offer, the Ladies were accepted of by fome of 

our 
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our Officers, who paid dear enough for the Ho- 
nour ; for ic coft one of them his Life^ and the 
other was well peppered* The King gave the 
Captain and the Lieutenants an Invitation to 
come on fliore, and at their Landing, the King 
made them fwear by the Sea, that they would be 
Friends to them, and not molell them ; and for 
a further Confirmation, they compelled every 
one of them to drink a Giafs of Salt Water, 
mixfd with Gun-powder, in token of Friendfliip; 
it being a Cerer ^ny they had learned from the 
Pyrates. We had not ftaid here above three or 
four Hours before we faw great Numbers of 
Canoos cpming down from the Northward, 
from a Place cSled Ranter-Bay, I fliould have 
mencion'd that before we caine off* the Coaft of 
Malabar J we met with the Dawfin, Capt. Beft- 
fon Commander, a Ship belonging to the 
Eafi'India Company, out of her we took the 
fourth Mate, there having been a very great 
Quarrel between the Captain and him, and one 
Enfign Crkhley^ an Officer belonging to the Com- 
pany of Soldiers, who was going up to fettle 
ac Bombay. Alio the Commodore fpoke with ^n 
Ofiend Ship belonging to the Emperor, out of 
which he took Mr. Samuel Lakey and one Mr. 
Lee^ who were Mates on board the faid Ship ^ 
and at Madrafs meeting of the King George on 
her Voyage to China^ the CosDmodore put them 
both on board of her. Tb^ Canoos were in 
hopes that we were fome of the Pyrates ; for 
they value them moft as they fell them the befl: 
Bargains. At a Diftance they lay by, and look'd 
at us, but did not care to venture on boards 
tho' we could diftinguifli many white Men a- 
mongft them : So not liking u^, ^hey row'd over 
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to the Bay again. While* were taking a parti- 
c^%x Survey of the Ifland, we obferv'd the 
"Ruins of feveral brave Ships which the Py rates 
had deftroyed there, with the chief Parts of their 
Cargoes, all lying on the fhore in a waftinfl; con- 
'diirion ,• the Negroes not knowing the V Jue of 
any of thefe rich Commodities. I went on fliore 
^to cake a Draught of the Ifland, and brought ofF 
feveral Bags full of what I thought moft valuable, 
and made good Money of the wme. The Com- 
modore's Lieutenant beins on board with us, 
and feeing what a confufed manner every thing 
lay in about the Ifland, returned that Afternoon 
■down to the Commodore, and gave him an Ac- 
count of all things which were there, and what 
confufed Order they lay in. The Commodore 
the next Day made a Signal for us to comedown 
to Charnock Pointy which accordip^y we did, 
* and the Commodore with the Exwter went up 
to St. J^ar/s, where the Ships Crews took what 
they thought proper. While our Ship was wa- 
tering at Charnock Pointy I being on fhore, met 
with a white Man that lived at Ranter-Bo/ ; it 
fomething furprixed me vsrhen he firft came down, 
he having in company with him 20 Negroes well 
armed. He asked many Queftions concerning 
"our Ships, from whence we came, &c. But at 
laft he let me underftand, that he well knew we 
were the Men of War who came in ftarch of 
thePyrares. laskedhim whohe was? Hefaid his 
Name was James Plant ain^ and that he was born 
at Chocolate-hole in the Ifland of Jamaica ; that 
there were a great many of thefe People on the 
Ifland, and that CapL England had been there 
*ifo ; that the Caffandra was made a 40 Gun- 
Ship, and the great Ship they took n-om the 
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Torfuguefe jmouoted Seventy Guns ; and that 
they were failed for the Coaft of Gmnea^ or 
or the Spani/b JVefi-Luiies, in order to accept 
of the Sfanifb kGt of Grace. Our (ix-oard 
Boac coming on ihore at chat tlme^ I dircdly 
<li(|)atchcd her to our CaptaiO) who with Lieu- 
tenant. Cook catne on fliore in order to have 
feiz^d the faid Plantain, But feeing him Co weU 
provided^ they dyrft not attempt it: However, 
xhe Captain and he bad a great deal of Difcourfe; 
and according to an Invitation he had given us, 
ibme of us went up into the Country, and fent 
down fcveral Head of Cattle, which ferv'd as 
frefii Provifion for the Ship's Company. 

FROM Charnock'Foiut we proceeded for 
Cape Amhtr^ and Mannagorg^ wnere we lay a 
<:on(iderabIe time ; and the Exeter was fent to 
JMaJfaleagej where (he run a-ground, but 
^QC off again. Here we took a few Negroes, 
which we afterwards fent. to Majfembeaeh in the 
Exeter, ifrom hence we proceeded for Johau'- 
itMy and the Commodore ordered the Exeter to 
go for Idajfembeachi We were left lying off Jo* 
hannay and the Commodore went to Madrafi 
and Bengal^ not very likely Places to find the 
Pyrates. The Ifland of ytwafma I have menti- 
oned be^re, but now lyinj? here (b long, we ha4 
the Liberty of going on more, to take our Plea- 
fure, and gather fuch Fruit as the Ifland afford- 
ed. As I was walking up and down the Valley, 
where a fine Spring of Water iffues out of a 
Rock, having a young Lad with me, my Curio- 
fity led me to the Top of the Hill, where I ob- 
ferved a large Town well i>eopled : But at fight 
of me, they all run into their Houfes. They bad 
been kUUng of a Bullock, but iuch Butchers fur^s 
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were never heard of ^ for they cut it all to 
Pieces, Hide, Hair and all, aiKl put it into 
carrhen Veflels chat were boiling over a Fire. 
The very Guts after they had fqueez'd out^ 
the DuQg, without ever wafliing the fame, 
th^ cut in pieces and broiled. The fatne Day 
I took a Walk to ttie King's Town, about three 
Miles from where our Ship lay: Here were 
fome few Stone Houles^ but laid together in an 
odd fort of a way. They were building a large 
Vcflel to go to Mocha J which they few'd together 
artificial^, and made firm Work^ they generally 
fail well. When we were here the Year before, 
one Davis a Sailor run away from us y and look- 
ing about in a froall Moique they had there, be* 
ing all Mahometansy I faw Francis Davis wrote 
with a Piece of Coal againft the white Wall; 
and then enquiring after him, they told nic he 
was gone for Mocha in one of their Veflels. 

ABOUT three Weeks after the Commo- 
dore left us, the Exeter came in lojohatmay we 
being under Order, to ftay there xox her; flie 
had been ziMaffemheadh topurchafe.a great 
quantity of Cowries. We were then ordered to 
,cruifc off the Straits of Babelmondon till the 
25th of Augufl y but our Captain being Com- 
modore, and confulting What was beft for the 
People's Health, did not care how Ipng we lay 
here, well knowing it would be very hard to 
keep the Sea fo many Months. We tarried here 
till the latter End o^July^ and then wecruifedoff 
and on (hore till we came to AUatahenney Bay, 
where we joined the Daiafin and Fame-Gal/ey 
bound for Bombay y which were the Ships we were 
looking out for. When we arrived at Bombayy 
we had an Account of the Wars between the 
Torfuguefe and the MngliJIj ; and we aOifted our 
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Countrymen by the Commodore's Orders. We 
all chought ourfelves happy in having a good 
Commander ; but the Commodore now ordered, 
by a Packet over-land from Bengal to Bombay^ 
the Caprain of the Exeter to come on board 
the Salishurjfy and that Capt. Cockburn ftiould go 
on board the Exeter, When Capt. Braithwaite 
came on board of us, v/e proceeded for Surat, and 
there purchas'd Bread for the Fleet. When Capt. 
Cockburn came down from Suraty there was a 
great Difference between him and the Commo 
dore,. whoalledged that Capt. Cockburn had adled 
contrary to his Orders, on which the Captain 
was confin'd a whole Week to his Cabin, and 
every one thought that he would have been 
brought before a Court Martial. Some Days 
after Capt. Cockburn was confined, the Commo* 
dore's Lieutenant, and Capt. Braithivaite came 
to fee him, and would have had him asked the 
Comtt)odore*s Pardon, which the brave old 
Gentleman refufed, not thinking himfelf at all 
culpable. After this the Commodore ordered 
him his Liberty, and to get his Ship in Readi- 
nels to fail for England, 

BENGAL being a very cheap Place for 
Pork, and all other forts of Provifionsj we here 
killed a great quantity of Hogs, which were cut 
put according to the ufual Form of the Navy ; 
that is, two Pound for three Men at fliort Al- 
lowance. But by the time they had been in Salt 
about two Months, you might have pur a whole 
Piece in your Mouth at two Moudi-fuis. This 
occafioned a good deal of grumbling. The E,ve- 
tcr in December took her Departure from Bow- 
bay for England, and tOiicWd at Ma drafi m her, 
way home ^ and there (he jom'd company with fe- 
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Veral of the Madrafs and Bengal Ships, and pro- 
-cceded for the Cafe St, Helena, At Barbados 
/ (he wa5 obliged to touch for want of Provifions, 
and there Mr. Sutherland made his Efcapc, and 
tarried till he had a Pardon granted. The Bxe^ 
ter in June following arrived fafc in England. 
The I^yon and Salisbury ftaid almoft two Years 
longer in the Country. 

WHEN the Salisbury had taken in what 
Freight they thought proper, defigning for thc- 
Coaft of Ar/ibia again, flie run down the Coaft 
ef India in queft of the Comnjodore's fmallShip 
and Brigantine, then taking in a Cargo of Rice at 
Mavgame^ which was purchafed by Mr. IFake^ 
an eminent Merchant, who had alio taken in a 
Cargo of Rice on board his own Ship ih^Fancyy 
the Ship the Pyrates had given Capt. Mackray 
in the room of the Cajfanara, which belonged 
to xh^ EaP'lf:dia,Com^^y, The Salts bury join- 
ing thefe Ships at Mangalore^ they took on board 
what they had need of for their Ships Companies, 
and procdeded M for Mocha, having on board 
•the Salisbury y Nnrreja, the Company's Broker j 
who afterwards came co England^ where he was 
received and entertained after the beft manner, 
by the Eaft-India Company. For Ruftrum Nor- 
reja had been of great Service to the Company, 
as had alfo his Father many Years before hini j 
being employed as the Company's Broker. He 
was fent to Suraf again, after he had been 
fome time in Englam^ on board the Windhaw, 
Capt. Hobert Lyon. 

CAPTAIN Braithwaite now proceeded 

for Mocbay and thence returned to Fort St. Da- 

^ vid on the Coaft of Coromandel, about forty 

Leagues to the Southward of Fort St. George or 
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JAadrafi ; here the Salisbury was (o join the 
LyoH and Shoreham, After this, the Salisburfs 
Order was to proceed for Madrdfs^ and there to 
take in fuch Provifions as the Commodore had 
left for them, and then to proceed for England^ 
which accordingly they ^ did, having no other 
Paflengers on toard but RuftrttmNorrejay who 
embarked feveral valuable Effefts with him. Ip 
their PafTage homeward bound, they touch'd at 
the Cape of Good Hope, and St, Helena, where 
they took in Water, but no frefli Provifions. 
The Men were in good heart, tho' their Vic- 
tuals were very bad and fmall. For this reafon, 
it was thought proper, after a Confulation of the 
Officers, to fteer for Barhadoes, in order to "re» 
frefli the Ship's Crew, with Provifions, Wine and 
Water. In the mean time, the Pump was di- 
rcdly put in the Water-Cask, and every Man 
had as much Water as he could drink ; which at 
that time was very refrefliing, being in a hoc 
Climate, and nothing but faft Provifions. TTiis 
Refreilhment of Water preferv'd many of their 
Healths and Lives. After their Arrival at Bar" 
hadoesy Capt. Brahhwaite was very good to his 
Men, and tbofe that were fick, were fent on fliore 
to the Hofpital) and the others had leave to go 
on fliore to refrefli themfelves. 

THE Salisbury having rcfreflied her Crew," 
began to get in Readinefs for failing, and took 
on board fuch Provifions as the Ifland afforded 
them. In March ijZ'^-y they arrived at Spft^ 
heady where they were (hortly after paid off. 

THE Commodore having otily the Shoreham 
in company, took a cruifing VoVagc round fe- 
veral Parts of India^ then returned to B'afftbaj^ to 
clean his Ship^ after which about the "fifltl of 
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February he failed for the Gulph of Perfiay and 
put inco fome Harbours on the Coaft of Arabiay 
where he purchafed fome Horfes. From ^ra- 
biay he returned zgnnio Surat^ and from thence 
came to Bombay^ where he pack'd up all his Ef- 
fefts, in order to fail for England, From Bom^ 
bay he proceeded down to Carwar^ where he 
went on fliore to take his Leave of Governor 
Taylor. In the Month of November 1723, the 
L»yon came again from Mocha and Arabia to 
Bombay-i in order to take on board twelve of 
their Guns which were left on fliore with abun- 
dance of Water-Casks and other Stores. 

THE Shoreham being again returned to Bom-- 

. bay^ from a Voyage the Commodore had fenc 
her to look after the Merchants Trade he had 
left down the Coaft, it was thought now pro- 
per to touch at Mocha^ and from thence to Vort 
St. DaviiTsy there to join the Madrafs and Bf»- 
ial Ships, and to proceed for England in com- 
pany together^ but being too foon in the Year, 

. be could not go to Mocha : So after he had fit- 
ted and repaired his Ships, and had got all things 
in Readinefs, in Decetnber 1723 he left Bombay ^ 
in order to proceed for England^ vf'whthQ Shore ^ 
haminYAs company. They did not make much 
Stay on the Coaft, except a fmall time at Goay 
Carnuar and Ttllicherry, At Goa they took on 
board fome Arrack, then touching at AnjangOy 
the Commodore made a Demand of fuch £f- 

. k&s as Mrs. Giffard faid fhe had left there. 
YxorsiAnjango they proceeded for 'fort St, Davidts. 

, Here Lieutenant Caldicut laid down his Com- 
miffion, and married a Widow Lady with a great 

, Fortune, with whom he fetded in India. The 
Commodore haying near finiflied his Bufinefs at 
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Tort St. Dav^d'S) refolved to Icive ih^ Shoreham 
to com pleat what remained and proceeded to 
Aladraji^ wh^re he join'd the WalpoJe.^ Capt. Bo- 
tbam^ from China -^ and the hethttUcr^ Capt. 
Shepherd^ from BevgaL In a iliort time> the 
Shoreham^ arrived from Fort St. David's where 
they join'd the Fordwich.^ and came all home in 
company, touching at the Cape of Good Hope for 
Refrefliment in their Padage, and next at 5/. He^ 
ten a J according to Cuftom. All Ships belong- - 
ing to the Company are obliged to touch at St\ 
Helena^ and*to leave a quantity of RiCe and 
Bread, for the Support of the Town and Fac- 
tory, if they^ can conveniently fpare it. The 
poorer fort of the Inhabitants of the Ifland eat 
Yams and Potatoes infteadof Bread, which they 
, feldom tafte, except fomc Ship belonging to the 
Company is in the Road. Governor Tike for- 
merly built a Boat, which he fometimes would 
fend on the Back of the Ifland a fifliing, for the 
Benefit of the Inhabitants. But the Men which 
were fent in her, being pretty good Mariners, 
contrived to get fuch Provifions in the Boat as 
they thought convenient j and inftead of going a 
fidiing, they put to Sea, and run in that Boat 
down to Barbadoes. Ever fince this Affair, the 
Governors of St. Helena have been very careful 
how they fend out any'Fifliing-Boats. 

1 N the latter End of July^ the Commodore 
arrived in the Downs j having been three Years 
and five Months abroad. The Shoreham was 
ordered for Woolijiich^ to be paid oflF^ as was 
the Lyon for FortfmQuth,

*N the 2oth of ^pril, in the Year ■ 
E- 1721, we arrived with the Ljian, 
«' Salisbury-, and Exeter, at ChaTwack 
« Porwr, a Place on the Ifland of " 

* Mudagafcar, imich frequented by 

* the Pyratcs for many Years be- 
fore. The Remains of Capt. Avery's Foriifica- ■ 
lion were then to be feen> as aifo part of the 
Cargoes of feveral Merchant Ships, which were 
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dcftroyed by thefe Monfters, and more particu- 
larly by ihe Perfon we are now to fpeak of. 

fOHN PLA NTA I N was born in Cho^ 
colate^Hohy on the Ifland of Jamaica, of Englifb 
Parents, who took care to beftow on him the 
beft Education, they themfelves were pofTefs'd 
of; which was to curfe, fwear, and blafphenie> 
from the time of his firft learnings to fpeak. 
This is generally the chief Education beftowed 
on the Children of the common People in thofe- 
Parts. He was fent to School to learn to read, 
which he once could do tolerably well ; but he 
quickly forgot the fame, forwantof praftifing it. 
The Account he gave of his firft falling into that 
wicked and irregular Courfe of Life, was, That 
after he was about thirteca Years of Age, he- 
went as Mafter'S Servant on board a fmall Sloop 
belonging to Spani/b'Toivn, on the Ifland of j^a^^ 
maicay and they went out a privateering and to 
cut Logwood in the Bay of Campeachy ; where 
they generally ufed to maroon-the Sfaniardfjznd 
the Spaniards ufed to maroon them, as the onc- 
or t'other happened to be ftrongeft*. He fol- 
lowed this Courfe of Life till he was near 20 
Years of Age, when he came to RhoJe-IJlanJ ; 
there he rell into company with feveral Men 
who belonged to a Pyrate Sloop. Thefe try'd 
to perfuade him, with feveral others, to go witb- 
them ; fhewing great Sums of Gold, and treat-- 
ing him and others in a profufe and expenfive 
Manner. His own wicked Inclinations foon led 
bira to accept the OflFer, without much Hefita- 
tion. At the fame tinae, he acknowledged that 
be had no Occaiion to go with them, as he be- 
longed to a very honeft Commander, and on^, 
that ufed the Sailors very weU oa all Accounts. 

But' 
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But being of a roving Difpofitidn, he could not 
bear being under any Rcftraint They loon 
went on board this Pyrate Sloop, and were en- 
tertained in a handfome manner, being prefented 
to the Captain,whofeem'd to like them very well, 
and told them if they would fail with him, 
they fhould have the fame Encouragement as 
the other People had, and that they mould in a 
(hort time take a Voyage which would prove 
the making of them all; after this they defign'd to 
accept the firft Adl of Grace, and leave off. They 
left Rhode-Jjland in this Sloop which they called 
the Terrible^ commanded by John Wtlliaws ; and 
one Roberts^ being a bold and refolute Man, was^ 
made Quarter-maftcr. With Jt^hn Vlantain^ en- 
tered the following five, vi%, John James of 
Bofion in ^NeW'Eng/and^ Henry Millis of Val* 
nuwth in the Weft of Ettgland ; Richard Dean 
of Stepney i London ; J(^hn Harvey QfShad<iv€lI ; 
and Henry Jones of St, Pa»rs^ London ; all young 
Men) the oldeft not being above 23 Years of 
Age. When ever any enter on boa^d of the(e 
Ships voluntarily, they are oblig;ed to lign all 
their Articles of Agreement; which is in effrct, 
to renounce Honour, and all human CotDpaf- 
(ion ,' for they feldom lliew any Mercy to thofe 
who fall into their Hands. 

FROM Rhode- J/l and ihey fiiaped their Coiirfc 
for the Coaft of Guinea ^ and in their way took' 
fliree Ships, amongtl the Crews of which was 
Mr. J^oore the Surgeon, fpoken of in the Ac- 
count of Commodore Matthc^js's Tranfactions. 
They pretended to give Liberty to thofe Ships 
Crews either to go or flay with them. The 
Boatfwain of the Ship to which Mr. Moore be^ 
longed; entered voluntarily, and would have ulcd 
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his Captain and fev^ral ,of the Men very bar- 
barouflyi hut RohertSy who was then Quarter- 
mafter, would not allow of it. They kept the 
Surgeon and Carpenter by Compulfion, when 
they found they chofe to leave them ; and took 
one of the Ships, which prov'd to be the beft 
Sailor, and called her the- Defiance. Now they 
had got a Ship of near 300 Tuns, which mount- 
ed 30 Guns, well mann'd and well ftored with 
Provifions. They ufually are ac no certain 
Allowance amongft themfelves, till they are in a 
Likehhocd of being (hortof Provifion, but every 
Man is allowed to eat what he pleafes. Then they 
put all under the care of their Qgarter-mader, 
who difcharges all things with an Equality to them 
all, every Man and Boy faring alike ; and even 
their Captain, or any other Officer, is albwedno 
more than another Man 5 nay, the Captain can- 
not keep his own Cabbin to himfelf, for their 
Bulk heads are all do^n, and every Man ftands 
to Kis Quarters, where they lie and roefs, tho' 
they take the liberty of ranging all over the 
Ships. 

THIS large Ship they took was bound for 
Jamaica-i called the Proffereus of London^ one 
Capt. James ComvQ!Z.nitx y whom, andfo many 
of his Crew as were not willing to go with them, 
they put on board thofe two other VefTels they 
let go. The Vrofperous had on board a conGderable 
number of Eaft-lndia Bales, which they hoifted 
up on Deck, and cCit open; the Quarter-mafter 
diftributing the farne amongft the Pyrates. They 
arrived in a fliort time on the Coi%di Guineay 
and kept all the trading Ships from carrying on 
any manner of Commerce at Gamhoy and the 
other Pores on that Coaft. Hore they. met with 
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the Onflow^ whom they fought aconfiderable time ; 
but the Pyrates being well mann'd, boarding her, 
made fad Havock of her Crew, and brought 
ibem to cry out for Quarter, which is but very 
indiflFerent at beft ; fo when they had taken her, 
they made one of their number whofe Name was 
Englandy a Man who bad been Mate of feveral 
good Ships, Captain of her. Plantain and his 
Companions were daily encreafmg their Store ; 
for not long after they took the OnJIowy they 
maftered a Dutch Interloper, with whofn they 
bad a fmart Battle, and had not the Sloop come 
to their Affiftance, they would have been obli- 
ged to let her go. But the Sloop coming up, and 
pouring a great number of Men on board, they 
foon over-powered them. This Ship they liked 
exceeding well, and were refolved to keep her, 
calling her the Fancy j and Capt. England having 
a mind to her, they allowed him to command her. 
THEY daily now encreafed their number, 
and were not for keeping fo many Ships, ima- 
gining they (hould foon have a Squadron of Men 
of War after them, which they did not care to 
have anv CorrefpondenCe with. Now Capt. 
England propokd a new Voyage to them, which 
might be the making of thern all. very rich ; and 
as they had* got fuch good Ships under their Com- 
mand, they were refolved to make the beft of 
their prefent Situation. Firft they propofed to 
burn ihcTerrihle Sloop, being old and leaky, and 
not fit to beat about the Cape, So having fi- 
niflied their Cruife on the Coaft of G/W^^ /», they 
v/ere refolved to fteer another way. Thefe Py- 
rate? had now got the Fancy under the Command 
of Capt. England^ and a fmall Briganiine called 
the Unity^ which they named the Expedition^ 
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and gave the Command to one Johnfan that was 
with them j tho' one Quarter-matter ferv'd for 
th^m all. And being in great Difpate how and 
which way they fliould difpofe of each other, 
they went on fliorc on the Coaft of Guineay and 
there held a frefli Confukation, when fome w.?re 
for going with Cape England^ and fome. with 
Capt. 'Roberts. Thefe Difputes lafted for fome 
time, but it was left to a Committee chofe from a- 
mong them, on whofe Determination they re- 
folved to rely. They had now fix or feven Ships 
with them, on which account it was refolved, 
that England and Roberts fliould feparate, for fear 
of a Civil War amongft themfelves. England 
was to take the Fancy, the 5wtv, and the Ship 
they called the ViSiory, and go away for the Eaft^ 
Indies ; and Roberts and the reft were to con- 
tinue and range about thofe Seas, as they thought 
fit. Roberts afterwards fell into the Hands of Sir 
Chaloner Ogle, and by him was brought to Juftice, 
and he and his Crew were hung up in Chains a- 
long the Coaft of Guinea, from Cape-Coaft-CMe. 
CAPT. England took to the Eaftern Seas, 
and came away for St. AngstjHne^s Bay, on the 
Ifland of Madagafcar, and his People being very 
fickly, the Dodor had them fent on fliore for 
the Recovery of their Healths ; but feveral died. 
Here they cleared their Ship as well as they could, 
St, Auguftine^s Bay being a Place not extraordi- 
nary convenient for Shipping to ]\f^ in, on ac* 
count of the Foulnefs of the Ground in the Bot- 
tom of the Harbour, and the irregular Sounding, 
on which account a Ship can no Ways come to 
anchor there, to continue any time; nay^.not fa 
much as four or five Hours : For 'tis a hundred 
to*x>ne, fliould the Anctor go in the Ground, or 
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aniongft the RockS) if ever 'tis got up apain. 
\ But there is a Road to the Southward of the mr- 
i hour, where you may anchor in fix or (even Fa- 
\ thom Water : Here is ftnooth Riding, and the 
Inhabitants will come off to trade with you j but 
be careful how you tnift them, for they are a 
more politick and cunning People than the Ne- 
groes of the Guinea or Go/dCoafij very crafty in 
their way of Trade, and private in tneir Inten- 
tions, ipeak you fair, but intend to murder you- 
at the lame time. They have five or fix^ petty 
Kings near one another, who are in Alliance to-^ 
gether. Here Capt. Englaitdhy in the Road> 
and repaired all his Rigging, and got a Supply of 
Provifions. From hence he came, on the Coaft 
of Ethiopia^ with his two Ships, and went to 
the Vortuguefe at Majjembeach^ who fuppofed 
them to belong to the Englijb EaJt-lnMa Com- 
pany. After they had got a frefli Supply of Pro- 
vilions, jjiey failed to the Ifland of Johanna^ 
where they lav fome time, and then cruifed off - 
the Streigbts Mouth of Babelmondon^ or the Htd^ 
feay where they took a Moors Ship, richly laden, 
coming down from India. They then made the 
beft or their way for Madagafcar^ and went to 
St. Marfs Ifland, where none of their Fraternity 
had been for many Years, and were very joyfully 
received by the King. This liland join5 to the Con- 
tinent of Madagafcar^ and is generally a Place of 
Refidence for Pyratcs. Here they made a fad 
Maffactp of the poor Moors Men, they had taken' ^ 

in the Snip above-mentioned, and abufed theirWo- 
men in a very vile manner. Some (ay, that Capt. I 

England kept one or two of the Moors Women for \ 

his own U&i there being fome of Diftinflion a- 

mongft 
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mongft them, whofe Fathers were in high Pofk 
under the Great Mogul. 

THEY brought the Moors Ship's Cargo to a 
quick Market, and made Sale of what they could ,• 
and Part of the reft they caft in heaps on the 
Beach, to be fpoii'd by the Winds and Weaiher. 
The S^.p,' they found, was not anfwerable for 
their Purpofe ,• on which account they haley her 
on jliore, and funk her, with fome part of her 
Cargo on board, which v/as negledied by the 
Inhabitants, who knew not the Value nor Ufe of 
thofe rich Commodities. They took up their 
Winter-Quarters at this Place, and replenifhed 
their Store : Before they funk the Moon Shipj 
they made a Sore of a Hulk of her, and hove 
down their other Ships the Fancy ^ and Snov}^, 
which they called the Expedition-^ and made a 
clean Ship i thisv/asin the Year 1719. They then 
came to Johanna^ where they found the Cajfan^ 
dra and Greenwich j the former commanded by 
Capt. Mackray^ and the latter by Capr. Kirhy. 
Capt. Mackray maintain'd a Noble Fight for a 
whole Day, and had not the Ship drove afliore,, 
'tis thought that he would have cleared him- 
felf of , the Pyrates \ who themfelves owtfd that 
he galled them bitterly, and killed them a great 
number of Men. The Captain and moft of his 
Men were obliged to fly up into the Country j 
where the People happened to be civilized, and 
afforded them Refuge. The Pyrate in a few 
Days fent for the Captain and his Crew down» 
and ufed them with good Manners, and agreed 
amongft themfelves to give the Captain the Fancyy 
in Confideration of his Lofs, and they gave him 
likewife feveral Bales of Cloth which they thought 
would be of no Service -to them. As to his 
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Men, they fufFered all of them to go with him, 
except his Carpenter's Mate^ whom they com- 
pelled to remain with them. 

, T H E Year after, they came on the Coaft of 
Malabar^ and met with the luondon fitted out on 
Purpofe to engage them, in company with feveral 
other Ships. But inftead of that, the whole 
'Bombay Fleet feero'd afraid to attack them, but 
burn'd the Frahm themfelves, a fine floating En- 
gine which mounted 24. Guns, (as mentioned be- 
fore) and then retired into the Harbour of B(?wh 
hay. 

THE Pyrates after this fteer'd for Bomaf- 
caicaS) and there fell in with a large Ship be- 
longing to the Portuguefe'y and holding Englijb 
Colours, the Portuguefe judged them to be ar> 
Englijb Ship which had loft their Paffageas well 
as themfelves, and made all things ready to falute 
each other. In the mean time, the Pyrates got 
all their Guns in Readinefs, and came ranging up 
her Side, and never once offered to fire a Gun 
till they were near enough to board, and then 
dozed them with double Round and Partridge, fo 
that the Shot went through and through them* 
They cut their Cable, and away they went with 
her. This proved a very rich Prize. They alfo- 
took another Moots Ship the Year after coming 
from China, by which they got imroenfe Riches. 
The great Ship they took from the Fortuguefcy 
they caufed afterward to mount 70 Guns, and on 
board the Caffandra they mounted 40 j by which 
they -thought themfelves fole Matters of all the 
Indian Seas. They after came down to Madagaf- 
car, and there they refitted again at Fori Dolphin, 
and from thence they went to Char nock Point, Here 
they took out of the Ships they had with them> 

all- 
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all the Eatables, Liquorj, Money, Jewels, Dia- 
tnonds \ and left on fhore fine China and other 
valuable Goods, enough to have laden a large 
Ship with. They now held a Confultation what 
they fhoulddo \ feveral were for leaving oflf^ and 
living on what they had; others of a more co- 
vetous Difpofition, were for ftill continuing in- 
their unlawful Pradiccs. However, the Majority 
wanted Capt. England to leave thofe Parts, and to 
go down to J^a Vera Cruz^ and there to accept of 
the Spanjjb Aft of Grace. They were now di- 
vided in Opinion what was beft for them to do ^ 
for they had heard at Sf. jiugufiine's Bay, that 
Commodore Matthe*ws was arrived in queft of 
them, by his Letters left there for the Saihbury ; 
which Letters the Natives gave them. On this 
ihey fteer'd for Fort Dolphin^ and from thence 
to Morojlas. They knew what Seafon wa« 
coming on, and how we were obliged to fhape 
our Gourfe. We came after in tne Salisbury^ 
and they told us, that the Pyrates had got our 
Letters. On which Information,, thev difperfed 
themfelves, and fome went to one Place, and 
fome to another. 

PLANTAIN^ Jamei Adair^ and Hans 
Burgen the Dane^ had fortified themfelves very 
ftrongly at Banter-Baj ; and taken poflfeffion of 
a large Traft of Country. Plantain ,hzving the 
inoft Money of them all, called himfelf King of 
'Ranter-Bay^ and the Natives commonly fing 
Songs in praifeof Plantain. He brought great 
Numbers of the Inhabitants to be fubjeS to him, 
and feem'd to govern them arbitrarily ^ tho* he 

Kid hi$ Soldiers very much to their oatisfaAion.. 
e would frequendy fend Parties of Men into 
other . Dominions) and feixe the Inhabitants 

Catile, 
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Cattle. He took upon hitn to make War, and 
to extort Tribute from fevcral of the petty Kings 
his Neighbours, and to cncreafc his own Do- 
ninions. 

JAMES J[ DATE'S Birth and Educa- 
tion was fomething Superior to that of Flan^ 
tain ^ for he was learnt to write as well as 
read; and had been brought up in the Town 
ef lAtithy by a fober and induftrious Father and 
Mother. Not behaving to theSatisfaftionofhis 
Parents, he went for Iia»^», and from thence, 
for the Weft-Indies '^ but was taken by the Py- 
rates, ancl after that entered voluntarily with 
them. He was a voung Man of a very hard 
.Countenance, but (omething inclined to Good- 
Nature. When we bartered with the Pyrates at 
Eanter-Bay fbr Provifions, they frequently (hew- 
ed the Wickedncfi of their Difpofitions, by quar- 
relling and fitting with each other upon the 
moft trifling Occaiions. It was their Cuftont 
never to go abroad, except armed with Piftols 
er a naked Sword in their Hand, to be in Rear 
dinefi to defend themfelves or to attack others. 

HA NS BURGENy the Dane, was born at 
Cofenhageny and had been brought up a Cooper ; 
but cominff to London^ he entered himfelf with 
Capt. Creed for Guinea ; the Ship being taken 
by the Pyrates, he agreed to go with them, and 
became a Comerade to King Plantain. This 
Flan faints Houfe was built in as commodious a 
manner as the Nature of the Place would ad- 
mit ; and for his further Stare and Recreation, 
he took a great many Wives and Servants, whom 
he kept in grpat Subjedtion ; and after the Eng^ 
lijh manner, called them Molly Kate^ Sue or Tegg, 
Thcle Women were drefled in the richcll Silks, 
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and ferae of them had Diamond Necklaces. He 
frequently came ever from his own Territories 
to St. Mary\ Ifland, and there began to repair 
fcveral Parts of Capt. Averfs Fortifications. 

THE King of Majfaleage had with him a 
very beautiful Grfind-daughter, faid to be the 
Daughter of an Evgli[Jj Man, who compianded a 
Brijiol Ship, that came there on the Slaving 
Trade. This Lady was called Eleonora Browvy 
fo named by her Father j flie had been taught 
to fpeak a little Engfi/b'y but this is common on 
the Ifland of MadagafcaTy it being the chief 
Rendezvous of the Pyrates, where they viftual 
arid refit their Ships. Plaxtain being defirous 
of having a Lady of EngUJh Extraftion, fent to 
the King of Majfaleage (whom the Pyrates cal- 
led luong Dicky or King Dick) to demand hig 
Grand-daughter for a Wife. Capt. Englandy 
with 60 or 70 Men had difperfed therafelves a- 
bout the Ifland, and inhabited amongft the Ne- 
groes : but Capr. England being very poor, was 
obliged to be oeholdeh to feveral of the white 
Men for his Subfiftence. Several of Aefe Peo- 
ple had join'd King Dick at Majfaleage'^ and pcr- 
fuaded him to refufe Tiantain^^ Demand, to put 
himfelf in a Pofture of Defence, and to prohibit 
all Correfpondence between any of his Subjects 
and thofe of Plantain, The chief Weapon ufed 
by the Natives is the Lance, which they are very 
dextrous in throwing. But Vlantain had got 
fome hundreds of Firelocks, which hd diftri- 
buted among his Subjeds, and had learned them 
to exercife in a pretty regular manner. He alfo 
had great Store of Powder and Ball, and a good 
Magazine provided with all mariner of NeceP- 
faries^ He was a Man of undaunted Courage \ 

whicb 
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which he fliewed by venturing down to Char^ 
flock Pointy as mentioned before. Indeed I was 
furprized to find a Stranger pop on me armed 
as he was, with two Piftoles ftuck in his Safh, 
tho' but mean in Habit. Ac that time he asked 
me, what we did there, and whether we were 
the Men ofWarfent out in quefl of them. I 
told him, I did not know who he v/as ; he (aid, 
that he had belonged to the Cajfandra^ but had 
now left ofF Py rating, and lived at Ranter-Bay.^ , 
H^ then gave me the aforementioned Account 
of his Birth and Parentage ,• and that if the Com- * 
modore thought proper, he would trade with us, 
and fupply the whole Squadron with Cattle, and 
other Provifions. 

BUT to return from this Digreflion : On 
Plautaiu^s receiving this Meflage of Defi- 
ance from the King of Majfa/eagey he fent to 
tell him, that -if he did not comply diredly, 
he would bring fuch an arm'd Force againft him, 
that fliould drive him out of his Dominions j 
and if he happened to fall into his Hands, he 
would certainly fend him to Prince William of 
St. Auguftine's Bay, who would fell him. to the 
firft Englijb Ship which put in there. Thefe 
Menaced made King Dick fomething fearful at 
firft i but being buoy'd up by feveral of the Eng^ 
Itjbmen that Were there, he ftill refufed his De- 
mands, and boldly fent word, that he would not 
give him the Trouble to come quite to his Home, 
but that he would certainly meet him half way. 
This Anfwer fo much inrag'd Plantain^ that he 
called his chief Officers together to confult what 
he fliould do j tho', let theit Advice be what it 
would, he always followed his own Inclination. 
His chief General was a Fellow they called Md- 
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difperfed, and (hifted for themfeives as well as 
they could As for the E^g/r/^m^^ff he bad taken> 
he ordered a great Fire to be kept burning all 
N^ht, and the hot Coals to be fcattered abour^ 
and made thetn run to and fro' bare-footed up* 
on them, and ordered the Negroes to throw 
Lances at them, till by thefe Tortures they ex- 
pired. 

AFTER this Succefs, he refoived to be re- 
venged on King Kelly^ who had deferred him, 
and had been join'd by Patt of King Dick's fcat- 
tered Forces. To this end, he put himfelf on 
hi^ March with his Forces, and came up with 
Kelly ; on which enfued a fmart Encounter, 
-which lafted a whole Day, each Party being fup- 
ported by the EngUfby fome of whom were on 
one fide; fome on the other. Plantain main- 
taining his Ground with great Refolution, the 
other Party defired a-- Parley, but was refufed, 
and they continued the Fight till it was fb very 
dark, that they, were obliged to give over. They 
had a great Number of Men kill'd and wounded 
on both fides, but they kept a very good Guard, 
refolving to renew the Fight in the Morning y 
and in the mean time Plantain encouraged his 
Men, by diflributing fome Brandy among 'em. 
, Kelly and King Dick feetped refoived to defend 
themfeives to the utmoft of their power ,• but 
early in the Morning Plantain's Men attacked 
them with freih Vigour, put them to the Rout, 
and took many of them Prifoners j among whom 
were yohn Darby of the Town of Cbefter^ and 
Wtttiaw Mills of Go/port, near Portfmouth ^ who 
were after tortur'd to Death in a moft cruel 
and inhuman manner. Capt. England was now 
in great Diftrcfs, and could not well tel* *^o- 

to 
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to live; but coming to Prince Wtlliam of Sf» 
Augufiine\ Bay, he there met with feven or 
eight of his old Ship*mateS) who fupported him 
for fomc time, and Prince Jf^iliam rcfolving to 
come down to Plantain's Affiftance, they a- 
greed to accompany him. 

P LjI N TA I N, to make the tnoft he could 
of his Vidory, purfued the Enemy over to the 
Town of Majfaieage ; but found a ftronger Re- 
finance there, than he imagin'd ; for he could 
not, force the Town, the Enemy firing from 
Houfes, ^c. which obliged him to retreat. 
This fo enraged Plantain^ that he refolvcd to 
cut the two Kings of Majfaieage and Manna- 
gore to pieces, or put them them to the mod 
cruel Deaths whenever he had them in his 
Power. 

THE Europeans who were difperfed about 
the liland, cape foon to hear of thefe Diftur- 
bances ; and fome of them proposed to attempt 
the taking of Plantain's Cattle ; but the Place 
being guarded by Cannon, and a River very 
near the Place, the Defign was laid afide. 

I obferved, at the time that the Salisbury lay ac 
St. Marfs Ifland, the firft Morning we were 
^here, fome hundreds of Canoos go from 
thence to Ranter-Bay^ but who they had on 
board, we could not be fure, tho' fome fuppch 
fed they were full of White Men : But the Ac- 
count we had of all the White Men there, both. 
Dutch and Englifh^ was not near the Number 
there feem'd to be. It was more likely thac 
thefe Canoos conveyed away the Treafure which 
Plantain-i j^dair^ and the Dane had concealed 
there, for fear of its being difcover'd. At that 
time they were on the Ifland of St. Mary^ it 
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being % Place tbeyfiieqiienccd for Recreation or 
S^Ieafure^ about ten or cwehre MUes diftant from 
jUnter-Bay. TheNigbt we lay there, we were 
^ery watchfuU keeping our People conftamly 
frooj the Poop, calling to them on the Fore- 
<:aftle,for fear the Natives in thehr Canoos fhould, 
4Condu£kal by the Pyratcs, make an Attempt to 
furprizc us. BitC they were more frighted at the 
fight of us, than what we imagined, as we were 
afterwards informed. A Man came on board 
the Sh^reham at 5^. Attgjupne's Bay, who was a 
<}un-ftock Maker, and had been amongft the 
Pyratcs. The Account he gave of himteff was, 
that he fhipp'd hhnfelf Armourer of a Ship which 
bailed from L9ndm^ but belong'd to Brifialj on 
a Voyage to MadagAfcaty in order to procure 
Slaves. This Man (whofe Name was Thomas 
iJojd^ who formerly lived in the Minories,) faid 
he was left with fix more of their Men on the 
Ifland, and had fufFered very much by a petty 
Prince called King Caleb ; that had ic not been 
for Prince William^ they (Kould have been mur- 
<ler'd. That when the Pyrates were there, that 
Prince would not let them go out of his Houfc \ 
for he told them, that the Natives were Rogues, 
'and that he was refolved to preferve them, two 
of whom, however, foon after died. That 
thefe Pyrates live in a moft wicked profligate 
manner, and would often ramble from Place to 
Place, arid fometimcs have the Misfortune of 
' meeting fome of the Natives, who would put 
jthem to lingring Deaths, by tying their Arms to 
a Tree, and putting lighted Matches between 
their Fingers ; that they ferved two of his Ship- 
Mates in the like manner, and would tend and 
laugh at jhem during the tune of tfadr Agonies. 



This I think was a juft Retaliation to thePyrates 
for the inbuinaa Barbarities they are guilty of. 
, T H E Natives here are very deceitful feldocn 
true to their Promifes, and no longer your 
Friends, than you keep feeding them with fuch 
Prefents as they want. In their way of con- 
^ tra<3:ing Friendfhip with each other^ or any 
Stranger with whom they have a mind to hold 
a Corre(pondence, 'tis their Cuftom to come 
down to the Sea^fidei and drink the Salt- water 
tether, and to fwear by the &me tbdr 
faithful Intentions to each other* This they are 
very fure to keep, if fuch an Agreement is e^* 
tered into by any Number of them : For they 
iofii& a very fpvere Punishment on thofe who 
any ways infringe it. Plantain had bound mo(fc 
of his Allies under this facred Oath of Fidelicy> 
which King Kelly had ^o taken. 
THE Wars betweeen Plantain and thefe 

?etty Princes were carried , on for near two 
ctarSy whtn Plantain having got the b(^tter Of 
tbeaa, put feVer^ of his Enemies to Death in a 
moft barbarous manner. As to Kirtg Kelfy^ J^e 
efcaped Plantain's Fury as yet9 and fled m 
FofS Dolphin^ wherb his Brother was a King; 
but* Plantain fent^over to him i« and forbid him 
to harbour bim^ for if be did) h6 Would certain- 
ly deftroy his whole Doitiiniobs» as he had done 
thok of Ma ffaleage and Mannag^tf. B\jktKell/s 
Brother boldly defy'd him, and fcnt him back 
a very refolute Anfwer, refolving to defeod his 
Brother's Caufe. Kelljf was a bold and uridaunt- 
. ed Mad, and had on feveral Occafions ihew'd 
his Courj^. »« 

KING Di€k, and all that bdong'd to hi^a, 
were taken bj Plantain ^ however cbc:Lady) oA 
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•whofe account thefe Wars were b^un, provM 
to be with Child by one of the Engli/bmen 
which Plant am had murderM. This fo much 
inrag'd him, that he ordered Kipg Dick to be 
put to the fame cruel Death as the EngUfb and 
Dutchfken had fufiered. He now was refolvedto 
inarch for Forf Dolphin^ as much to repleriifh 
his Stores, as to be revenged on King Kelly - 
who, conjointly with the Daney had concealed 
a great rioard of Jewels and Money at Fort^ 
Doifhin, in an unfrequented Wood, which he 
was informed of by an Intimate of theirs, who 
alone they had intruded with this Secret, and 
who had deferted to Flanta'm. 

WHEN I proceeded from Chimnah to Bro^ 
derahy after I had been taken by the Sangareensy 
there came to Guzurat two Dutchmen and three 
Fortitguefe\ one of the Fortuguefe was named 
Anthony de SiheJtfOyzaA\\zA.b^tn brought up by 
Capt. IVefterby of Foflaty talked very good Eng-- 
MJb, They all came from Surat to take on in 
the Moors Service, as many of the Englijb do. 
This Anthony told me, he had been amongft 
the Pyrates, and that ht belon^d to one of the 
Sloops in Virginia^ when Black^eard was taken. 
He informed me^ that if it fliould be my lot ever 
to go to York River or Mary Ian d^ near an Ifland 
called Mulberry Ifland^ provided we went on 
ihorc at the Watering rlace, where the Ship- 
ping ufed moft commonly to ride, that there 
•the Pyrates had buried confi^lerable Sums of 
Money in great Chefts, well clMnp'd with Iron 
'"Plates. As to my part, I never was that way, 
nor much acquainted with any that ever ufed 
thofe Parts : But I have made Enquiry, and am 
inforn^'d there is fuch a Place as Mulberry Ifland.

If any Perfon, who ufes thofe Parts,' ihouIA 
think it worth while to dig a little way at the 
upper End of a fmill fandy Cove, where it is 
ConyenicDt to land, he would foon find whether 
the Information I had was well grounded.. 
Fronting the Landing-place are five Trees, a- 
monglt which,, he faid, the Money was hid. I 
cannot warrant th^ Truth of this Account ; but 
if I was ever to go there, I would by fome 
means oV other fatisfy myfelf, as it could not. 
be a great deal out of my way. If any body 
fhould obtain any Benefit by this Account, if it 
pleafe God they ever come to England^ \\s^ 
hoped they will remember the Author for his- 
Information. 

AFTER Plantain h3d put King DUk to 
death, and thofe Dutch and Englijb who had 
fought againft him, be march'd to the King of 
iV^2^/(f4afge's Dominions, and found a great deal of 
Treafure at King Dick's Houfe, and great Store 
of fuch Sortof Grain as the Ifland produc'd^^ 
which Flantain order'd to be pack'd up, and 
lent to Ranter-Bay, As to the Inhabitants, he 
fent great Numbers of them down to Ranter^ 
Bay, made Slaves of them, and caufed them to 
form feveral Plantations of Sugar-Canes, and 
after brought the fame to great Perfeftion. So 
fooh as he had cleared the Town, he caufed hi^ 
Men to fet the (ame on fire, and then went to 
King Kelly s chief Town, and did the fame there. 
He foundf but little Subfiftance in all thefe Do- 
minions; for Kelly was a fubtl^ fly Fellow wha 
took care of himfelf ; and fo foon as he found 
that Plantain was* on the vidiorious Side, he 
6ed in the Night from his Aflbciates, came ta 
Mannagora^ iecured all he had of aay Value 
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there, and then fled to Vott Dolfhin to his Bro* 
ther, where he flieltered himfelf for a time, till 
Tlantain came again with an Army, and totally 
demoliflied both one and the others for he now 
tyrannized over the Natives all over the Ifland. 
After he had burnt King Kell/s Town, he came 
down to Banter-Bayy bringing the Lady before 
.mcntion*d with him, which he accounted the 
chief Trophy of his Vidory ; who tho' (he was 
with Child, he accepted of, and was much 
enamoured with her. This Woman having 
chiefly been brought up. under the Care of her 
Father, who was by all Accounts a very honed 
Man, and was by him aduatly left behind atthac 
Place ; he had tsiught her the Creed> the Lord's 
Prayer, and th^ ten Commandments, and gave 
her an Iniight into the ChrifHan Faith ^ but not 
having the Conveniency of Books, he could' 
not fo fully inftru(9: her as he defired. By this 
Wife, Flant^in has had feveral Children. When 
he brought her to ftanter-Bay^ he made a grand 
Entertainment, and gave her the whole Govern- 
ment of his Houfliold Affairs, difcharging feve- 
ral of his other Women. This Eleanor Bro*w» 
would often talk to him concerning Religion> 
ask him after G o d i and acco'-ding to her Fa- 
ther's Direftions, fay her Prayers Night and 
Morning : On which account, Tlantatn ufed to 
fay he had now got a religious Wife j but yet 
took what flie faid in good part. Hecloath'd 
her with the richeft Jewels and Diamonds he 
had, and gave her twenty Girl Slaves to wait 
on her. It was this Woman that Mr. Chrifio^ 
pher Lijle would have been great with ; for 
which Attempt Plant4fn fliot him dead on the 
Spot. This LfJIe was the fourth Mate to Capt, 
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Benfin of che Dawfin Saft^InMa Man ; for t 
was (enc on board of them off* Mount X)iUeyy 
where he and the Captain bad (bme Terjr high' 
Difpuces, on which the Captain had confind 
faim in Irons for a Mutiny ^ which l^ijh^ xo^ 
gether with an Eniign of the Guards defign'd 
for Bombay, had bred oft board? the faid Ship. 
After I had acquainted Capt. Cockburn of what 
Capr. Benfin alledged againft them, the Captain^ 
fcnt trie to fetch them on board of us. The 
Commodore was inform'd of this Affair, and^ 
he ordered that Mr. Chrifiopher Lijle fliould 
walk the Quarter-Deck on board of the SaUshury 
(which was the Ship I then belong'd to) and 
do the Duty of a Midfliipman. When we ar- 
rived at Cbarwock Poinfj Mr. LiJle run away 
from us the fecond or third time of his going 
on fhore. At his firft coming on board Capt. 
Cockburny (who always bad a Regard for what Sta- 
tion a Man had ferv'd in) hedefired, as be was 
a Stranger on board, that I would let him mefs 
with me : which I did, with the Captain's Ap- 
probation. But foon faw he was not only a 
i]uarrelfome Fellow, but one that was malici- 
ous, and {lothful in performing his Duty. He 
£iid he was the Nephew of Capt. LiJle of Step^ 
ney, who formerly commanded the B^r*wick . 
Man of War. I had his Note for Three Pound ^ 
ten Shillings for Cohveniencies he had of me ; 
for tho' he was an Officer on board the Daw^ 
fon^ he was very bare, and had made away 
with moft of his EflPefts.. The Captain alledged^ 
that he had broke open feveral Chefts of Liquor 
in the Hold, and had converted it to his own 
Ufe ; which was afterwards fufficiendy prov'd 
ag^nft him. If- he has any Friends now livingy 
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who have tiever heard of his End, this Account 
will be a Confirmation to them of his fatal 
Deftinyj being killed by ibe Hand of a pyrati-^ 
cal King, as mentioned before. They may find 
him ftand entered fot his Majefty's Ship the 
Salisbury in the Month of 'Pebruar.j 1 721-2, 
and run at Charnoek Voint on the Ifland of 
Mddagafcar in the jifril following 1722. 

NOW Vlanta'm had taken a confiderable 
time to recover from his Fatigue, and recruit 
his Forces, which at laft he did, tho' not with 
the defired Expedition : Ai\d after he had made 
fure of the Treafure he and the J>am had con- 
cealed, they got all things in readineis, and went 
over to &t. JMarfs Ifland to Capt. Ai^rfs 
Gaftle, and took from thence fome Mate- 
rials which they wanted, and being join'd by 
his Allies> he gave Order for his whole Forces 
to march for Fort. Delphift, but they were very 
much fatigu'd in their way. Here young Capr* 
^verjfi or Malaito Tomy as they generally call'd 
him, was of great Service to him, and kept a 
regular Difcipline amongft the Army, Thi$ 
Molatto Tom was one that was fo much fear'd 
amongft them, that at the very fight of him, 
they would feem to tremble. They often would 
have made him a King, but he never would- 
take that Title upon him. He was a Man of 
tdl Stature, vsxy. clean limb'd, and of a plea-: 
iant Countenance* He had Hair^on his Head, 
and no Wool ,• which I: have often admired at, 
having feen feveral of this Mongrel Breed, who 
have all had Wool on their Heads. He had 
long black Hair like the Malabar or Bengal In-- 
Mans'j which made me think he might be the 
Son of Capt. Avery ^ got on foqie of the In^ 
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^an Women he took in the Moots Ship^ which 
had the Grand MbguFs Daughter on board. 
This is very probable ; for lie (aid he co^Id 
not rime mber his Mother, but that he fuck'd a 
black - Mcdagajcat Wom^n, which for fome 
Yesrs he took for his Mother, till he was told 
his Mother died when he was an Infant. 

DURING the Seafon that Vtantain was at 
hisCaftle, the time was fpent in great Mirth 
and Entertainments amongft' th'fe Englijb that 
were there under his Protedion. ' Several new 
Songs were madcvin token of his Viitories, and 
at the End of almoft every Verfe was pronoun* 
ced, Plantain Kivg of Ranter-Bay ^ which he 
fcem'd mightily pleas'd with, as well as with 
Dances performed by- great Bodies of the Na- 
tives. After he had deft'roy'd King Dicky and 
King Keiljy he eftablifhed * two Kings in their 
ftead, leaving them to rebuild and make good 
what he had demolifhed. They were alfo tri- 
butary to him, and fent him in every Month, a 
certain number of Cattle of all forts that the 
Places afforded^ and they were to keep the 
Lands in good order, and to pay him Tribute 
for all forts of Grain, Sugar-Canes, e^c, 

W HE N' we were at Mannagore^ we had the 
Opportunity of feeing feverj^l Entertainments by 
the Wonftenof that Place, who came down and 
oflFered their Service to any that thought proper a 
to accept of them. They gathered et^cry Night 
one Hundred or more of them together, and 
formed a fort of hollow Square, wherp they ufed ' 
to fing and dance in their way. Amongft' all 
th'efe Women, they never have above two *or 
three iJJ^en who Aincc v/ith them and play on . 
the MuStk to them. This Ifland of Madag^f- 
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c^r is very Cafe for Travellers, there being no 
manner of wild Beafts there to anno^ them. 

W E muft fecurn again to our majeftick Pjr- 
rate. He now put himfelf on his Journey to- 
ward Voft Dolfhin^ dellroying all in his way that 
oppofed him ^ being filled with Revenge againft 
King KeJh and his Brother. But the King ac 
TortJ^lphin had ftrongly fortified hhnfelf, hav- 
ing, got up fome Guns that the Pyrates had left 
tjiere, and in a very odd manner mounted them 
on old Carriages which had no Wheels. But 
the Natives in P/^»r^/Vs Army were very much 
frighted at the fight of the Guns, and he was 
informed that fome of them defign'd to betray 
him, if pofiGble. Molatto Tom, or young Capt. 
Jdveryj immediately feized fome of thofe fut 
pedted, and by torturing two or three of them 
feverely, entirely quafli'd their Defign. Plan' 
tain was not furniflied with Tents and other 
Utenfils fit for carrying on a Siege ^ for the 
Trees were ,his chier Covering : and he was 
incumbered with a great deal of Baggage. As to 
Provifions, they were daily in queft after them, 
' plundering all the Towns and Villages they 
came near ; and if they made the leaft Oppofi- 
tion, they would fire their Habitations, and* leave ^ 
them to repair them againft they came back. 
In the Heighthof this Sieee th^ Dane was kiird, 
which very much troubled Vlantam, for he was 
near a Year and a half before he com pleated his 
Defign, and was forced twice in the time to re- 
turn to IRanter-Bay ; and he was under a Neccf- 
fity to make what Expedition he could, for- 
there were two or three other Kings who had 
laid Siege to his Cattle, while he was employed 
at Porf Dolfhin.'^ but tb^fe he bad intrufted> 

proved. 
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proved fo true to bim, that they tnaintain'd ic 
till he came. When he was within a Day's 
March, he met with a ftrong Oppofition, and 
was forced to fight his way down to the River; 
which fo foon as thev in the Caftle obferved 
tits Colours moving aown to the River, they 
fent all their Canoos over diredly, and mann'd 
them very well : for he never left the Caftle 
without four or five hundred Men to take care 
of the Place. The Enemy once had brought a 
great number of their Canoos in order to make" 
a Bridge there, to have crols'd over,' but they 
which had pofleffion of the Caftle, fallied ouc 
smongft them, took fever al of them, cut offtheir 
Heads, and ftuck them on high Stakes, for Proo6 
of their Fidelity to their Mafter in his Abfence, 
which pleafed Plantain very well. So (bon as 
he got pofleiSon of his Fort, he made the' 
Enemy fheer off ; for he kept a continue' 
Fire -amongft them foe a whole Day, qnd the 
next Morning mann'd all his Canoos, and pur- 
ified them to the fide of ^ Wood near his Town, 
where they flielter'd themfelves, anddidP/dr»« 
tasn's^ Men a great deal of Damage. This fo en- 
raged him, that he gave order for his Head Gene- 
ral, Molatto Tom, to draw off a great Body of 
People, and to make the heft' of his way to their 
chief Towns, declaring he wouki follow in a* 
finall time with the reft of his Forces. On ths 
they march'd with the utmoft hafte, to fave 
their Towns from Deftrudion.^ This was a fort 
of warlike Stratagem they^. had never heard of^' 
before in this Ifland. 

P LiAKTA IN was refolved that he would 
now make himfelf King of Madagafcar^ and go- - 
vern there with abfoluee Power and Auihority; 
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He kept now near looo Slaves, which he eD>- 
ployed conftancly on the Fortifications of his 
Caftle ; and had he afted as Capt. Avery did, 
would certainly have made a very Arong Place 
of his chief Refidence ; for Capt. Avery only 
took to the Ifland of^^yif4?r/,and feidom or ever 
troubled the Inhabitants of Madagafiar for any 
thing except Supplies of Provifion, Capt. Kidd^ 
who alfo was on the Ifland, and ifi the Eajt-ln- 
.diei at Car^war, and hove down at Difcky Rock^ 
<which is to this Day called KiJd's Ifland) very 
much anqoy'd the Inhabitants^ having his whole 
Body of People with him,, who ufed to. go in 
•great Companies and plunder the Inhabitant^ 
which afterwards made them afraid of ever do- 
ing any thing to ferve the Englijh. 

W E left Flanta'm in purfuit of his Enemyj 

that had come to demolifh his Caftle, and young 

Capt. Avery marc4iing by way of Diverfion to 

attack their chief Towns ^ one of which he had fet 

.on^Bre, and then returned back to P/^»^^m'sCaftle> 

carrying fqvcral Men, W«men, and ChildreB 

.with him. But Part of this Town wasfaved by 

jtheir Forces, who arrived quickly after Molatto 

Tom had retired, . and extinguiflied the Frames* . 

While they were bufied in faving what they 

could of their Town, Plantain came down with 

the other part of his Forces, and made a fad 

fnaffacre amongft them, took one of their Kings 

and near 500 Men Pi ifoners. After this Suc- 

cefs, being near St, Augu/ims's Bay, he was mind- 

• cd to go with Prince IVtlliam to fee how all his 

Acquaintance did in thofe Parts. He had not 

|be€n long there before there arrived three In- 

.terlopers which belonged to Brifioif and wanted 

Negro^. Irhis fuitcd Plantain very well j fOx 

he 
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be foon dirpofed of feveral hundred of his. Pri* 
foners, as well as Women and Children^ and 
fent them on board thefe Ships, which were cal- 
led theRenovjtty Princefsy and Mtrmaid^ all be-» 
longing to Br0ol, who all gat their Freight im- 
mediately. They gave Flantain feveral Invita- 
tions to come.on board, which he refufed. 

NOW Prince William and his Uncle raifed 
frefli Recruits for Tlantain^ who made them 
fine Prefents, and acknowledged- their* Friend-f 
(hip : They alfo called him, The^ Great King of 
Madagafcar. Thefe Ships had purchafed their 
Freights at a cheap Rate ; what they gave in 
Exchaage, confiftea of great Quantities of Beads, 
a fmall Number of Fire- Arms, . ibme Powder 
and Shot ,* . and the Commanders gave Plantain 
two Suits of their fine lac'd Qotties for his own 
wear , they alfo let him have Shoes, Stockings^ 
Hats, and fuch things as they cpurd moft con^ 
veniently fpare. It pleas'd Plantain very much, 
that theie Ships happen'd to come there at thii 
time, for he would have been glad to have dif- 
pofed of them, for any thing, rather thatv have 
kept ihem. They alfo fpared him what Liquor 
they could, and left feveral tri&ing Prefents for 
his Wives." Having their whole Cargoes, they 
got their Ships with all fpeed in a failing Pofture, 
and put to Sea. Thefe Ships brought him the 
Account of Capt Eoherts's being taken and exe- 
cuted at Cape-Coafi-Caftle- and that moll of his 
Men were hang'd in Chains. This gave a little 
Shock to Plant ainy who, was in. hopes, to havcj 
feen Chocolate-Hole again. 

BUT to return from this Digreffion: Th$r 

King of P^t Dolphin and Kelly his Brother, had 

rU^yeq Dire<3ions for moil part of their Army to 

' " march 
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mlrcU towards P<»r/ Dolphinj it being only a 
fiew Miles from St. Aitguflmis Bay to that Port. 
Plantain in the mean time had (ent the chiefeft 
part of what he had got in return for his Ne- 

goes CO his Qiftle, which being very heavy 
Dmmodftic^' were above a whole Month before 
they got tbem to Ranter-Baji it being about 
four or five hundred Miles from Part Dolphin 
thither, and near the fame diftance from ^/. 
Angnftinii Bay. They had a very good Guards 
commanded by two Engli^jmen. 

P JaA UTA I N now arrived near Port Dol- 
pbin, being refolved to make an end of die 
War that Summer : In his March he deftroy*d 
ftveral Towns belonging to the King of Por0 
^Dolphin, putting Men, Women and Children to 
the Sword. Thisftruck fuch a Terror amongft 
the Inhabitants of Port Dolphin, that they addrefiVl 
their King to make Peace^ and furrender up 
Kelly. But he rcfufed their Advice, and put 
bimlelf in the beft Pofture of Defence he could. 
Plantain advanced, and laid Siege to the Place. 
He had feized on two Pieces of Cannon that 
were left at St. ylugitfiini% Bay, which he had 
now mounted on Carriages, -and employed fe- 
vcral Yoke of Oxen to draw them. With thcfe 
he made fuch a continual Fire upon the Garri- 
fon of Port Dolphin^ that he foon quafliy their 
Courage, and in ten Days from their firft firing 
againft the Place, it was furrender'd at Difcwr 
tion. Here he made a fad Piece of Work, ex- 
ercifing great Barbarity upon the Inhabitants : 
But it was near a Week before he found either* 
die King or Kelly ; whom he fome time afiecr 
put to death in a cruel manner.' 

HAVING 
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HAVI NG fubducd Part Dolphnn^ht made 
Prince William Viceroy of that Dominion ; and 
feveral other Diftrids ne appointed to the petty 
Princes who bad affifted him in his War$) ana 
ivho were to be tributary to him< He was now 
abfolute Monarch of the whole Ifland, anci the 
Inhabitants brought in all- manner of Refrefh- 
ments to him with great Submiffion. ^hen we 
were there in the Salisbury^ the Natives fccm'd 
very fubjedb to him; tho' I think we might at. 
that time have furprized him, and brought him* 
away, which would have prevented the Mif- 
chiens he has fince done.. 

AFTER Flantain arrived at his Cattle, he 
made feveral great and fplendid Entertainments, 
to which he invited all the Duuby French, and 
Englifh in the Ifland, amongft' the reft ws6 
Capt. England, who was at that time very weak, 
and did not live above a Month ', and 'twas 
faid his Death was occafion'd by the fevere 
Stings of his Confcience for his wicked Courfe- 
of Life, and the Injuries he had done to feveral, 
by robbing them of their Properties. This is a 
thing that feldom happens to thofe fort of Men, 
who are fo hardned in their Impieties, that 
to outward Appearance they feldom feel any 
Remorfe. He feem*d very penitent feme time • 
before his Death, and hoped that God would 
forgive him his Sins, defiring his Companions 
to leave off that Courfe of Life. Vlantain hav- 
ing called all the Europeans together, extended 
his liberality amongft. them. Some of them - 
feem'd to diflike their prefent abode, and wifti'd 
that they were at fome Place or other near the - 
Coaft oi India, where they might feparatethem-^ 
fclves^for their better getting to Ekroff. Thej^ 
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fill ackaowledged Vlantaln their chief Com- 
. mander, and called him King. Upon mufter- 
ing theip Men, they miffed half- the Number 
they had when they came to fettle thcre#j for 
• according to the Account \ had from Dr. 
William Moore^ they lod near 60 ox jo of the 
Englijb by Sickneis, and in the feveral ^Engager 
ments before mentioned. 

PLANTS IN being now weary of his 
Kingfliip, refolved to quit his Territories (with 
the Advice and Confent of his Comrades) and 
to leave the Natives in quiet poffeflioa of their 
Properties, either urg'd to it by the Remorfe 
of his own Confcience, or aSing on the Prin- 
ciple of Self- Prefer vat ion (which is moft like-: 
ly) as he. found his Affociates decreafe daily, and 
could not depend on the Fidelity of the Na- 
tives, whom he had ufed' in fo barbarous a maiv 
ner. To this End he determined to build a 
Sloop big enough to carry them and their chief 
' EflFeas to the Coaft of I^Jia j and provided they 
found no Refuge in any other place, they would 
all go to Angria^ and offer him their Service 
for lome time at leaft, till Opportunity, fliould 
fuit for-their getting to Europe, They were a 
long time in building this Sloop, having but two 
Carpenters among them , bur on this occafion 
all their Hands endeavoured to aid and aflift : 
and at laft they made fliift to patch up a Sloop, 
and get her into the Water. They had'Com- 
paffes and other Mathematicjil Inftruments, but 
were atajofsfor skilful Perfons to make ufe of 
them. There was a Dutchman among them 
^ho had been in Angria^s Service before, and 
was in the Englijh Service againft j^ngria at 
(ierej. This Mafi. Was taken in the India- mat^ 

: by 
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by Capt. Englandy and after that entered volun- 
tarily with the Pyrates. During the time the Sloop 
was building, they did not let the Natives know 
their Incentions^/pretending it was only for a 
Pleafure-boat; They were hard put to it to 
get Iron-work, for fixing the Rudder of their 
Sloop y. but fupplied therofdves by fending fotne 
of their Hands to St, MaTy% where they took a 
Rudder which belonged to a Veflel that they 
had funk, and got ofFall the Iron-work. Th^ 
had Cordage fufficient, and carried the Sloop to 
St. MarfSi where they rigg'd her. Having fix'd 
her Sails,, they got on board all their Treafure> 
and Vlantain took his Wife Nelly along with 
him, and then fet fail; When they came to 
Johanna^ xhtj could not help playing their old 
Game over again, as we haa an Account by a 
Ship which went a trading Voyage round 
thofe lilands. This Ship belong'd to the Moore 
at Beng^ly and had feveral Eng^fbmen on board, 
who they wouid have perfuaded to go with 
them. They plunder -d fome of the Inhabitants, 
made thehi no Recompence for what they had 
of them, and took two or three Quills of Cor- 
dage out of the Moors Man.; nay, once they 
had Thoughts of feizing' the Ship, but imagin'd 
they were not ftroflg enough to work her. They 
left yohanna in the Month of y«?irf, in the 
Heighch of the Monfoons on the Coaft of India; 
They after touch'd at a froall Ifland, where they 
made a Difturbance amongft the Inhabitants, fet- 
ting fire to their Houfes, and leaving the Place 
moilly in Afhes. When, they came on the Coaft 
of Jndia^ they had like tQ have been loft on the 
Ifland of Bombay^ but the Dutchman took on 
bitP to. run down to Gerey with them ; for tha 

Weathei 
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Weather was fo bad, that none of our Bomhaf 
Veflels could venture out to fee who they were. 
They buried nine of their Crew hi their Paf- 
fage, and had not above 21 of them idt. When 
they came to Gerejy they fiirrcndercd thcmielvcs 
to ^xr^riVs chief Commander ,* he not being there 
himfelf. When they declared on what Account 
they were coroe^ they wc;re recdv'd very joy* 
fully, and word was Cent direSly to Amgria, who 
was then at Allabeg^ his chief Place of Refi- 
dence, whither they were all font. When 
Angria &w them, he was tnightiiy pleas'd,. 
judgitig them to be good Sailors, which he 
much wanted. Some time after, fix of them: 
run away to the Per tuguefe^ jaretending they were 
eaft away on An^a^ Coaft, and had made* 
their Efcape \ and by this means they got to 
Bfingaly where I had a large Account of ail their- 
Proceedings. 

WHEN Angna came to underlland what 
courfe of Life Plantain had lived, andj what a 
valiant fighting Man he was, he entertained himr 
in a magnificent maimer. Angria has Houies 
very finely built and fumiffi*d, which was what 
Tlantain had never been accommodated with: 
So that when he faw the State and Grandeur he 
lived in, hejudg'd there was a great deal of Dif- 
ference in their way of living on the Coaft of 
JneUa^ from what there was in the Ifland of Ma-- 
dagafcar. Here were ftately Houfes built with 
Stone, fine ftron^ fortified Caftles, and fine 
Horfes, pleafant Gardens to recreate themfelVes, 
pleafant Fruits, good Ferpa Wine, and plenty 
of Arrack. All thefe things fo tranfoorted the 
Pyrate, that he now thought bimfelf in a (brt 
4U Paradife ;,and Angria^ the more to incburage 

him,. 
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him, fent for all the dancing Girls, and ordered 
a magnificenc Supper to be got for thecD> and 
drcfled after their own manner. They were en- 
tertained >vitb fuch Grandeur, that FUntain 
was at a \ob how to behave bimfelf, having 
been fo ufed to a brutift way of living, at Ma^ 
dagafcar : for tho' AngrU is an Enemy to the 
Englijb Nation, he is a Sovereign in his OWQ 
Dominions, which are nowpretty extenfive. 

I gave an Account in the preceedingHiftoryj 
by what means Angtia had gain'd the Friend-^ 
fliip of the Grand Sedey, whofe Sifter Angric^' 
married, and who gave him the Illand of Ke* 
futey-i in confideration of the good Services he 
bad done in the Sedey's Wars with the Mogul.. 
He aifo fujnifh'd him with Veflels, Men and 
Ammunition ; whereby he foon became terriUe 
to the trading Ships, feveral of which he ieized, as 
Opportunity oflfered. He had been long fettled 
in Kenerey^ before his Ambition led him to en- 
large his rofleffion, and fending to his Brother- 
in-law for Affiftance, he went down the Coaft 
as low as Debull; there he attacked the People 
belonging to Kem/hewy and took Gereyy where 
the Portuguefi had formerly built a ftrong For- 
tification, and then he begun to take Poffeffion 
of a large Traft of Land on the Continent j and 
alfo increafe his Naval Forces, by taking feve- 
ral Ships belonging to the Moors, and other 
trading People. The Grand Sedey feeing hii 
ambitious Spirit, and the Succeis which For- 
tune join'd to all his Undertakings, fent him 
all the Aid he from time to time requir'd. He 
thet) extended his Dominions further up into the 
inland Country, and demolifh'd feveral Settle- . 
ments of the fortvgitefe ^ and proceeding in tbis< 

IWeil^ 
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Method ft>r fbme Years, be grew very ^ rich y 
and haviiig defeated yiemfhev) in feveral Engage- 
oencs, he was fearful that he would over^rua 
his whale Coantryj on which account he agreed 
to become tributary to him. For a- farther 
firengthning this Coatrad, K^ffif/freiu offered his- 
Daughter to him for a Wife, which Angrsa^C" 
cepted, and bad for her Portion a large Tradb 
of Land further up in the Country, and a Town 
called Fufah'Vurah. 

f N a fliort time after h^i took one of the- 
"Rodger oiCariuar's Ships, which was come from?. 
Mufcat loaded with Horfes. This was. a very 
confiderable prize to him , for being now fur- 
niflied with fome Horfes, he refolvcd to keep up. 
a {landing Army, tho' a very fmall. one. He 
therefore fent the Horfes over to Ger^^ ai>d 
gave the Charge of them to fuch Men as he 
found to be the moft exgerienc'd in the Arts- of. 
Horfcmanfliip. He now had a great mind to 
poake himfelf Mafter ofxhe Fort of Golahy^ which 
was then pofIefs*d by. ^tVortuguefi^^xiA proba- 
bly might prove a v.ery. difScult Undertaking. 
But his Ambitibn led him on to the moft ardur 
ousEnterprizesj and having Men fufEcient. tp 
go and fight for him, left off hazarding his own 
Perfon> iand generally fent a Commander whom, 
be thought endued with Condudt fufBcicnt to • 
obtain his Defjgns. If they, chanced by any, 
MifcondujSl to be defeated, he would put- them, 
to death fo foon as theyjneturned j but if they 
behaved well, he generouily rewarded them. 

H E now had extended his Dominions near 
two hundred Miles of Land, very .well inha-: 
bited, and could raife a very powerful Army a-r 
imong his own Subjeds. Golahy lies very heat 

to 
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to Kenerey^ and the Ifland of Kenerey is in fight 
of ic. But Kenerey being at that time in the 
Grand Sedey's Poffeffion, he. as yet did not 
-think proper to make any attempt on it. He 
was refcivcd topoffefs hxmkM o^ Golaby^ and for 
that end ordered an Army to n^rch and lay 
Siege to it. The Vortuguefe at this time bad 
loft one of their Grabs, and feveral Veffels be- 
longing to their Armada coming from Manga- 
iore loaded with Rice ^ which Angrias Ships 
had taken : This had ftruck a kind of Panick a« 
moagft them ; and when AngruCs Sabberdanjj^ or 
chief General? appeared with an Army before 
GoA«^/,>they 'quitted their Poffeffion, and fled to 
Correnjar and ^Chowle, and never once made 
any Oppodtion againft them. It was faid they 
had not any Ammunition or Provi(ians to fuf- 
tain a Siege, which was the Reafon of this Con- 
duct. 

ANG R lA's General foon fent over to ac- 
^q'nint him, that be had compleated his Order, 
and rtiat all things were in Readinefi for his 
Reception. On this he quitted the Idand of 
Kenerey^ which was put under the care of one 
his head SabberdawSj giving him order, if ever 
he was befieged, to fend for whatever Affiftancc 
he had occadon for, a,nd he fliould be fupplied. 
. THE Englijb all this while feem'd under no 
Apprehenfions from this Increafe of Angrta*s 
Strength. The Ifland of KeTierey is very fmall, 
not above a Mile and a half in Circumference, 
which one would think not worth looking after ; 
but being on a Rock> which muft be allowed 
the bcft Place for a Fort, it has proved 
very detrimental to theEngliJh^ lying juft in the 
Mouih of the Harbour of Bombay^ fo that no 
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Sl^ip, Boat or Veflei can pafi or repals wkbout 
l)eing attacked hy Angrigfs Grabs, ii he fees a 
Probability of fucceediog. Here they always keep 
reat Store of all taanner of Provifion for the 
lupply of the Inhabitants of the Ifland id cafe 
of an Attack. 

I have in my firft part of this Hiftory given 
«n Account of the Renegado Portuguejey who 
was entrufted as Admiral of the Galleywats at 
the Siege of Allaheg^ and fo fliamefully betray'd 
his Truft ; and who was fent to St^ Helena in 
the Mortice^ Capt. Bufia^ Peacoiky where he 
left the faid Villain in the Hands of the EngHfb 
Governor. This Man by his fair Speeches and 
Behaviour had fo far gained the good Opinion of 
Governor Tyke^ that he made him Overfeer of 
the Company's Negroes or Slaves in that Plan- 
tation. This T'ertuguefe foon infus'd luch No- 
tions into the Heads of thefe Slaves, that they 
were near upon rifing and cutting off all the In- 
habitants in the Night ^ but by the Providence 
of G o D> Capt. Sclater was infoi*m*d of this 
Plot, by one of his own Servants, and prevent- 
ed the intended Mifchief. The Governor then 
feized this Villafin) and confin'd him in a Dun- 
geon, and the Boy alfo who was with him, where 
keeping him for foihe time, till one of theStorc- 
Ihips arriv*d, he fent himf to Bencooien^ where 
the Rogue had like to have raifed ^1 the MolwyTj 
and to have been the Caufe of having the whole 
Settlement cut off. From thence they tranf- 
ported him to Madrafi^ and there he loon ob- 
tain'd his Liberty, and got into the Moguls Do- 
minions. From thence he has fince got to his 
old Mafter Angria^ and is now one of his Head 
Gunners, 

BUT 
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B U T to return from this Digreflioa : After 
Airgria had got PoiiefEon of the Fort of Golahy^ 
fae fee himfelf up as next Heir to the Grand 
^edey, aad laid very heavy Taxes on his Subjeds^ 
in order to fupport bis Grandure. He alfo ac- 
tack'd and took fome Eurofsan Ships trading 
<m the Coaft, which ftrengthen'd and elated him 
very roudb. The Grand Sedey bad been his 
chief Support, and given him the Ifland of Ke^ 
^erey , be now wanted that of Henerej^ and 
s\(o a Fort which bdong'd co the Grand Sedev, 
called AlUbegy which we attrack'd, as mentioned 
before. This inCroacliing Temper the Grand 
Sedey did not approve of ; wherefore he fent 
10 htm to knowr whether, if hefhouldgrant him 
that Favour, be would not, in time, require 
other parts of his Dominions ; and therefore re- 
fufed bis Requeft. Angria at this Reftifal took 
fucb dilguft, that he tefolved to have this place 
by fome Stratagem or other, and having re- 
newed a Correfpondence with the Portuguefiy 
they foppiied him with Powdef^ and Ball, and art 
manner of Utenfils to further his Projefts. On 
which account he confirm'd a Peace with the 
Portuguefi for a fmall time, as fuited his own 
•Conveniency : fo that after he bad ftock'd his 
Magazines with all manner of warlike Stores, he 
fent to the Sedey • to demand AlUheg, The 
Grand Sedey being a very powerful Prince 
thought ar once to crufli him, and fent a con* 
iiderabfe Artny agaiiift him ^ but he had taken 
care to be well provided for their Reception^ 
«nd fent to King Kemfbe^w^ to requeft his im- 
.ooediare aid. By his help, and a confiderable 
Army of his own, he attack'd and mattered Al* 
Jaheg before the Sedey's Forces could come 

down 
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down to its Relief. In it he was much af* 
fitted by the Portuguefey and two Dufch Ingi- 
neers, by whofe Direaien fo quick a Fire was 
continued, that the Garrifon was fbon obliged 
to furrender, and Angria took Pofleffion of the 
laid Fore the Day before the Sedey's Army ap- 
peared in Sight. The Garrifon had no Ingincers 
among them to direA their Cannon> nor had 
Angria any, except a few Vortug^efey and the 
two 'Dutchmen before mentioned. However, 
the Grand Sedey was very much inraged, to 
think that Angria (hould prove fo ungrateful, as 
he was his Relation, and had received feveral 
Favours from him, ( for he really thought him 
to be the true-born Son of his own Sifter.) 
The Scdey's Army was ordered to the Ifland of 
Henereyy which is very low and flat, and near 
to that part of the Sedey's Country as joins to 
Cor^enjafy a City inhabited by the Pvrtugitefey 
from whom the Sedey expeded Affiftance. The 
Tortuguefiy on the other b'.nd, were willing to 

fet the Sedees routed and turn'd out of this 
fland, which was fo near to them. They 
therefore ^nt and defired Angria to be expedi- 
tious in all his Undertakings, and that they were 
willing to affift him as privately as poffible. 
Tbefe Accounts I have had ccimirm'a tb me 
from the moft ancient Men on the Ifland of 
Bombay, 

HAVING but flightly treated of thefc 
Matters in the firft part of the Hifiorical Ac- 
count of the Wars of Bombay, I fliall nov/give 
a more particular Relation of Angria and his 
Land-Wars. TheSedey's Forces ft^engthening 
the Fortifications on the Ifland of Henereyy 
Icem'd refolv'd to maintain their Pofleflion^ and 

to 
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to demolifli Angria if he (hould attack them; 
They fent the ufelefi Inhabitants from the 
Ifland, to another part of the Sedey's Dominion^ 
and demolifhed the Town before Angridn 
Forces arrived. They put all their Truft in tht 
Strength of the Fort, having near forty Piecel 
of Cannon mounted; which had they bcca 
managed in a regular Method, would have dif* 
perfed ihe beft Army that Angria had ; tho' hrf 
fcarce would entertain any as Officers in hisSer* 
vice either by Land or Sea, but Men of ap^ 
proved Experience. Under theCondud: of 
thefe, 'he put fome young Volunteers to learty 
the Art of War ; and would very generoufly in- 
courage his Soldiers or Seamen, when they- be-', 
haved well. After he had taken the Ifland of 
Golahyy he feldofn commanded hirafelf, but in-« 
trufted thofc whom he confided in to conduiSfc 
his Forces. There were fix or eight JenteiO^ 
Sepoys^ and two Fiflierroen who came away witb 
him when he left the Ifland of Bombay j thefo 
Men he put much Confidence in, and they 
having had great Experience, in the EngUp 
Service at Bombay^ and being Men of Courage^ 
were promoted to be his chitf Annabobs or 
Generals. Two of them were intrufted with the 
chief Command of the Ifland of Kenereyy^ and 
Gereyy and were very diligent in keeping a mofl: 
regular Difcipline in their feyeral Jurifdidions,. 
for fear of the Inhabitants, who were very muq^ 
oppreffed. 

ANGRIA now thouglit of (Ending his 
Army to attack the Ifland of Henerey -y this 
Ifland has a fmall River running round it, and* 
falls into Pen River on the Back of Correnjar^ 
and from thence into the Ha^bpur of Bombay. 
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rt

Anirias Galleyv/ats ufually lie in this River, 
from whence they come out and interrupt the 
Englijb Fiihery; which has caufed many to for- 
take the -Place for fear of coming under his 
Power. *Tis very furprifing to me, to think 
how the Inhabitants of the Ifland of Bombay fe- 
cured themfelves from his Attempts before Go- 
vernor Boone came, when they had no manner 
of Guard for the IQand, nor no Protedion for 
the Merchants Trade on the Sea-Coaft : In this 
unguarded Pofture we found the faid Ifland at 

our Arrival. , ., o- 

BUT to remrn: Angrsa now laid Siege to 

the Fort of Henereyy which the Se^iees defended 

near three Months, and loft a great Number of 

Men; but they were forc'd atlaft.to quite pel- 

feffion and retire. Before *ey left the Forr, 

they demoliflied great part of the Walls, and 

nailedupmoft of their Cannon: fo that when 

Angria's Forces took Poffeffion, they could not 

make much jife of the Fort and Town. On 

which account Angria fettled his, Fifliery there, 

which remains to this Day the chiefeft Place of 

their Refidence, almoft all the Inhabitants be- 

loneine to the Fifliery. He there appointed a 

chief Officer of Juftice to keep them in regular 

Order,' and to receive Tribute or Toll for him, 

-by which he had much impoverifli'd the 

Fiftermen, who could fcarce afford to maintain 

their Families,; tho' they live in thofe Parts at 

ft verv cheap Rate. < « «• /. 

BUT tho' Angria had got fuch great Poflef- 

fions on the Continent, yet Ml he was in want 

of Grain and Fruits for the Support of his Ar- 

mv; occafionW by the Devaftations made bv 

W Foi«s on each fide. The Sedey was full of 

»*^ Rcfent- 
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Refentment at the Condud and Behaviour of 
Angriay but being at War alfo with the Grand 
Mogul, and forc'd to fupport an Army for the 
Safe-guard of his Capital Towns and Cities, he 
could not at prefent chaftife him as he defign'd. 
Befides, he was apprehenfive that the Mogul, 
hearing of thefe Difturbances, might fend an 
Army to join Angria^ and attack him on all 
fides at once. The whole Country was all iri 
Confufion ^ and the Grand Sedey ordered An^ 
gria to be declared an Impoilor, and not his^ 
Sifter's Son. But it was now too late, for fe- 
veral great Men had join'd him, he had alfo 
well peopled fome Towns, and cnlarg'd them, 
appointing Officers of Juftice to ad there in his 
Name, and to demand fuch Tribute as they 
(hould think convenient. Angr'ta was once ob- 
liged to take off his Taxes for fear of a Rebel- 
lion i but that fear being over, in a fliort time 
he laid heavier Loads on them than before. He 
was at feveral times attacked by Parties of the 
Sedey's Army, but generally came off with Con- 
queft. 

THE Rodger of Cariuar and Kemfhew were 
Brothers, and Angria inarrying of Kemjbe'vfs 
Daughter, contraded by this means a powerful 
Alliance with them ; fo that during die Wars 
with the Grand Sedey, he had great AflSftance 
from them, they being powerful Princes. Tho* 
Al7tgriah2Ld formerly taken one of the l?(7^^r of 
Cariv/ir* Ships coming from Mufiat^ loaden with 
H^rfes, yet the Kodger being an Enemy to the 
Grand, Sedey, now either forgot this, or at all 
Adventures was refolv'd to humble the Sedeyj 
by adiftiog Avgria, Angrta.haid alfo great Sup- 
plies from a treacherous Jente^m on the Iflandof 
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Bomhay^ before fpoken of, who ufed to buy 
Powder and Arms, cm pretence of fending the 
fame to xheTortvguefe^ by way of Merchandixe, 
wfaich proved very fatal to the EngHJh, 

AKG^IA having proVdked the S^dey to be 
liisEtiemy, feemed not at all uneafy about it ; for 
he now thought the Strength of his Allies, jofn'd 
to his o^Wn, was fuflBcient to maintain what Pof- 
ieflSons he had acquired. Elated with his con- 
ftant Succ^, he feero'd ill to requite the Fbt- 
.tuguefe for the feveral Services they had done 
iiim, at which they were fo provoked, that they 
i^folved to hinder his Progreft as much as pol- 
fible. Angria perceiving this Coldnefs in the 
Vortuguefe'i actack'd their Fore at Correnjar^ 
^nd l^d it not ftood on a very advanta^us 
Ground, with a ftout Caftle built on the Drew 
of a Hill, which commanded a great Bay on the 
low Land which he had in PolTeffion, he would 
-very probably have flicceeded : But bis Army 
ce'cr met with hotter Work, and was foon 
obliged to retire, and make to the Ifland of He- 
merej for tfaeit Security from the Cannon-fhot 
the Fertttguefe fir'd amongft them. They were 
^Ifo obliged to build a fmall Battery on that fide 
the Ifland of Hpwff*'/ which fronted Correnjari, 
for otherwife the Fortuguefe would have demo- 
liflied bis Fifliery, and have made a fad Piece of 
work with him. For tho' Golaby was fur- 
reoder'd to him almoft upon his Appearance be- 
fore it, yet the Grand Sedey was not a little 
pleafed to fee the Fortuguefe make him fliear off. 
out tho' he drew oflF his Forces from before 
the City of Correnjar, he kept open War wiih 
them at Sea> and was very troublefome. 
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ANG R I A had now got feveral great £n^ 
mies againft him ^ the Great Mogul and Grand 
Sedeyy tho' thc7 were at War with each other 
frequently, yet were both Enemies to him, as- 
were the Portugucfe and the EngUJb. As to the 
DMtcf>^ he never troubled them, tho' they have 
a Fadlory at Uabul^ and their Ships every Year 
come there for the Produce of Pepper from that 
Country. What is the Reafon of this, I cannot 
fey : Whether the undaunted Courage of thofe 
few Dutchmen he had in bis Service, makes him 
to dread encountering with them ; 'or whe- 
ther the Dutch make private Prcfcnts to him^ 
as their Fadlory ftands on the Borders of his Do^ 
minions. 'Tis certain his People take no man- 
ner of Pains in the way of Trade with tht 
neighbouring Merchants; which bad they pur^ 
£ied after he enlarged his Conquefts, thef 
might in all ProbabiJity have acquired greats 
Riches than at prefent they poffefi. 

ANGRIA vrz& ft ill refolved to pufh hfa 
Fortune againfib the' Sedey, to which end h« 
caufed an- Artny to march on ihe Back of the 
Grand Sedey's Country, into the Mogul's Do- 
minions, and there they raifed a very large Suifl: 
of Tribute Money due to the Grand Sedey^ 
which enraged the Sedey more and more againft 
him : But the old Sajey dying, Angria wa9 
refolved to have a Trial for that Empire; which 
the Generals and Governors of the feveral Pro* 
vinces of the Sedey's Dominions oppofed, and' 
proclaim'd the deceas'd Sedey's Son Grand 
Sedey. On this an Army marched to invade 
the new Sedey, wbofe Forces attacked bis Ene- 
mies with great ' Refolution ^ but the Vidory 
fremed to incline to Angria^s Side^ the other 
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Army giving way for near a Mile ; at which 
time Angria^ General took great Numbers of 
them Prifoners ; he alfo took feven or eight of 
the Sedey's Elephants, which he has at prefent in 
his cuftody : but Night coming on, both Ar- 
mies retreated to their refpcdive Camps, with a 
Defign to renew the Fight in the Morning. 

T H E S E Trophies of Vidlory being fent to 
'jingrra, very much encouraged him to fend a 
further Affiftance to*his Army; he was in hopes 
to hear by the next News, that the Sedey was 
driven to the Mountains, where he has a very 
fine City on the Top of a Hill. The next 
Morning both Armies engaged again, and the 
Fight continued very hot for fome Hours ; but 
at laft Angria^ Army thought proper to retire 
to their Camp, which was too ftrong for th« 
Sedees to attempt to force. The Angriansh^id 
fomefewHorfe in their Army, which were taken 
in the Arabs Ship coming to ^ombay^znd defign- 
ed for the ^nglijb Service ; befides, Angrias Fa- 
ther-in-law Kemfljenjj affifted him with near loao 
'Horfemen^ all which, with his Foot-Sold iersj 
were nothing in number to the Grand Sedey's 
Army. But the Dutch Engineers made fuch 
Havock with their Cannon, that the Sedees were 
killed in great numbers. Thev could direSt al- 
mofta continual fire from 12 Pieces of Cannon 
which they had in the Camp, and there was a 
fiafficjent number of Oxen ready to draw them 
away from Place to Place, where the Enemy 
might be moft annoyed. Thefe Dutchmen were 
to very expert in all parts of their Service, that 
Angria indulged them as much as Ipoffible, and 
would do nothing -without their Approbation, 
relating to the Artillery^ as thqr had brought 
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feveral of his People to be affiftant to them in 
the Difcharge of the Cannon y he would fend 
fome of thefe Dutchmen to command his Ships, '. 
and they very often brought in Prizes. The 
inland People were ufed with Ceurtely, for they 
brought in all manner of Provifion for the Sup- 
port of the Inhabitants on the Sea-coaft ; tho* 
they are not a People that are very luxurious 
in tl^eir way of living ,• ' for they eat no Fleffi, 
nor any thing that ever had Life or Blood in ic, 
except Fifli, on which they chiefly feed, with 
Rice and Milk, and all forts of Fruits, Roots, 
and Greens. Of thefe they would have great 
Plentys provided a proper care was taken to cuir 
tivate them. When they take any Ships be- 
longing to the Fortuguefe or Englifb^ they re- 
ferve a quantity of the Arrack on board to gra- 
tify any Europeans that fhall enter into their 
Service. We had thirteen Men run away all at 
once at Bombay^ who were going to enter 
into AngriiC% Service ,• but taking the wron^ 
Road by the way of Goa-^ throqgh the Tqrtugueje 
Dominions, they were flopt, and put into the 
Fortuguefe Caftle at Correnjar. Capt. David 
Wilkie being then' Commander of the ViSiory 
Frigate, and I being his fecond Lieutenant, went 
with him in queft of them, attended by part of 
our Ship's Company: We found them at Cor^ 
fenjaTy where the Fortuguefe Governor would 
not furrender them j neither did he entertain 
Capt. Wilkte as he ought to have done. But 
the Captain and I were entertained af one of 
their Officer's Houfes in a very handfome man- 
ner, and had the beft Lodging the Houfe afford- 
ed : A Plaice was ordered for the Refreflimenc 
of our People, it being in the rainy Seafon,^ and

the Wcathgr very bad. We only ftaid there 
one Night, and the n(?xc Day came over to 
Bcvihay ; not being able to recover our Meri 
out of the Hands of the Tvrtuguefe. What 
became of the major part of them, I can'- 
not fay, but two of them were Dutchmen^ who. 
had feduced the others to go with them, and one 
of them commanded -^»gr/Vs Grab which Capr. 
Lawfin took and brought into Bombay ^ tbo' 
the Dutchman was killed in the Engagement, or 
'tis thought he would fooner have blown up the 
Ship, than have been taken. 

ANG RI A hearing of the taking of this 
Grab, was very much enraged, and refolvcd 
that the'y fliould not hold her long. The Com- 
ipand of her was given to Mr. Lwui/, .who was 
then firjR: Lieutenant of the Vi6iory .; they re* 
iitted her, and called her the Vecoy ; but (he was 
afterwards re-taken^ and the Bomiay-Galley was 
taken at the fame time ^ which was chiefly ow- 
ing to the Condu<a oi thofe Pyrates who came 
with Flantain from the Ifland of Madagafcar * 
For moft of the Mifchief that has been done of 
late Years, has been more owing to them, thaa 
to Angrie^z own Subjeds. 

B U T to return to the Affairs between An^ 
$ria and the Sedeet : The new Grand Sedey be- 
ing pretty 6rmly eftabliflied in his 'Dominions, 
and knowing Angria to be very powerful, * did 
«ot care for continuing the wars fo long as 
his Father had done, on feveral accounts : It 
kindred divers forts of Trade and Merchandize, 
that his chief Cities and Towns ufed to be fup- 
ported with. And, on the other hand, his Fa- 
ther at the firft fettling of Affgria on the Ifland 
^fKenerejy gave him one of his Daughters in 
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Marriage, which Rice was performed according to 
the Jent€*u) way^ aod kept with a .g^eac deal of 
Mirth for a long time. Now tho* ' the Sedey 
had gi\;eD his Daughter in Marriage £o hicn> yet 
that did not Iceep him from invading and feiz* 
ing part of his Father-in-law's Dominions. And 
he alio married the Daughter of Kez^f Wjwho was 
ever ready to ^ffift him with his Army ; they 
now carryinga friendly Correfpondence witn 
each other. The Moltwans were his Allies alfo, 
and they and Kemfbew's People were as trouble- 
(bme down the Coaft, as he himfelf is off of 
Bombay^ tho' we do all we can to prevent the 
feme. 'Tis true they have never attempted to 
take .any of our Shipping as yet, becaufe they 
have no Veffels of Force fufficient to attack 
them with Succefs. But as they iee Ships of 
any Nation ftanding o£F and on more, they fre« 
quently difpatch Boats to Angria to give an Ac-» 
count of the fame, that he may have his Grabs 
in Readiriefs to encounter them fo foon as they 
come higher up the Coaft. 

ANGRIA being in this manner ftrong by 
Sea and Land, the new Grand Sedey:^^^ who, as 
before obferv'd, found the Inconveniencies 
of the War, in the Deftru<3:ion of his Country, 
and in the Stop it put to Trade, which was the 
bed Support of his Domtojons^ offered to en* 
ter into a Treaty Offei;rfive ,and Defenfive with 
Angria-i by the Advi^ ajcvd Approbation of his 
chief Men. Tliis was.^cceptwby -«^»^r;tf ,* and 
to confirm it the nipre, the Sedey's Daughter 
was contrafted to his Son, tho' both verv young. 
On the Ratification of this Marriagc-Contraft, 
there were great Rejoicings, and they kept firing 
their Guns every Day for near a Week on the 
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Ilknd of Kenerey, and ar the Forr of Goljhy and 
Gerey, and the other Fortifications belonging to 
JSngTia^ caking the Salutes from each other ia 
a very regular manner. We foon had the News 
at Bombay of thefe Rejoicings in] Angrlah Do- 
minions. , Then the Scdey ma(le him very large 
Piefencs^ and the chief Articles of their Coniraft 
was, That Angria Ihould not prefutne to io- 
croach any farther on the Sedey'a Dominionsj 
but that all Difpures fliouJd be decided in an 
amicable manner by CommiiTaries appointed on 
boih fides i and that their Artnie; mould join, 
and equally Ihare in all Tributes and Plunder 
.taken in the Mogul's Dominions; whom they 
refolved to attack with all their Forces : Of 
which War 1 fliall now give the belt Account 
I am able, having been an Eye-witnels in a great 
tncafure of what i iliall now, relate. 
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AFTER j4ngrm hid baffled die Ar- 
tempts mide by the Efig'ifb on h\i For- 
tified Place?, \k join'd the Sedey's 
Ari.iy, and march'd towards the Ciiy 
of Surat, the l/cft PU'-c for foreign Trade in 
the Mogul's Dominions. Here the Mosul 
Merchants build and refit all their Ship^, This 
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daii) came to demand the Money, attended by 
about twenty Men, he happened to have a 
Glimpfe of us, and was very inquifitive after 
us. But the Inhabitants telling chem we were 
three Ferjians that were poor, and had nor Bread 
to eat, and that they fupported us out of Cha- 
rity, they made no farther Enquiry after us. 
The Inhabitants well knowincr how long it would 
be before the Enemy would probably march. 
further up into the Country, kept us there, and 
fubfifted us wi:h the befl the Place afforded, 
and brought us Bows and Arrows to go out in- 
to the inclofed Grounds, and there to fl\oot at 
Birds or a Mark, as we thought moft proper, 
to divert ourfelves. This was not ill Treat- 
ment from Mahometans, and I could g've fe- 
veral other Inftances of their" Goodnefs and 
Hofpitality, in which fome of them far exceed 
the Chriftians. 

THE Army having got near Broach^ they 
encamped on the North- fide, in order to make 
themfelves Maftcrs of all the Trade coming down 
thither. They hearing that the Dutch Scaffold, 
(or Caravan) was gn the Road, and the French 
' ^'kcwife, in the firft place feiied on part of the 
Fremhy which confifted of about 30 Waggons ', 
but the Dutch had near 120 Waggons loaded 
with the richeft Goods belonging to the Guzu- 
rat Trade, as rich Velvets, Embroidery, and 
Silks of all forts, &c, ^After this they took fome 
of the Dutch Caravan ; and had they been far- 
ther from Brodurah^ they would have had mor^. 
But the French Waggons coming firft, drawn 
by eight Oxen, and fo many of them, that they 
extended a long way from the firft to the laft, 
the heavieft Lofs fell on them, who were leaft 
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able to fuftain it: For xh^'French are very poor 
in this part of India^ and have hardly any 
Credit; whereas the Dutch are very rich 
in thofe Parts. In the Trench Caravan ihey 
alfo took two Ladies, that were coming down 
to Surat to fee their Parents, the Wife and 
Sifter of the "French Conful at Guzurat. 

THE MogoT^ Army being very numerous, 
had Orders to march and attack the Sea'ees and 
jingria. On which 'Ruftram Alteon proceeded 
towards them, and encamp'd his Army on the 
Plains of Brodurah^ where he daily expedled to 
bear of the Enemy. But^»gr/4's Party were more 
politick; for they being encamp'd with the 
main Body of their Army on the North-fide - 
of the City of Broach^ while a Party took part 
of the Fr^»^^ and Butch Scaffold, or Caravans; 
this Party rejoin'd the main Body, and brought 
the News of the Approach of Ruftram Alicony 
and his Army. Angria's Generals did not lay 
hold of this Opportunity of engaging them ; but 
got the Tribute they demanded from the Go- 
vernor of Braachy and march'd away wide of 
Brodurahy plundering all the Towns and Villa- 
ges they poffibly could. And thinking that 
the Mt^ul's Army would be in queft of them, 
wherefoever they came, if the Inhabitants did 
not raife the Money demanded, they fet fire to 
the Towns, and frequendy put the Inhabitants 
to Death, fuffering neither Man, Woman nor 
Child to efcape. Thus did they ravage the 
Countryjdemanding Tribute wherever they came, 
pretending it was due to the Sedey, who had 
not made any manner of Deraaiid for feveral 
Years before, and the Moguls were in hopes 
vrould have been quite laid afide, 
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THE City of Sura^ is prcftty well fortified, 
with ftrong Walls and Redoubts; they have alfo 
the Convenience of a fine navigable River for 
promoting their Trade: but Angria is no^v 
grown fo bold and infolent, that he ranges all a- 
long theCoaft, even from Qa^eComerom up to 
"Broach' 

AFTER j4iggria*s Army had returned from- 
Broach, and plundered feveral Towns and Vil^ 
plages, they march'd wide of Br^^^r^^?, and came 
into the high Road again for Guzuraty and there 
fell in with a fmall Party of the Aloguhy which 
was fent to guard fome of the Annabah^s Bag* 
gage, and three Coaches in which werc^his 
Women : After defeating the Guard, they Cciz'd 
the Baggage, and three Coaches, and were re- 
folved it poffible to get into their own Dotpi* 
sions, which they could not well accomplifli in 
a Ihort time, on account that they were now fome 
hundred Miles in an Enemy's Country, tho* in 
a manner driving all before theiii. Th^ News 
of the Baggage and the Ladies being taken, much 
enraged Euftram, who was a Man of immenfe 
Goodnefs in his way, heroic in War, and of 
very great Refolution. He never waited for the 
Grand Annaboh's Order to purfue them^ but 
leaving a fmall part of his Forces ro guard the 
City of Brodurah^ ftrupk his Tents atMidnighr, 
and march'd with the Grofi of his Army in pur- 
fiiit of the finemy, taking only four Pieces of the 
lightefl: of his Cannon with him. He purfued 
them with all poffible Expedition, and in two 
or three Days came up with their Rear, and re- 
took part o"f the Dutch Scaffold, and all his 
, Women. That part of the Rear-guard quitted* 
their Booty wirii Precipitatioo) and endeavoured 
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to join the Body of their Army, which was then 
under the Command of ^»gr;Vs head Sabherdav)^ 
and two of the Grand Sedey's Generals, then 
noted for their Cruelty and Inhumanity. AH Iw* 
dia allows, that the Moguls Subjefts are in their 
way good and experienc'd Soldiers, and Men 
Ihat will fight very well. This Character they 
made good on this Occafion j for after they had 
recovery moft of the Plunder from them, they 
ftill purfued 'em Night and Day, allowing but 
four Hours reft for their Army in' the 24, for 
feveral Days fucceffively. Several of the Oxen 
belonging to Angrid's Army, fell lame on the 
Road, by over-driving of them. However, it 
being late in the Seafon, and having but little 
Baggage with them, (a Camel with sv fmall Tent 
fiar the Apnabob to lie down in part of the 
Night, being all that General had,J after purfuihg 
them near three Weeks, it was thought proper 
to return back a nearer way, which they did in 
about^ten Days, eroding the Country into their 
own Dominions. However, it pleafed 'Ruftram 
to think that he had obliged them to leave fome 

Eart of their Plunder behind them, and that he 
ad recovered the Ladies j for amongft them 
was a young Gentlewoman the Great Mogul 
bad made him a Prefent of, as a Reward of his 
ViAories over the Culeys^ and fhe had with 
her all the Jewels which the Mogul gave her 
when he fent her to him. 

AFTER Bujlram Alteon had got his own> 
Baggage, and recovered part of the Dutch Scaf- 
fold, as foon as he arrived at Btodurahy he fent 
to the Dutch Chief to come and take their Goods 
again^j on which the Dutch .Governor came 
.himfelf> and made hiqa fcvexal rich Prefents, 

which. 
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which he accepted of very kindly at their 
hands, and a confidcrable Papty was ordered to 
march from Brodurahj in order to convoy the 
Remainder of the Dutch and French Scaffolds 
down to Broach) where they were to embark on 
board of fmall Veffels to proceed for Surat, 
After this the Angrlans came again to Concaif 
with a large Party, and demanded Tribute, 
which the inhabitants were forc'd to'pay. What 
furprifedme, was, that the-great Man and chief 
General of the Mogul's grand Army fliould not 
io much as endeayour to prevent this, and hia- 
derthe People from being plundered, but re- 
main in his Camp before the City of Gu%urat\ 
and only fend Parties' of the Army abroad un- 
der different Leaders ; There were two Bro- 
thers of this Ruftram Alicony who were alfo 
AnnabobS) and reckon'd great Warriors; being 
by the Mogul made Governors of Provinces. 
The News coming to the Mogul that his Grand 
Annabah had not proceeded any further than 
Guzurat after the Angriansy and that he bad 
received^the Tribute from t\\tCulsysy hefent an 
Order for him to come to Billey^ to give his Rea- 
sons for not marching after the Enemy according 
to Order ; and in his Abfence, one of Rttfiram\ 
Brothers was appointed to command the Army 
in his ftead, which lay cncamp'd about Gn- 
zurat. 

I and my two Companions were now, in our 
Travels towards Dilley^ arrived at Brodurab^ 
where we found the Army commanded by Ruf- 
tram Alkon encamp'd. So (bon as we came 
into the City, we went as is cuftoraary to the 
Gr^nd Surcap) in order to take up pur Lodging ; 
bm. we had not been long there, before the Aa- 

vabfik 
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nabob fent for us to come to him, demanding 
from whence we came, and whither we were 
bound. I being the chief Pcrfon qualified for 
giving him an Anfwer to all Queftioris that he 
demanded, told him we were going for DiUeyj 
and from thence defign'd for Bengal. He ask'd 
us, how we propofed to get there ? I told him 
that we were in hopes of joining fome Scaf- 
folds which were bound for DiUeyy and that 
when we arrived there, we (hould not fear get- 
ting a Paflage for Bengal^ there being great 
Numbers of Merchants paffing and repairing 
continually. But faid he,- the t Z^fnmehck 
is now at Variance with the Grand Mogul, and 
is lying in the high Road near Diliey, and in> 
prefles all People paffiflg and repaffing into his 
Service. He then asked what Countrymen we 
were ? L told-him, EjigHJhmen. He then asked, 
of what part ? Are you, faid he, Billotes Addi-" 
meys ^ that is. Are you European EngUJbmen^ 
or Men born of Engiijh Parents in thefe Parts ? 
I told him, we were all Brllotes AdSmeys. This 
made him the more defirous to proceed in his 
Difcoqrfe, which was in a very inquifirive way, 
how and in what manner we difciplin'd our 
People in Europe-^ and how they fought there? 
We explain'd to him as well as we could, that 
our Men were all kept in regular Order, and 
that we "never fufiered our Soldiers to fight as 
they did here. He then asked me how they 
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nvho are 'very numerous^ and In-e in the manner 
pf the Tartars, being often 'very troublefome /^ 
the Mogul, tho^ properly his Subje^s, 
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engaged ? I told him, that we had large Armies 
when there was occafion for them, and chat rhey 
were all drawn up in very clofe Order, before 
they attacked their Enemies. We gave him the 
beft Account we could. He then asked us, if 
we under ftood firing- of great Guns ? We gave 
him a more particular Defcription <rf managing 
them than what we had done of the other Af- 
feirs. He then asked us, if we were not wil- 
ling to take on in ih^ir Service } We told hitn, 
that we had never ferv'd any other Nation 
than our own, und that as we were going for 
Bengal:^ we were in no fear of getting Em- 
ployment fo foon- as we arrived there. Bur, 
feid the Annabnh^ you are too late in the Year, 
and .as I told you before, the ZammeUck now 
lies in the high Road for DUky^ and takes all 
Paflengers into his Service againft my Matter 
the Grand Mogul ; thereforcj if you think well 
ef taking on in my Service, I will give you (Jo 
Bufees fer Month, and pay you Monthly. You 
fliall have your Horfes to ride on, and have a 
Tent to melter you from the Weather, and all 
other UtenGls fitting for the fame : I will alfo 
deliver to you the Care of all my Artillery, and you 
feall have the Charge, of all the Ammunition be- 
longing to the Camp, with any Number of 
my Men to affift and attend on you. I will 
alfo impower all three of you, if any Accident 
ftould happen on the Road or March at any 
time, that you may imprel^ what People you 
may have occafion for, to come to your Aid 
and Affiftance. If you want Money to make 
Satisfadfcion to any on the Road, I will allow 
it; and each of you ftiall»have a Furtvas to 
Jseep your Accounts, according to oar Cuftom. 

He 
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He then asked us, if we could write or read ? 
I told him we could do both, after our own 
manner. Then he defired to fee us write, and 
having Pen, Ink and Paper given us, each of us 
wrote n Line or two, with which be feemy to 
be well pleasy, and faid we wrote very faft, . 
and that what we wrote was very fine ; for then: 
Charafliers are very large. We with abundance 
of feeming Shynefs" pretended to be unwilling to 
accept his proflFer'd Kindnefs, and faid we could 
not enter among them. This made him the 
more preffing on us, and he toW us that our 
King and their King were good Friends, and 
that the -Mogul was the chief Friend and Pro- 
tedlor that the Evglifb had in la^ia. We told 
him, we were very fenfible of that. He then 
laid, you are not going to ferve an Enemy, but 
a Friend j for we want to fupprefs this Angria 
as much as the Engli/b do, and are in hopes, 
that we iliaU conquer him, and take all his Forts 
from him, and fend his Head to Dil/ey to the 
Grand MoguL We fmiled at his talking after that 
manner, and told Wm Angria was very ftrong, 
and that now he had intirely reconciled himfelf 
to the Grand Sedey, he- was more powerful 
tlian even He faid, they had not been troubled 
with him in their Dominions for fome Years 
before now. However, we at laft agreed to en- 
ter into his Service, which indeed was very ad- 
vantageous ; and was I there now, I fliould not 
very quickly leave it again. 

SO foot! as we accepted' the Service, he gave 
each of us fix Pieces of Gold, valued at about 
thirty Shillings Sterling each Piece, which we 
took as a Prefenr. Then he compelled us to 
take twenty Rupees a Man* on account of our 
Entiyi which when we had received, we fign'd 

our 
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our Names to a Paper, and he put his Seal t(5 
it. He then dire<aiy fent for the former 
Drjtger or Captain of their Artillery, And or* 
dered him to deliver all the Baggage and Am- 
munition into our Care ; and withal gave each 
of us a Seal-Ring with his Name engraved on it: 
And with this we were to fign all Accounts for 
Expences, and to deliver out to all the Arabian 
Soldiers Powderj as, often as their Captains came 
and made a Demand for it, and produced an 
Order for what they had. Thele Accounts 
were every Month carried in, and in fuch a re- 
gular manner, that he never found fault' with 
our Condud. He fent for his chief Mafter of 
the Horfe, and ordered him to take us down 
to his Stables, which were at the Back of his 
Palace, there to chufe our Horfes, which ac- 
cordingly we did. They were exceeding fine 
Horfes, of which we had our Choice, except 
thofe that the Annahob rode himfelf. His Palace 
was very magnificent and fine, and the Apart- 
ment where he then fat with all his Grandees 
and chief Council before him, was alfoexceeding 
grand, being all laid in Pannels of Looking-glafs, 
fet in gilt Work, and every fquare Corner was 
fet with rich Ruby-ftones, in form of a Rofe, 
almoft as large as a Half-Crown. He (at under 
an Arch, moft richly beautified with all forts of 
curious Work, which made him appear ex- 
ceeding grand ^ and in the Center of this Room, 
there was a fine Ciftern full of clear Water, and 
a very beautiful Fountain-Pipe, which, by its 
Force of Play caufed feveral Birds roadeof Gla^ 
to keep conftantlyin Motion, and artificial Ducks 
and Geefe fecm'd diving down, and coming up 
again, which was vpry entertaining and pleafanc 

to 
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to the Eye. He then ordered us a handfome 
Tent, which was lin'd with red Calico, having 
three very good Apartments in it, with a Place 
of Entertainment in the Center, where we could 
receive a. large Number of People, as was re- 
quired at fome time ,• for all the Arabian Cap- 
rains brought their Accounts in once a Month' 
for the Powder, &c, we deliver'd them. 

SO foon as our Affairs were fettled, we were 
condufted by the Head Droger to the Camp, 
where they had pitch'd our Tent, and there he 
delivered us all the Baggage and Stores, which 
confifted of near 40 Waggons loaden with fuch 
things as were convenient for' the Supply of the 
Camp and Artillery. He alfo delivered the 40 
Pieces of Cannon into our Charge, and three 
hundred Men belonging to the Artillery, which 
we were to pay Monthly, and our Purwas was 
to go to the Annaboys Trcafurer, there to re- 
ceive every Man's Money with ours, and to 
bring it to us ; we were to fee them paid, and 
to fend pur Seals by the Tufwai to have the 
Receipt fealed with the Seals that were ^iven us,'; 
he having had the Charafter of all our Names 
mark'd under his own, which fav^d us a good 
deal of Trouble. They called us, in their Lan- 
guage Topetv alters Droger s ; that is to fay, the 
Captains of their great Guns. When we came 
to our Tent, we found every thing in exceedijig 
good Order, being all entirely new. In the 
middle of the Tent were fpread four handome 
Ferjfa Carpets, and in each Apartment one Car^ 
pet of the fame, and a very handfome Couch, 
with two good Quilts, very rich and fine, 
and two Pillows for each Couch, and every 
thiog elfe very decent. The Droger told us, 

he 
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he bad furnifli'd our Tent according to the An^ 
^aboh^s Order, and hoped he had done it accord- 
ing to our Minds, and that we fliould not have 
any Occafion to find fault with him. We com- 
plimented him afcer their, manner, and deCr'd 
him to fit down with us, which accordingly he 
did ; and tho' 'tis againft the Religion of the 
Mahometans to drink ftrong Liquor, yet 
he would, as well as a great many more, 
tipple heartily. We fent a Man to the City 
to fetch us fome Arrack ; who brought us near 
fix Quarts in a great Jar for a Rupee. We then 
fent for all the Arabian Captains, and they com- 
plimented us in a handfome Manner, and wifh'd 
us much Joy. We ipent the Night in a great 
deal of Mirth, and the old Vroget fent for the 
Dancers which ufually attend the Camp, who 
entertained us with Dancing after their manner. 
About two in the Morning all the Annabob's 
MuGck came, and began to play before the 
Tent-door, and to make their Compliments 
to us ; and when ,they had done, we gave 
them Money according to the Diredion of the 
Droger^ and they feem'd well fatisfied. Some 
time after them^ came all the Arabian Drums, 
and beat a Point of War in their way, and then 
fome of them danced and played with their 
Swords and Targets in an enter tairung manner, 
for which we alfo gave them Money. We ne- 
ver went any where, but were ^ways guarded, 
which at firft we thought might be for fear we 
might run av/ay. In a day or two, one of 
our black Serangs came to us, and ask*d us if 
we had no Colours belonging to our Nation \ 
and that as we were preterr'd ro fuch a Poftj 
it would be very much taken Notice of, if we 
^ did 
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4id noc fpeak to the Annahob to order our Co* 
lours to be fet up among the Artillery ; for as 
the former Droger had carried his Colours with 
him, they (hould be at a lo(s to find the Artil- 
lery out, when they came again to join any o- 
ther larger Army, as ^^ey (hould in a very Ihorc 
time proceed for Gu^urat^ apd join Htniceb 
Alteon the Grand Annahob. The Purwaf -alfo 
told us, it was what was proper for a Diftin&ioa 
to be known by; therefore, according to their 
Cuftom, we dreffed ourfelvcs very clean, and 
took the Bursas with us, and ordered him to 
write to the Annabob what he thought proper : 
for all Requefts are laid before their gre^ft Men 
in writing, tor them to fign if they approve *en^. 
Accordingly he ordered a Flag to be placed 
before the Artillery, to diftinguim it from any c- 
ther Part of the Camp, and three filk Colours 
to* be earned before us wherefoever we went; 
and the Perfon that bore the Colours was 
allowed aHorfe to ride on. la this magnificent 
manner we were entertained^ and t\^o or three 
days after were 'ordered on the March, and fee 
forward for Gnzurat^ there to join Henzeb A- 
Ucon. Now when we came near Guzuraf, we 
obferv'd this great Camp, which took up a 
large Extent of Ground : The head Captain of 
their Artillery was a Fortuguefe^ and much in 
favour with the Annabob Henzeb ; we pitch'd 
our Camp very near to them, and then hoifted 
our Flags : on fight of which, they defired 
us to give Direftion how the Camp-Flags and 
others iliould be. made. Accordingly we made 
one after this manner, a large Red-Flag with 
a white Field in the upper Corner, and Ss. 
Georges Crofs j and in the Flag three Cannons, 

. I which 
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vihvAi we cur out ; tbk was very much admired^ 
and in compUtnent to tbetD> as they aH 
wear fcollop'd Borders round their Colours, we 
put the fame round this, which they feem'd much 
pleas'd with. The three other Colours were 
Red> White, and Blue Eniigns, which were every 
Day flying before our Tent- door, and they were 
much admir'd : For whatever Nations come to 
&rve the Megul^ they are allowed to wear their 
proper Colours, provided that they are in any 
Place of Diftindion or Preferment. We were 
very careful in our Behaviour, to gain the Ap- 
plaufe and Good-Will of the chief Officers, of 
which there are a confideraUe number fit to be 
prcfer'd on any account ; Men of fober CcmdiKa, 
and moderate in their way tsS living. They 
entertain People of all Nations that are willing 
to ferve them, keep a friendly Correspondence 
with each other, and are very hiquKitive in all 
Afl&irs relating to foreign Parts. They have 
many of the ancieiit Mahometsn Perfism in their 
Service, who are a fober civili^ed People, and 
capable of eiving an exad Defcription of their 
Country. I have had them for Hours together 
in my Tent, and heard from them the Accounts 
of the Wars of Perfa, which I have it another 
Trad given. 

W £ incamped within a Mile and a half of 
the City-Gates of Guzurat^ which is a magni- 
ficent City well-peopled, and of very great Trade. 
Here we went and viited the French ^nd Dutch 
Faftors, and were very civilly entertained at both. 
We got Supplies from the Dutch of all fiich 
Conveniencies as was moft fuitable for Men in 
our Station ,• and we were very handfomely fpoken 
of by the Dutch Gentlemen> when they came to 

pay 
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piy the Annabob their Compliments) in Acknow* 
iedgment for his kind Favours in recovering pare 
of their Sca£Folds from the Jngrians. TheJanabob 
entertained them with fuch Grwdure as became 
Perfons of their Diftindion ^ and in their way 
they fpoke very handibmely of oss telling the ^/i» 
nahob that we were Men that deferved Encou- * 
Tagement) and that' they believed the Account 
we had given of ourfelves to be true ; fo that 
they thoi^ht we ought to be entertain'd accord- 
ing to what they had promoted us to. They 
alfo took the Opportunity of coming to pay us 
a Vi&, and fpenc a whole Day with us, and gave 
us an Account of what Cohverfation they had 
concerning us, and that they would advife us 
often to vific our Jnnabob^ and (hew him the 
greateft Refped): poflible. They likewife told 
us, if we could contrive any Fireworks, with 
Rockets, ^c. that would be very much admir'd, 
and do us a great Piece oF Service. And fur- 
ther to (erve us, one of them faid that he had 
a large EngHfb Book concerning Gunnery, which 
he would make us a Prefetit of, if we thought 
it would be of ufe to us ; and when we went to 
return their Vifit, the Gentleman was as good 
as his Word, in giving us the Book, which 
prov'd to be Capt. Sturmefs Magazine ; or^ the 
'ivboh Art of Gunner j^ nmtb DireBions for mak- 
ing nil manner of Fireworks and Rockets ; and 
InftruSiions for Sea^Gunners-, and thofe in the 
L>and'Service. This indfed proved very (er- 
viceable to us; for here we had the plaindJ.Dir 
re£i:ions in aU Gifes ; and lying ftill near fix 
Weeks before this Grand Army began to move, 
we prepared a fine Fire-work, which was play'd 
off to the Satisfadion of the Annahoh^ and all 
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the chief Officers o£ the Army. The Grand 
Army march'd near a Week before our?, and 
then we were obliged to march vnryhard to 
reach the other Camp, whoni we" came up 
with in about three Days, and Heffzeh Alteon 
had many Affairs to decide before he could 
come near to Dilley^ in making up all ihc Ac- 
coimts of the Tribute which he had received 
from all the Annahobs under his Command, and 
chief Sabherefaivsy and other great Perfons who 
were often intruded in thofe Affatrs.^ini«.We 
march'd with this^reat Army Jand came to fe- 
veral Towns and Cities belonging to the CulejfSy 
which we demoliflied, and took their brazen 
Images, .and deftroyed them, if they did not 
pay the accuftom'd Tribute : But notwichftand- 
ing that, our Army would wink at their Idolatry, 
if they paid a fumcient Tribute to the Mogul. 
Thefe Cufeys live in a great meafure by robbing, 
going in great Bodies, and interrupting any Mer- 
chants that are paffing and repaffing with their 
Caravans, and are almoft* as ^reat Interrupters 
of Trade, as even Angria himfelf. This very 
much hampers the Mogul's Dominions ^ for 
there is no travelling amongft thefe Places with- 
. out a great and powerful Guard ; for they will 
come in the Night, and fteal every thing they 
can lav their Hands on. Some of their Heads 
are cur off almoft every Week, and put up 
on the City-Gates j for they are (hewn no 
manner of Favour, when they are taken in any 
numbers. 

THE Grand Mogul was now in a fad Con- 
dition, the Zammeiocksy (a Malecontent part of 
his own Subjedls) ftriving to dethrone him, the 
Culeys always at War with him, and the Grand 

Scdey 
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Sedey and Angria coming to make Demands on 
iiis Subjedls, and impofing very much on them, 
noc fuffering iheir Trade to pafs and repafe with- 
out being interrupted. For Angria now bearing 
the chief Sway in all refpedts, they conftantly 
kept great Parries palTmg and rcpaffing in the 
Gouncry, which put almoft a total Stop to their 
Trade, and kept all the Crops back. Henzeb 
Alteon was apprehendve that he fliould be dif- 
graced at his Return to Dil/ey^ for what he 
had dotic contrary to the Mogul's Order 5 
which was the reafon he avoided going thiiher, 
tho' the Mogul fent far him to come wicb'all 
Expedition. He therefore artfully finiflied the 
Accounts of feveral great Officers, had received 
the Tribute they had coUeded ; and obliged 
them to make up all their Monthly Accounts 
for the Expence of the Army, in order to lay 
them before the Mogul. Furniflied with thofe 
Accounts, and laden with a vaft Quantity of 
Tribute Money, he refolved to venture to ©i/- 
lejfy guarded by a ffrong Party of his beft Sol- 
diers, leaving the Command of the Army to 
IRufiramj during his Abfence. When he came 
to Diliey, and prefented bis Accounts to the 
Mogul, and gave his Reafbns for not marching 
with his own Army againft Angria^ the Mogul 
approving of his Condud in all things, confer'd 
greater Pofts of Honour oq him, and at the 
fame time ordered him to return, and march 
his Army againft the Zammelocks^ who grew 
very powerful, but had lately drawn ofFhis Army 
from the high Road to Diiiey^ and never once 
offered to (top Henzeb Alteon^ or any that be- 
long'd to him. But this was thoughc 10 be done 
as a Compliment to Henzeb^ in hopes that he 
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would not have come into the Mogul's Meafurcs* 
But the Zammehck's Policy ikil'd him here. 

W E march'd no further than Jngerah with 
our Annaboh , but were by the Mc^ul's Order» 
ordered back; for we were a long time on 
the Match, and fometimes lay a Week or %. 
Fortnight in one Place,- during which time, the 
Turwas were daily employed in making up their 
Accounts, and carrying them in to the chief Se- 
cretary, and they delivering the fame to the 
Jnnahob^ who would examine them Very ftrift- 
ly, and demand an Account of things remaining 
in ftore, and how long the Stores might pro- 
bably laft. 

THE Mogul bad received frcih Complaints- 
from Surat of the Jngr sans returning and plun- 
dering the Country. He had prefery fome of 
his white Men to be great Officers, and had 
feated them on Elephants in order for their 
giving Direftion for the cannonading fcveral 
Towns or Villages belonging to the neighbouring 
Princes, which frightned the Inhabitants out of 
the fame, leaving their Granaries full of all forts 
of Grain or Rice, and Horfe-meat^with great Store 
of Cattle, &c. all which they would fend down 
to their own Dominions, with a ftrong Guard. 
At this time we had great Offers from the bead 
Droger oi Henzeb Micon to leave our firft Place 
of Service, and to come and ferve his Mafter : 
He offered us the fame Wages, and ten Hupees 
a Month more, provided we would leave Ruf- 
tramy and that we (hould have as good Horfes 
as were allowed us at prefent. We were in 
the mind feveral times to have gone? as there 
was in Henzeb^s Service near loo Chriilians, 
about twenty of them Englip^ and fome of them 

very 
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vert fobcr fedate Men, who lived very regular 
Lives, and whofe Converfadon might be divert- 
ing to us, duriog the time we were with the 
Camp. Our Marches were now very hard c\tij 
Day, and the time of the Heats coming on) 
which dry up many of the Springs, we were 
drove to great Straits for Water ftir the Army, 
and obliged fome Days ta march near twelve 
Miles before we could incamp fo as to get 
Water for the Soldiers, and the Cattle, which^ 
in an Army of ^o or 6ooop Men are not a: 
^w,* and almofl as many more Women and 
Children that followed the Camp, wkh all forts* 
0f Merchandize.. 

NOW the two Brothers Sufurah AUcon and 
Huftram Alktm were ordered to join their Ar- 
mies txTgether, and march in queft of the An^ 
grian$. After a- March of &veral Days we came 
in iight of tneffl) and prepared to engage. This 
we did early in the Morning, when the Angrh- 
am made a fierce Attack on usi and prefs'd 
very hard to gain an adyantaseous Ground on 
our left; but our Men defended themfelves {o 
well, that they could not force them , and our 
Cannon being under Cover, that they could not 
difcern them, we having the preceeding Night 
threw up Breaft-works, furprized them on a 
fudden, and made a great Slaughter among their 
left Wing, and put their whole Army in confu- 
fion. On this tfaey retired in great Diforder> 
and we purfued, making a great Slaughter, and 
caking many Prifoaers, till we were weary of 
'.killing and purfuing; and then encainp'd on the 
Fjeld of Battle^ till next Morning. Our Gene* 
mIs refolved to Improve the prefent lucky Op<- 
fortunity, and pardied them agaio the next 
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Morning, byt coul J only juft get a fight of part 
of them, they recreating with the utmoft Pre-r 
cipication towards their own Domiiiions, We \hzn 
burned (everal of their Towns, and put both 
Men, Women, and Children to the Sword, the 
An-nahohs riding amongft the Soldiers to fee that 
they were not dilatory, but expeditious in cut- 
ting off all that were of human Race. Thefe 
inhuman Proceedings I noways approved of, for 
I im^ined it would have been far more gene- 
rous to have given them Quarter. Here our 
Annahohs much commended our good Beha- 
viour, and acknowledged the great Service we 
had done them, and made us feveral vaulablc 
Prefents. 

WE now had drove the An^ians jnto thefr 
own Dominions, and done them more Damage 
than we could have promifed ourfelves. let 
they rallied their fcatter'd Forces in a few Day^, 
and came and incamp'd within a few Milesofus^ 
beingi as we were informed, reinforc'd* by a 
large Number of Forces, who had been fome 
time on the March to join them. While we 
lay thus, the Angrians would come in the Night 
and fteal the very Horfes out of our Camp, 
and go off with them undifcovered \ for they 
were as great Thieves as the Cu^eysy but of more 
Courage, and ready to undertake any Enterpriie 
however hazardous. Nay, one of them came 
one Night and entered our AnnaboFs Tent, in 
the dead of the Night when the Guards were a 
liumbering, and ftple the Aunaboh's Gold Pipe 
he fmoak*d his Tobacco in. 

NOW lying fo near each other, we bad five 
Deferters which came from Angria, three Eng- 
/j/&, one Dutch^ and one Fortugutfi ^ they had 
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been Companions with Plantain on the Ifland 
of Madagascar. Thefe Men made us very un- 
eafy at their firft coming j for we did not dare 
fay what they were, for fear of having a private 
Mifchief done us ; fo they came- to us the next 
Day, and would not own that they came from 
Angria at that time, but from Suraty in order 
to take on in the Mogul's Service. Amongft 
thefe was one John Da vis ^ a Fellow that pro- 
feffed a great deal of Joy for his Efcape from 
them, and related to us all their Proceedings, 
and gave us the Account of Plantain^ conquer- 
ing the Ifland of Madagafcar^ and of his leav- 
ing it in the manner before related. However, 
our Annahob would not entertain them with- 
out our Approbation, and faid he did not look 
on them to be Men deferving of the Wages 
which we had, neither did we think proper to 
let them know what our Pay was j fo that they 
were in a fhort time willing to accept of any thing, 
till they had fhew'd their Behaviour. They 
agreed with us for 30 Rupees per Month, and by 
the Annahoh were told that they were to obey 
all Orders they fliould receive from us, and to 
be diligent, otherwife he would difcharge them 
out of the Service. We were not afraid of 
their not bchtving well in the time of Adion, 
but that they would prove treacherous, and not 
difcharge their Pieces with the Expedition they 
were capable of. The Annahob gave them a 
very decent Tent, fitted with all proper NeceP- 
faries. When we found that the Men were 
fincere, and that they were forry for what they 
had done, and glad to embrace this Opprtunity 
of getting away from Angria^ having fully re- 
folved never to lead fuch a Life again, we aHlfted 
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them to the atmoft of our power. They were 
with us near four Months ^ and before they lefc 
us, they came in a handfome manner to ac- 
quaint us> that they had a mind to proceed for 
billey<i and from thence to Bengal, They did 
not come empty handed ^ for they brought Bag 
and Ba^age with them. They were well fur- 
nifh'd with good things which they carried along 
with them, we having no Authority to call them 
to any account. I heard afterwards^that Davh 
would never come down to Colcutj or Fort 
William^ n<3» to any Place where the Englijb 
had any Sett^^ioent , but fix'd himfelf among tne 
Portuguefi^ with whom he continues to this 
Day, if alive ^ for he there married a Womaa 
of good Fortune and Beauty. The Dutchman 
aod the Partugiefi did the fame, and lefc ofiF 
fighting by Land or by Sea. This Davis gave 
me the aforefaid Account concerning the Be« 
haviour of P/antaiffy and of the Death of Mr. 
Chrifiofhef Lijle, whom Tlantain lulled before 
we had beenjgone a Week. He told me fur- 
ther, that if Fiantain had not tyranniz.ed fo much 
over the Inhabitancs, they would never have 
quitted the Iflaad 9 but that as they grew fickly, 
and were but few in Number^ and fo well 
knew the Temper of the Natives, that they 
would foon have rpfe on them, they thought ic 
mc^ prudent to get away. I then asked him, 
bow they came to have the Notion of going 
into Affgria^s Service, and whether Angtla put 
much Confidence in Plantain ? He faid, he 
<]id, and that he was intruded in almoft all die 
Affairs belcniging to the Grabs and Galiey-wats. 
I then asked him, how it came that be and the 
fell: of them were fent out with the Land* 
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Army? He faid^ that they Jeaqutred amongft 
them who was wiHing to go,* there was no 
Body forc'd, and they were offered an eoual 
Share of the Plunder. I asked biro, what Wa- 
ges Angfia gave them ? He faid, the Wages 
Aey were allowed were fcarce fuffictent to pre* 
cure them Neceflaries ,• but when they took a 
Prize of any {fycx^ or brought in any Tribute, 
three Quarters was divided amongft the whole 
Army, according to what Poft and Degree they 
were in ; But even the common fort of them 
fhar'd very well \ for that he ^\i, not do by 
them as fome of our Englifb Comtt^anders 6oy 
to run away with what the meartcr fort of 
People fhould have : For he muft be a very 
great Mp.n that his three Shares to himfelf, and 
r)one but the Head SeMerdavi was allowed 
four Shares. I then asked him, in what Me* 
thod he received them when they came firft on 
fliore ? He faid, tlie Uatchmauy that they took 
out of the Indiaman in the Surat Merchants 
Service, was the chief Caufe of their coming 
to Jngriay and that they were received at firft 
by the SMetfiavj in a very furly manner, who 
brought down a Body-Guard with him to the 
Water-fide, who prefented their Pieces to their 
Breafts ^ on whtcn Tlavtam Was fo prefumptu- 
ous as to pull out his Piftol and prefent it at Ae 
Sahherdanvy telling him that be and his Compa- 
iHons came to ferve their Mafter: And the 
Dutchman (peaking the Kenerep Language, they 
foon came to underftand one another. That the 
Saiberdsw then took them up to the Guard- 
Houfe, and there fecurcd them all N5g;bt, till be 
bad an Anfwer from Jngua concernk^ them ; 
who iem word that he would not have iuc^y of 
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them ill treated,' for if they were come to ferve 
him, they were welcome j and ordered them to 
be brought up to him, by whom they were 
magnificently entercain'd. 

DAVIS funher inform'd me, that thefe ftill 
lemained with Angria, four Dutchmeny three 
Engii/by and two Portuguefey who were very 
daring and refoiute Fellows ^ one of the Englijb 
and a Portuguefe had refolved to have come 
with them, but over-fleeping themfclves, after 
thev had waited as long as poflible for them, 
anci finding they did not come to the Place ap- 
pointed, they came away without them. • Hav- 
ing a Pocket Compafs, and a dark Lanthorn with 
them, by that means they came clear off* with- 
out any manner of Sufpicion, the Night being 
fo dark that they coula not perceive a Star in 
the Sky. When they came near our Out-guards, 
the Portuguefe fpeaking the Moors Language very 
well, called out to the Centinels on Duty, who 
alarm'd the Guard, and they came and furren- 
der'd themfelves in a fubmiilive manner. Our 
AnnaM was ndt very inquifitive after them, 
for he was indiflferent whe|her they had rook on 
in the Service or no. 

BUT to return: The Armies having lain 
fome time in fight, we got all things in order to 
engage, and early in the Morning we begun to 
make our Cannons roar, and having fome Coe- 
horns, we fent a few of our Hand-Grenadocs 
amongftthem, which they did not like. This we 
continued for fome time, till each Party advanc'd 
Sword in Hand, and there enfued a fmart En- 
gagement : At firft the Angrians feem'd to gain 
Ground, and put part of our Troops into Dif- 
order ^ but our Annahb putting himfelf at the 
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Head of fomc of his beft Arabian Foot, repel- 
led them with a great Slaughter. On this, we 
perceived them in the utmoft Confufion re- 
treating, which we fufFered them to do, our 
Men being thoroughly fatigued bv the Heat o? 
the Sun, and the length of .the Aaion. 

THE Angrians continued retreating out of 
the Mogul's Dominions, and the Seafon coming 
on for the Army to go into Winter-»Quarters, 
we were ordered to march for Guzurat^ to re*- 
frcfli and recruit. When we arrived there, 
haying had fome Words between ourfelves. 
Mil John "Lyon quitted the Mogul's Service, 
and was coming down for Brodurah^ juft as the 
i>utch ScaflFolds were fetting out for Broach a- 
gain. They then were well guarded, for fear of 
lighting into the Enemies Hands. So foon as 
they were near fetting forward, Angrians People 
well judging the Times and Seafonsof the Year 
for thefe Ships to take in their Cargoes at Suraf^ 
they fent part of their Army with a Defign to 
intercept them. Mr. Lyon was then juft ar- 
rived at Brodurahy in order to proceed for Su- 
rat^ and join'd company with the Gentleman that 
had the Care of the 'Dutch Scaffold, and z Dutch 
Factor. Thefe Gentlemen imbraced the Oppor- 
tunity of his Company, being obliged at that 
time to return bacK, and lie near three Months 
at Brodurah^ before they could venture down 
with their Goods. Thefe Hardfliips on the Mer- 
chants deaden'd the Trade fo much, that the 
Citizens were in a poor Condition^ and applied 
to the c\{\Qi Annabobs to 6\(^^ichfatTifsars with 
all Expedition to the Mogul, to define fttonger 
Parties of Soldiers might be employed between 
the Cities of Broach^ Surety ana Guzurat ^ fqr 
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tBe Enemy had boldly come up to Hugely Scaty 
where they had done great Daraa|e9 and plan- 
dered fome of the Inhabitants, rifled the Muf- 
ti's Houfe) took away aH the Treafurc they 
could find, and brought away his Wives. They 
likewiTe burnt all the Moiques bel(»iging to the 
Town, and puU'd down all the Tombs which 
were erected over thofe AnnaMs who had for- 
merly been buried there with aH the Ho- 
«nours due to them for their good Behaviour 
in routing the Sedey's Army. It was now Win- 
ter i and notwithftanding the Rains were very 
violent, Angrtah Army kept the Field ; and Z!& 
Weather would otfer, they frequently made In- 
roads far into the Country ^ the Mogul's Army 
never offering to ftir from their Quarters, till 
the Rains were near over. So fboa as the 
Rainy Seafon was paft, freffi Recruits were 
fent from the Sedey, and Detachments from 
Angria's Forces at Gol^i^y ; with which Rein- 
forcement they refolvcd to pufh on the War 
againft the Mogul. Between Brodarak and €oncas 
is a very larg,e Surcar and Chockej-Haufii which 
is in the Nature of our Turnpikes ; where all 
Carriages are lodg'd, and People in Coi.jhes, 
on Horfeback, or with Camels, pay a Toll, ac- 
cording to the Difference of their Carriage. 
This Surcaf is a place furroundcd with a four 
fquare Wall, and a ftrong pair of Gates ra the 
Fronts in the infide there are built Piaizas 
and fmall Rooms above and below, wirh Gal- 
leries all round fot the Conveniency of going 
to the Chambers. Thefe Places are buflt on the 
Road at the Mogul's Expence, for the Benefit 
of travejling Merchants. In the Square in the 
Mide there are Accomooodations for about a 

hufidred 



betwixt /^^ Mogul, Angrhi, &c. 185: 

hundred and fifty Waggons, and the Cattle be- 
longing to them ; which may be ftow'd and fod* 
der^ under the Piazzas. The Merchants keep* 
their Goods in thefe Places in very (mail Rooms : 
And here they fupply Travellers with all forts 
of Grain, and Proviuons for themfelves, which- 
is very convenient on all Accounts. This 5»r- 
car between Brodurah and Comas y the Angrians- 
inverted with a ftrong Party ^ having a Sufpi- 
cion that part of the Dutch Scaffold or Caravan ' 
was lodged m the Infide of it j they, were there- 
fore refolved to beat it down, it poffible j to 
which purpofe they brought their Cannon to 
play upon the Walls. But they being very fmall^, 
made no great ImprefCon on them^ it be— 
ine the Method in thofe Parts to make their- 
walls very thick. After they had continued* 
their Fire for fome time with very little efFeft,, 
they brought their Cannon before the Gates>. 
and kept a perpetual firej but if they had firy' 
the Gates down, they could not poflibly have- 
fucceeded ; for they had filled the Gateway up 
with great Stones, which they generally kept io' 
one Comer of the Place for that purpofe. If> 
the mean time, the Garrifon from the Tops of. 
the Walls kept a fmart fire on them with their 
Matchlock Pieces, and ijhot continually with 
their Bows and Arrows, and killed and wound- 
ed a confiderable Number (rf their Men : Info- 
much that they were at laft forced to leave the 
Place, and retire to a greater Diftance. But as 
this Place lay in the high Road belonging to^ 
the Mogul, they were rdolved to continue near 
it, and to ftop all manner of Commerce from 
Town to Town.. Moft of the Country Town* 
and Villages^ wUch managed the Farming Bufi- 
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nefs, and all forts of Husbandry, did all they 
could to get their Corn, and all other forts of 
Grain into the Cities, where they alfo .retired 
thettifelves. There is a People in thefe Parts 
caird Fuchees^ whD forfake alt worldly Riches, 
and volunrarily embrace. Poverty. Thefe* Peo- 
ple often attempt dangerous Enterprises, in great 
refpedt to their Prophet Mahomet^ rather than 
they will fufFer their Country to be over- 
run by thofe Tyhom they defpife as the worft 
of Animals,' at the time of theBairam, they 
gathered a great 'Number together, and were 
refolved to go as Volunteers to do their ut- 
moft to drive the Angrians out of their Coun- 
try, and accordingly march-d to reinforce the 
Army quartered at and near Guzurat. 

NO.W thetime of the Bah am being over, 
the Mogul fent down a new head Annahob^ 
called shohor^ety and with him a large Army, 
both Horfe and Foot, which he kept at his own 
EjTpence, the more to eafe his Subjefts. This 
General was but a Dwarf of a Man to look at, 
and yet had Terror in his Countenance. He was 
a Man of great Conduft, and v/as fent down as 
Prince of the Province of Guzurat, which \be- 
long'd by Seniority to Sufurah, "Ruftram Alkon's 
eldeft Brother j fo that they both took great 
Dilguft at it, and would not join their Armies 
with his ; but refolved with all their Forces to 
march after the Cufeys^ being well aSTured that 
they could encreafe their Store^ and raife great 
Tribute by following theth. They quickly drew 
off all their Forces, and went to the Northward 
with their Army ; and coming 'on the Borders 
of Carmema , we had^therc fcveral Skirmiflies 
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with the Culejs, and demolilhed fevcral of their 
Towns and Villages. 

IN the mean time Shohomet purfued the 
Angrians^ but not being acquaintea wirh thoffe 
Parts, foon got himfelf almoft in the midft of his 
Enemies, who had near furrounded him. This 
General had 30 Pieces of Cannon with his Army, 
but had very indiSFercnt Engineers to diredl them. 
The Angrians came fo furioully on them Sword 
in Hand, that *twas* with Difficulty they flood 
their firft Onfet. The Angrians repeated the 
Attack with fuch Vigour ; that after a DifpiHc ' 
of three Hours, the Moguls were forced to re- 
treat, their General being wounded j which they 
did in fome Confufion, leaving all then: 
Baggage behind them. For while the Armies 
v/ere engaged, a Party fell upon -fome part of 
their Baggage, and took the Annnhoh^sWovcitn^ 
Thefe Ladies were accounted the moft beauti- 
ful of all thofe Patts^ being Natives of Dilley^ 
where the Inhabitants are fair, and' the Women 
noted for fine Features. Thefe Ladies werefent 
to Osrey^ and fecured in a ftrong Caftle j. 
Angria often vifiting of them. As Angria is a 
Cofferey Negro, there is nothing more Averfion to 
the Mogttis than a Cofferey^ that )& not a JMaho^ 
me tan ; for they have divers Arabian Coffereys 
in their Service, whom they have prefer'd tO' 
great Pofts of Honour, and look on th^ra to be 
the braveft Men in their Army. 

THE Annahoh difpatch'd Meffengers to Ac- 
quaint the Governor of Surat-^ and the chief 
Men there with his Misfortune, defiring Rein- 
forctments and a Supply of Provifions immediate- 
ly; and they difpsrtched with all fpeed what 
Forces they then had :. and there being at Swat 
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Ibme Duuhmen who bad been employed in the 
Moots Service for many Years as Engineers ,* 
thefe Men were fenc with fomc Pieces of Can- 
son, and a Party of near looo Men to join their 
retreating Army j and alfo a Supply of Provi- 
iioQs, for their immediate Refreihment. The^ 
Angfians on Advice of the Approach of this 
Reinforcement advancing, thought proper ta 
quit the Puriuit ; arid the Annahob march'd » 
Sutat^ where he had time td bemoan his ill For- ' 
tunc, and the Lofs of his Lady, and to take 
care for th^ Cure of his Wounds. 

TATTIMARS were diredly difpatch'4 
•o Rufiram Alic^n^ and his Brother, who were 
©bliged to come to the Adiftance of the wound- 
ed General, by exprefs Orders from the Mogul. 
We march*d acrofe the Country, having always 
Men with us thoroughly. ac<|uainted with all the 
ways. We had a great deal of Fatigue in get- 
ting our Cannon over the Rivera, which ib ge^ 
nerally done by the Affiftance of great fiat- 
bottom'd Boats v but the Horfe frequently 
ford over, the Rivers being very fltallow. The 
Elephants always carrv: the Powder acrofe Ri- 
vers, and all other Utenfils that muft not be 
wet. In this Hurry of marching, we did the 
Country a great deal of Damage in ibme parts, 
where they had great Oops on the Ground, in 
a very promifing way. But the Inhabitants 
fcem'd to make flight of it, knowing we were 
after their Enemies, and that we were endea- 
vouring to fuppreis them. Our Anxahok and 
his Brother did not think proper to call at Su-- 
rafy but march'd towarcls the Dominions of 
the Sedey, and pitch'd their Camp in fight 
o£ the Enemy.. We kegt the Mufick playing- 
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itll Night long, but placed a good Guard in all 
proper Places. A Party of Horfe pacroU'd all 
Nignt round the Artillery, which was difpofed 
in the moft commodious Situation. The Men^ 
that had defbrted from Angria having at Guzu- 
rat left the Service, and gone ror Dllleyy 
there were but three of us now to direft the 
firing of the Cannon. After we had lain thus 
in fight of each for two days, on the third we- 
were ordered to attack the Enemy about eleven 
in the Morning;,' which we did accordingly. 
Their head Sabttrdaw and our Jnnabob 'RuftraWy, 
encountered each other on Elephants, and both: 
behaved very gallantly : But Fortune favouring. 
Rupram^hy a lucky Stroke with his Sabre he cut 
ott his Enemy's Head. The Angriam at this, were 
fo much inraged, that they fell on with frefli> 
Fury, and in a manner run into the very Mouth 
of our Guns ^ fo that we were obliged to do 
the heft we could, and keep a continual Fire 
with Partridge-fliot, which cHd terrible Execu- 
tion among them. They once brought two fmall 
Cannons to play amongft our Troops, which 
we foon obliged to difcontinue their Fire. The 
Ways from Allaheg and Gerey leading acrofi 
the Mountains are fo bad, that it is alrooft im- 
poffible for any Wheel-Carriage, if they are of 
any great Weight, to get along. After a DiC- 
pute of feveral Hours, the Angrians retreated, 
with the Loft of many of their Men : and tho' 
they got into their own Dominions, the Inha- 
bitants Quitted their Towns and fled to the" Moun- 
tains. We purfued them farther, and got great 
Store of Cattle, part of which had been the- 
Plunder of the Mogul Inhabitants. We fciz'd- 
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on fome of their Magaz-nes of Corn, and fup- 
plied ourfelves with plenty of all things. 

OUR Generals hav'ng given th^ Aroiy fome 
little Reft for a few days, called off the Parties 
they had fent out to raife Tribute, and rcfolved 
to return into the Mogul's Teniiories. We 
deftroyed feveral of their ' Temples, and took 
away their Images, fome of which were caft in 
Silver, and fome in Bra(i. There was one 
Temple which had in it a- peat Brafs Image in 
the habic of a Jente'D) Woman, which was 
well done, holding a fort of a Book in one 
Hand, on which were ingrav'd Jentev^ Charac- 
ters, and round her ftood feven Children all caft 
in Silver. In her other Hand 'flie had a large 
.Snake by the Neck, part of which was twilled 
round her Body. I was very curious to know 
whom flie reprefented, and what (he had done 
to merit their Worfhip. There was at the 
Door of the Temple a large Pot of Red Paint, 
and another of Yellow^ where they every Morn- 
ing at their coming to worfliip, are painted by 
the Bramin or Prieft with this yellow Paine, 
and then a red Spot put on their Fore-head. 
This Place was fupported on four Pillars of 
Marble, and had a fine Cupola beautifully a- 
dorned with divers forts of Images j yet without 
regard to its Beauty, we blew it up by order of 
our General. 

NOT far from this, we came to a very 
large Plac^ of Worffiip ftanding on four 
Stone Pillars, with a grand Cupola over the 
, fame, where there was the EfSg,ies of a Man 
caft in Brafs, holding in each Hand a Lyon by 
itl^e Throat, refembling the Sign of the Londm 
Trentice. We took down the Tmage, and all 
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the Brafs-work, and then fet our Elephants to 
demolifli the Fabrick ,• which they loon did. 
This done, we proceeded to the Camp, and our 
j^nnahob ordered us with the Artillery to march 
toward Broach with all pofTible fpeed, and not 
to pitch till we came up with the reft of the 
Army, which weibon did. The next Morning 
early we were on the March, and in few Hours 
got to the River-fide, where we incamp*d for 
near a Week, and fent all our fick and wounded 
People down to Broach, The Country was 
foon made acquainted with the News of our An^ 
naboh^s having cue off Angrias chief Sahber- 
daiv^s Head, and that their Army, and mod of 
the Inhabitants of the Country, had fled to the 
Mountains for Shelteio where we could not pre- 
tend to follow them. 

WHEN Angria heard that his head Sahber* 
daijj was killed; and his Army routed, he fent 
to the Sedey^ to the Bedger of Car^war^ and to 
Kempeviy defining immediate Succours ; and re- 
folved to have ai Army in the Field that fliould 
not eafily be conquered. He alfo fent to the 
'Rodger of Mangalore for Aid, but he refufcd to 
fend him any, on account that the Meors were 
of great Service to him againft the Malabars^ 
and great Traders with his Subjefts; likewife 
they had a Fort which commanded all the Har- 
bour. This Rqfufal fo enraged Angria-^ that he 
fent to Kem{1jew^ defiring him to fend an Array 
againft the Rodger of Mangalore, But his Do- 
minions being pretty large, the People of a war- 
like Difpoficion, and an Army of 20000 Men 
ready to oppofc any Invader j Kemfbew thought 
proper to excufe himfelf from this Undertaking. 
He fent to acquaint Avgriay that he had fo far 

weakened 



apo Hi/lory of the Indian Wars, 

wefikened bis Forces in fuppiyingofhim^tbat he 
*could not raife an Army ftiong enough to ea* 
counter the Rodger, 

AFTER we had refrefhed our Array for 
£)metiaie, we march'd away for Brodwrah^ where 
•our Annabob refol ved to fpend a Month or two at 
^eaie. So foon as we came there> he difpatch'd 
'a Vnttmar lo Dilley with the Head of the Sab- 
Jfcrdav) pack'd up in an earthen Veffel, to be 
there fet up on a high Spear in the From of 
the City-Gates. This Conqued v/%s fo accept- 
able to the Mogulj that iie compliniefliped him 
in a Letter writ with his own Hand, afi^^ad- 
-vanc'd him to the Title of Prince of the Pk^^ 
vince of Broach^ as well as that of Brodurab, 

THESE uncommon Favours from the 
Moguly did very much inflame the Ambition of 
«our Atmaboby Who was refolv'd to be diligent in 
oppofing the Ang^iam to the utmoft of his 
Power. In the mean time Sufurah, was a litde 
difpleafed to think> that the Mogul fliould fo far 
promote his Brother, and take no notice of him> 
who had been in feveral Engagements, and al- 
ways applauded. Shohomet's Army ftill lay en- 
<camp'ci round Surat^ and moft of their (ick and 
wounded, being recovered, had left the Town, 
and took to their Tents in the Camp. Sbohe-^ 
wet was alfo recovered of his Wounds, and 
made great Preparations to invade the Sedey's 
Domink>ns : On the other hand, Angria was 
raifmg a powerful Army in the Sedey's Terri- 
tory, as well as his own. He fent word to 
the Camp of the Grand Amutbob, defiring the 
favour of him to wait at Suratj till he fent fbme 
of his beft Men to condud him out of the 
Country, and that he would foon be with him, 

and 
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and did not fear having fomc of the Mogul's 
Generals Heads on his Caftle-walls before two 
Months end ; and hoped to make himfelf 
Maftcrof the City of Suraf before the Seafoa 
was over. This put the Governor of Suraf into 
feme Apprcbenfion, and he ordered feveral large 
Pieces of Cannon to be placed on the City Walls, 
and to have the Guards ftrongly reinforc'd, and 
cfficery with Men of the beft Condudi. At« 
this time they offered any Money for Englijb" 
wen who fliould take on in their Service, and 
there being a great many Mates of Ships and 
others at Sstrat^ who were our of Bufinefi, the 
Merchants not caring to fend any Veffels down 
the Ccaft for fear of Angria's Grabs, the En^ 
lifb Conful fent to acquaint the Governor of the 
City of Surat^ that he fhould not want for any 
Adiftance he could a£fbrd him j and the Dutch 
did the fame. 

WITH the new-raifed Forces and Recruits, 
Angri^s Army was faid to confift of near 50000 
Men, Horfe and Foot, with forty Elephants of 
War. On thefe Elephants he had phced feve- 
ral fmall Swivel Guns, which proved of great 
Service to him, and we had feveral of our Ele- 
phants that had the fame. Upon Advice of his 
Dein^ upon the March, our Annahob and bit 
Brother was ordered to join the other Army, and 
to a{fift each other as much as poflSble. On 
which account we march'd from Broach in or- 
der to join the other Armies, and pitch'd our 
Camp on the North-fide of the River of Surat. 
When the Armies were join'd, the Amtahobs 
did not much care to march too far from the 
City, but kept within four or five Miles of it, 
where they began to throw up ftrong Breaft- 
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V90x\& before their Camp, and to^ make ftrong 
Redoubts to prevent -their being' furprized by 
the Enemy* The Governor of ^jff^t fent out 
feveral Pieces of Cannon to the Camp, and one 
great Mortar-piece which nad never beea ufed 
all the time the Moon had had it. The Enemy's 
Army now advanced within fight of US, and be- 
gan to intrench themfelves fo near, that our 
Mortar- piece threw feveral Shells among them 
during the Night. This gall'd them fo much, 
that they were in continual Motion, endeavour- 
ing to fhift from the Places . where our Shells 
lighted. 'Twas a D»/f^ Engineer, belonging to 
the Dutch Factory, who had the Diredion of 
this Mortar. The firft Night it did them con- 
fidcrable Damage, and killed three of their Ele- 
phants on the Spot, and wounded three more, 
whereby they were render'd uncapable of doing 
them any Service. ' In the mean time we, were 
very bu(y in difcharging our Cannon both Pay 
and Nighr, and made ufe of our Coehoi;iiS for 
throwing great Numbers of Granadoes among 
their advanced Parties, which gall'd thena very 
much. They alfo kept a ftrongFire on- us, and 
made feveral Motions as if they defign'd, to at- 
tack our Intrenchraents ^ but did not dare to 
undertake it« By keepirig a perpecual fire with 
our Mortar for fome flights fucceffively, it 
{blit, and killed and wourlded feveral pi- our 
Men on the Spot. When the Enemy obferv'd 
this, and the Damage which the Mogul fuf- 
tainM by this Accident, they refolved the. next 
Day to make an Atterhpc to force our Camp. 
To' this end they attacked the left Wing of the 
Army commanded by Sufurah o\xr Annabob^s 
Brother, who bravely defended himfelf, and after 
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an Engafrement of three hours, the Enemy not 
being able to penetrate the Lines, retired. At 
tl^ Attack m^ Eng/ifbman in our Service was 
killed, it being the feCond Day of his consing in- 
to tly Service, accompanied with two others. 
On which account our Annaboh ordered 500 
Rupees to be divided among us, in Acknow- 
ledgment of his good Behaviour, and fent him 
to Sutat'i to be buried in the Evglijb Burying* 
Ground, which was done with great Decency. 

OUR Ammunicton began to grow very 
fcarce, as we had kept almoft a continual fire 
on the Angfians for feme time ; and our An-' 
nabobs were expe<5ting a frelh Supply from 
G«2s»r^/, where the Magazines were generally 
well itor'd. For this reafon we flacken'd our 
fire ; but the Enemy could not readily judge . 
the meaning of it. About this time there hap- 
pened a fraart Skirmifli between the Fuchees in 
our Army, and part of the Enemy. The Fu- 
chees having-Notice that there were three Pieces 
of Cannon placed on the right of the Enemy's 
advanc'd Guard, march'd privately in the Night 
with a defign to bring them off. They firft 
feix'd the Ccntinels, and then the Cannon ^ they^ 
likewife got about 40 head of their Cattle, and 
were driving them off. Upon this, the Camp 
being alarm d, a large Number of the Enemy 
atrack'd them, and feveral were kill'd and wound- 
ed on both fides. But however, they broughc 
off. the Cannon and Cattle into our Camp. 
Thefe Cannon the Fuchees always kept with 
them as Trophies of their Succefs, The An- 
vabob^ to encourage them, made a great Enter- 
tainment for them, and gave a large Sum of 
Money among then?. 

' K THREE 
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THREE days after> the Amgrians put 
tbetnfelves in mociDn with a defign to force our 
Encrencbments. To this end, a large Body* of 
Foot, fupported by fome Horfe, advanc'd to- 
wards us. Whiereupon we drew up our Forces 
in order to oppoie them ^ and a Party of our 
Men) on feeing one of their Sahherdaivs on an 
Elephant near our Lines, advanc'd forward, 
difmounted him, and brought him Prifoner in- 
to the Camp. This Sahherdaw being brought 
to the Grand Annaboby he order'd his Head to 
be ftruck ofi) and fet up on the Walls of Surety 
where his own Party might take a View of ic. 
This highly incens'd the Sabierdaw that fucceed- 
ed him, who refolved to be revenged, if po& 
fible. 

TWO or three days before this, we had 
received a frefli Sup[dy of-Atomunition from 
GuxMfaty which happened very luckily ,• for 
the Enemy attacked our Camp with fuch Fury, 
early in the Morning, that both Armies were 
entirely engag'd. Our Lines, were foEc'd in fe- 
veral Places, and Sufurah the Brother oiRuftram 
Aiicon was taken, and fent the next Day with a 
ftvong Guard to the Sedefs Fort. Notwithftand- 
ing this, our Men ftill behaved with great Cou- 
rage ^ but our Generals having placed feveral 
Mnes in differety i^cs of the Camp, ordered 
our Men to retreat tij a proper diftance, and the 
Jngrians purfuing, the Mines .were fprung, and 
blew up great Numbers of them, with three of 
their Elephants. This caufed fuch a Conftema- 
tion among them, that they retired from our 
Lines in the utmoft Confijfion, our Men pur- 
fuing in their Turn, but fo much fatigued with 
the hard Service of the Day, that our Generals 
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ordered cH^m to remrn cooorCamp. Near 900 
MeO} befide Horfes and Elephants, were fuppofed • 
to bedeftroyed by our Mines : but what the whole 
Lofs amounted co> I cannot be particular in. After 
they had tortured Sufurah in a barbarous man- 
ner, they ftruck ofF his Head, and fix'd it on a 
Pole, on the Fort- Wall belonging to theSedey, 
by way of Retaliation for what was done to 
their SahherJa*w, 

THE continual Difturbances in thefe Coun* 
tries brought on a great Scarcity of all (ores of 
Orain ; we were obliged to fend to diftant part9 
of the Country for Supplies for the Camp, the 
Soldiers being in great Wane, and not able to^ 
perform their Duties for want of Suftenance. 
At this time Rice, which is commonly fold for 
a Half-penny a Pound, was fold for Four-pence> 
and other Provifions proportionably dear. The 
common People were obliged to eat Yams, whictv 
they generally in this Country fatten their Horfea 
wich, and the Portuguefe fatten their Hogs. The 
-Army fuflFcred very much for Want; as to the 
City, it had been cuftomary to keep great Stores 
in Ware-houfts, to fupport the* Inhabitants in 
time of Scarcity ; fo that nocwithftanding the 
Army was in great want, they would only now 
and then fend out a little for their Subfiftance. 
This caufed a great Refentment among the Sol- 
diers y who faid, as they came there to defend 
the City, ihey ought to do by them as by them« 
felves, otherwife they would throw down thek 
Arms and return to the Places of their Nativity, 
and there die with their Families, which would 
be more eligible, than to fight for tbofe who 
"With-hcld from ihom the common Neceflaries 
©f Life. There are no Laws here to puniih 
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Mutiny or Defertion ; but if a Man does not 
care to ferve any longer, he is at his liberty to 
leave the Service, and to do as he thinks proper- 
If a Party of Soldiers in the Mogul's Service are 
at any time (hort of Money on their March to 
.any part of the Country, they are allowed to 
go to any of the refponfible Inhabitants of any 
Village, and there to take what is due to them 
at that time for their Service. And in cafe they 
require more, they fign Notes of Hand for the 
Money they receive, which the Merchants or 
Brokers fcnd direftly to the next Devan Cat- 
ijally or other Magiftrate belonging to the Mo- 
gul, who takes care to forward the fame to the 
regular Annahoh to whom thefe Soldiers proper- 
ly belong, who deduds the fame from their Pay^ 
The Money is paid at fight of the Note, and 
look'd on tnere as firm as any Notes we nego- 
ciate in England, They are alfo allowed great 
Liberties in all other refpeds, paying no Taxes 
whatever. Many of the Mogul s Soldiers are 
Men of Eftates, and out of Ambition go Volun- 
teers, finding all their own Materials for the Ser- • 
vice of the Campaign ; and if they fall in Battle, 
their Eftates go to the next Heir, and the Mo- 
gul fends his proper Officers to fee all things de- 
cided with Equity and Juflice. If a Man be in- 
debted to divers Perfons, and is worth Money, 
but refufes Payment, they never do there as 
here, make a Seizure of his Perfon, but appeal 
to the head Magiftrate of the Diftri£b, who fends 
the Catvjairs Officers, and they take Pofleffion 
of his Effefis : Then they fend for all his Cre- 
ditors, and fell for ready Money fo much of his 
Goods or Chattels as his whole Debts amount 
to, if he has no ready Mon«y in the HouTe ; if 
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be has, they will allow his Goods to ftand, and 
take the Money and pay every Creditor . (b far 
as is his juft Due. But if a Perfon iropofes on- 
the Publick fo three times, then they feiz£ him, 
and cut off his right Ear, to diftinguidi him as* 
a common Cheat; after which, he is feldom or 
never trufled in the way of dealing. 

W H E N I was at Guzurat^ there happened 
"a very ftrange Accident to a young Merchant :. 
The Cafe was this. A young Mahometan Per- 
fa» came with his Uncle from Perfia to be edu- 
cated in mercantile Affairs. When they came 
to Guzuratj the young Gentleman look a 

freatHoufe, and a number of Servants ,* telling 
is Uncle he liked the Place fo much, that he 
would fix his Refidence there; wherefore he 
defired him ta deliver all theEffeds which his 
Father had given into his Cuftody, and the next 
Year when his Uncle came, he would let hinv 
fee the Improvements he (hould make. The 
Uncle approving^ his Kinfman's Propofal, readi- 
ly agreed to- his Requeft ; and fent a Letter to 
his Father, who lived at Ifpahan in Perfiay and 
was looked on as the moft confiderable Dealer 
. in that Part of the Empit^> giving him an Ac- 
count of this. The Uncle jpade what Returns 
he thought proper on his own Effedrs, being the 
moft the Market afforded, and bought up other 
J/Ierchandize, which he carried to PerJ/a with 
the firft Caravan. The Kinfman refolved to fell 
his Goods by Retail, they fetching * double that 
way, to what they do in the other. He went 
to all the Coffee-houfes, and publick Places, and 
publirtied himfelf i Retailer of the richeft Goods 
of Perjta^ The News of this foon came to the 
Mufti, who had two beautiful Daughters: Thefc 
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Ladies hearing of the great Choice this youi^ 
Merchant had, they took an Opportunity to come 
in their Coach, being clofely veil'd, and under 
the care of two Eunuchs. They were conduc- 
ed into a magnificent Parlour, where they ac- 
cording to Cuftom feated themfelves on a Car- 
pet. The young Man being diligent in his wayy 
laid before tbefe Ladies fi) great a Variety of ^l 
forts of Silks, that they could not tell well where 
to make their Choice. Sir, faid one of thenii 
you have glutted our fight with (b much Variety, 
that we are at a Stand, and do not know bow 
to make any Choice either to pleafe ourfelves, or 
for your Benefit. Lady, faid he, let a little time 
fix your Fancy, according to your Inclinations ; 
and as you have feen great Choice, take fbmeotfaer 
Opportunity to come and pleafe yourfelves. lo 
die mean time, pleaie to let me prefent each c^ 
you with a rich Piece of Silk of my Fancy, which 
a you rcturn^ again, and do not approve of it^ 
I will not require any thing of you. The Ladies 
were foroething furprized at his generous Offer, 
and accepted his Courtefy with many Compli- 
ments ,• and before they took their Leave* re- 
fineflied themfelves with feme Rofe-wareri ac- 
cording to Cuftom. During the time of their 
Stay, they were very merry, and would often 
throw im their Veils. This Difcovery of the 
Ladies beauty foenflam'd the Heart of our young 
Merchant, that be began to be enamour'd with 
it, and to make Enquiries who they belonged to. 
His Servant told biro, that they were the Grand 
Mufti's Daughters, and the only two he had, be- 
ing very fond of them j. and that they were Vir- 
gins, that as yet had never been pledged to any 
one. This caufed the young Merchant to be 
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ftill more in love; and the time they were ab- 
fenr, tho' but a few Days, made him very un- 
eafy till be fa\^ checn again. Now both thefe 
Sifters were equally enamour'd with this— young 
Merchant! and loon became jealous of one ano- 
ther y which: was- a PaiSon, before their Know- 
ledge of himj they never were acquainted with. 
But they ftill carried on a fifterly Corrcfpon- 
dcnce with each other as u(ual; tho' the. one was 
a little more crafty than the other^ but were fo 
much alike m^ Per(bn> that when they were fe-- 
parate they could' fcarce he diftinguiilied, but 
by their Naoies. In a Svon time they returned 
to our young Merchant's^ and brought Mpney 
with them to pay for v4iat he had chofie for* 
themj which thqr infixed on. They foon fell* 
into a familiar Converfation, when the Mer^ 
chant reqtiefted them to partake of a fmall Cot* 
lation of Sweetmeats> and to refrefii tfaemfelveSi 
with a Glafe or two of the Jjfahan Water. 
They readily agreed to this kind Ofief, and tfaen^ 
they pulkd off their Veils j which difcovered (b 
much Beauty, that he wasalmoftaftonifh'd at the 
Sight, The Gaiety of the one, and the Gravity 
of the other, which ieem'd to make the other's 
Mirth the more agreeable, foon pafled the time 
away rill it was late at Night. Theeldeft took: 
all Opportunities to remark the Behaviour of the- 
Merchant and her Sifter, and feem'd confirm'd' 
in her Opinion, that (lie had gain'd aCohquefb 
over him ; on which flie refolved to get her out* 
of the way. They took leave, and returned . to< 
their Father, in all Appearance very goodpriends.: 
But the next Day the elder Sfter took an Oppor- 
tunity of itifufing Poifon into fome Sherbet, wnich* 

her Sifter drank, and diedfuddenly« TbeMuf-' 
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ti was much concerned fdr the Lqfs of his 
Daughter, and the Sifter pretended great Grief 
for the fame. However, (Tie was foon buried, 
according to the Ceremony obferved at the Fu- 
neral of noble Virgins in thofe Parts, after a 
magnificent manner. They kept the time of 
their Mourning for forty Days, and then the 
Lady came abroad. The Merchant living at 
a diftance from them, did not hear of this tra- 
gical Story for fome time. 

WHEN the time of the Mourning was ex- 
pired, the furviving Lady came to the Merchant 
in h«t ufual Gaiety, afFedling all the Deceas*d*s 
Adions; and, as was faid before, they were fo 
much alike that none could diftinguiih them, but 
by their Names. She bought feveral valuable 
Things that flie fancied, and was well delighted 
in the Merchant's Company ^ who could not 
forbear expreffing his Paflion to her. This was 
much to her Sacisfafiion, this Lady being now 
the only Daughter, and her Father very ancient. 
Vpon an Invitation from the Merchant9 fhe 
Gondefcended one Night to come to Supper with 
him ; for tho' unmarried Women have Eunuchs 
to attend them, if they are not confirmed to 
any Man, they have the Liberty of difpofing of 
themfelves as they pleafe. As fhe had promised 
to give the Merchant her Company, fhe drefled 
^erfelf in her richeft Attire, and during the time 
of their amorous Difcourfe, (he gave him a very 
Vich Pearl Necklace off her Neck, and defired 
him to preferve it for her Sake ; which he pro- 
mifed: and in return, accordingly made her a 
rich Prefenf^ The Merchant having now fold 
off moft part of his Goods, and got a vaft deal 
of ready Money in the Houfe^ his Servants, 
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who knew this, well enough, and who bad for 
fome time defrauded him, rcfolved to murder 
him, and feize his Efieds. This they effcsSed 
foon aFcer the Lady was gone, by ftrangPing him 
in his Bed j they then pack'd up all his Treafure, 
and made off with every thing, except the great 
Pearl Necklace, which was fet in Gold. They 
buried the Merchant in the Court- Yard, under 
the pavement ; and with him the Pearl Neck- 
lace, being afraid to keep it, left it ftiould make 
a D:lcovcry. 

T H E Lady coming fome time after, and 
finding the Houfe fhut up, made enquiry afrer 
the young Merchant, The Neighbours faid, 
that they faw all his EffecSts carried off fuch a 
Morning, and that his Servanrs went the Night 
before and paid the Rfnt of the Houfe by his 
Order, as they pretended j fo that he did not 
go away in privvitc: they gave out, that their 
Maltcr had ordered his Merchandize to be car- 
ry'd ro Camhay^ where he defign'd to fell the re- 
mainder, as he fjppofed Guzttrat to be now 
well lupply'd with his fort of Goods. But that . 
he would return thiiher in a fhort time again. 
•The Lady was much inraged, to think that flie 
fhould thus lofe the only Man fhe had ever yet 
placed her Affections on,* and to find that be 
fhould fo far deceiye her, by making promifes 
to her of fidelity: but however, Hie confoled • 
herfelf v^ith the Thought that he was only gone ' 
for a ihort time, and wou'd foon return again. 

WITH this Hope fhe comforted herfelf 
for a long time; but finding him not to return, 
flie fell into great Agonies of Grief, which oc* 
cafion'd a dangerous Fit of Sicknefs; infomuch 
that her Father feared fhe would die. This hap* 
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pened fome Years before I knew Guzurat^ but 
whac follows occurM whilft I was od the Spot. 

THERE happened to come down from 
Camhay a great Corn-Fador, who wanted a 
Houfe, and chanc'd to take that of this Mer- 
chant) which had flood empty ever fince he was 
murder'd. The Corn-Faflor was a young Man, 
very much in Efteem among the Merchants ^ 
and one Day a large quantity of Corn being 
Ihot in the Yard, the Men in turning it aboiic 
to Air, (bme how with the edge of their Shovels 
turned up the Scone that the young Merchant was 
buried under. Upon this they call d their Matter, 
who fpying part of the Pearl Necklace, took itup,- 
and afterwards feeing the Bones of a human Body, 
he called the People of the Neighbourhood in, 
but conceal'd the Necklace. Great enquiry was 
immediately made all over the City conceminfi; 
this Affair i it being naturally fuppofed that theic 
were the Bones of fome Perfon who had been 
niurder'd, and clandeflineiy buried. But by ihe 
Appearance it mufl have lain there fo long, that 
there feemed little hope of (Jifcovering the Mur- 
derers. Notices were fixecl at all the City- 
Gates, and great Rewards offered for any that 
would make a Difcovery. > 

THE murdered Merchant's Uncle had ufed 

*come for feveral Years from Perjia^ to 
de ^tjSuzurat; but had now remained a long 
while itf Perfidy and was grown very rich : but 
not having heard from ms Nephew for fome 
Years, was refoJved to quit Perfia^ and fettle 
at Guzurat. On bis Arrival there^ he was in- 
formed that he had moved all his £fle(3s from 
thence to Cambay^ flnce which, he could hear 
jQp Account of him. This gave him great Un- 
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eafinefi i and he fent to Camhay to inquire after 
him ; but hearing no News of him there, he 
fent to feveral other chief Cities of Trade in 
the Mogul's DominioD^^ but ail to no pur- 
pofe. 

TH E Uncfe being a Man of Reputation was 
foon made one of the CaPoialh or Juftices of the 
City 5 and hearing the Report which was giyen 
out by the Corn-Faiftor, he went with fome 
Officers to the Houfe to examine into the Af- 
fair j they perceived the Place where a Body had 
been buried for many Years, but there was no- 
thing remaining except the bare Bones. They 
could not therefore be pofitive that it was the 
Skeleton of the young Merchant, but only ima- 
gin'd ic to be the fame. The old Mufri was ftill 
living, and his Daughter, who had grievoufly 
mourned for the Abfence of her Lover, and 
had been terribly tormented with the Thoughts 
of having poifon'd her Sifter ; by which means 
flie was aimoft worn away to a Shadow. 

THE Landlord of the Houfe being fent for, 
declared that the Merchant's Servants paid him 
his Rent the Night b^ore they faid their Matter 
was going to Camhay ^ and that he had no man- 
ner of Miftruft of any foul Pl^ from the Ser- 
vants. That indeed fome of the Neighbours 
defign'd to have took their Leave of him ; 
but they were told that he fet out with fevey^ 
other Merchants at Break of Day ; arid left on^ 
ders for his EfiFeds to follow him immediately : 
The Servants having ail things in readinefi and 
the Camels loaded, went out of the City very 
boldhr, and none had any miftruft^ 

THE Com-Faftor refoived td tmke the 
c^ft of the Necklace v for wlucb^ p«Nfx>fe he 
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* • ,Bir it in his Pocket one Morning after ihe NoUe 
Was a little over, and brought it to a wealthy 

^: / Broker that dealt in Jewels, &c, and asked hinoi 

^ ^ if he would, buy thofe Pearls fet in Gold. He 

; - no fooner faw them, but he judged that they 

/. were not his own; however, he asked him 

k . what he would have for them ; the Corn-Faftor 

• f PJJi a very low price upon them, that did not 

amount to a quarter of the Value : the Broker 
, • judging by this that the Necklace was ftole,- and 
the Corn-Faftor being a Stranger to him, he 
defired him to fit down a little, and he would 
confidef of the Price. In the mean time, he 
fenr for fome OflScers, who came in and car- 
ried him before the Cativall. The Broker told 
him, that this young Man had Ihewed him a 
rich Pearl Necklace, which he oflFer'd to difpofe 
^ of^ but that he was fure it muft be ftole, for 
he did not ask a quarter the Value of it. The 
Corn-Fa<3or hearing what was faid to the Cat- 
luall^ was fo far confounded, that he could not 
tell wh^t to fay j and knowing how he came by 
ir, was afraid to own that he found it near the 
Body of the fuppofed murder'd Perfon, becauie 
that might give a Sufpicion of his being one of 
the Murderers. He was now in fo much Con- 
fufion, that he was not able to anfwer any 
Queftions the Juftice asked him ; but feem^d 

I, equivocate to and fro in a fcandalous manner. 

his confirm'd the Juftice and all prefent, in an 
Opinion that he was adually guilty of Murder 
and Robbery y on which the CatnvaU order'd 
his right Hand to be cut oflF. The Pain, Shame 
and Confufion that he was now brought into, 
caufed him to be like one diftradled; but fo 
fqon as the Execution was performed; he was. 

fee 
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fee at Liberty, and the Broker delivered the 
Pearl Necklace to the Catwally who hung it 
up in his Office, for People to fee if they could 
give any Account of it. 

A S they were turning Hie young Corn-Faflor 
about his Bufinefs, the old Mufti came to the 
Catwairs Office, and feeing a croud of People 
about, the place, demanded the Reafon, an^ 
what was the Caufe of the fame. Being feated. 
by the Catwall^ he told him the whole Story, 
and fhew'd him the Necklace, which he knew 
to be his Daughter's. He therefore fent for her 
to come forthwith ; and in the mean time they 
ftopt the Corn-Fador again, and paffing a frem 
Examination, the Mufti's Daughter affirmed the 
Necklace to be hers, by comparing its Agree- 
ment with her other Jewels,- (he alfo related 
the whole Circumftances of the Affiiir between 
her and the young Merchant, before the Cat^ 
'wall and her Father. They now blamed the 
Corn-Fador for not having the Courage to tell 
the Truth befpre, which might have been a 
tneans to have prevented the fevere Sentence 
which had been executed on hini. The Cat-^ 
vjall was fatisfied now, that the rotirder'd Perfon 
was his Ki^fman, according to the Account 
which the Mufti's Daughter gave of the matter ^ 
rho' (he did not confefs at that time that (he had 
poifon'd lyir Sifter, but the Eunuchs knew the . 
whole Aflfair. The Mufti took the young Corn^ 
Faftor home to his Houfe, and exprefs'd a 
great concern for his Misfortune j and, to make 
him fome amends, order'd a Broker to fell off 
all his EflFefts, that he might fettle and live 
with him, and the more to comfort him in his 
Melancholy, gave him bis Daughter in Marriage. .

But (he, core with Rctnorfe of having poifon*d 
her Sifter, and the tragical Exit of her firft Lo- 
ver adding more Sorrow, expired in two or 
three Weeks after, confefSng her Inhumanity 
to her Sifter. 

BUT to return : The Scarcity of Provifions 
ftill contii\}ied in the Camp ^ but the Citizens 
being apprehenfive that the Army wou'd dif- 
perfe, as they threaten'd, and leave them to be 
pillaged by the Angrrans^ fent them all the Sup- 
ply they poffibly could ; but the Armies conti- 
nued a confiderable time without Aftion. Tbe 
Mogul now fent to Gogo, and ordered the chief 
Prince and AnnaM of that Province to raife 
a confiderable number of Men, to fend down 
to Surat, Thefe Gogo Men are looked on as 
the moft couragious in the Mogul's Empire, 
and are never made ufe of but on great Occa- 
fionsj they are Men of a very large Size, have 
a daring and bold Look, and had rather die 
Sword in Hand, than give back one foot of 
Ground: They raifed loooo of rhem, and fent 
them over to Broach in order to recruit our diP- 
hearten'd Forces. Tlie Angtians were as fick 
of the Lay as the Moots, and wou'd willingly 

. have enter'd on a- Truce for (bme time, but 
did not cafe to mate the firft Offer; for* they " 
refolved to infift on the tributary Dues which 

Jaad been for many Years paid to the Gonimsy. 

^r wh^i we call the Sedees, 

SINCE the- Alliance between Aitgridt and- 
the young Sedey, the Country has been conti- 
nually haraffed. I have feen feveral Eng/ffifmett, 
who have been in the Eaft parts fince my Ar- 
rival in Englandy and took on in the Mogiil's 
Service^ and fome of them in the. fame Station 

as 
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as I was: But very few care to continue long 
with tbem. Captain Hocking continued the lon- 
ged with them of any I ever heard of, except 
tbofe who go to Dilley, and enter into the Mo- 
ll's Sevice as his Body Guard, in which 
Corps he has a great number of Europe ansy 
who live very eafy, and only mount Guard the 
Days the Mqgul goes out on Pleafure^ or to the 
Mofques to Prayers. 

TH E Dutch Merchants, during the Siege of 
Broacby were of great Service to the Mogul's 
Party i affifting them very much by direding 
them where to keep their ftrongeft and moft 
compleat Men during the time of Aftion. This 
was of great ufe in preferving the City, which 
with the Cannon kept (b continual a Fire on 
them, that they could not return their Fire fo 
faft as they intended : feveral of the Cannon on 
the City- Walls were difmounted^ but many 
more of the Befi^ers, who by the help of 
the Pyrates before mentioned, foon remounted 
their Guns agaifi. , Let us now return to Su- 
tat, 

TH ]& City of Surat is noted for the great 
refort of all Nations, Engli/b^ Dutch, Frenchy 
Portuguefey &c. who carry on a great Trade and 
Commerce there. The Par 'iguefe have a fine 
Church here, and feveral Clergymen who ofH^ 
ciate in it. They are much rclpefted by the\' 
Moors in Surat^ tho' not among the Inland In- 
habitants. The En^lijh and French havie each a 
Fadory here^ but the Dutch Faftory is out of 
the City* In all Difputes the Portuguefe and 
French ufually apply to the EngUJb for their Ar- 
bitration. So that the Chriftians for their own 
fafeLty could not avoid being concerned in the 
■ '^ - fuf- 
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fuftaining the Siege , for if Angria had taken ihe 
City, he wou'd probably have made a Maffacre 
among the Inhabitants j there being fuppofed 
half as many Chrili:i3ns in Surat as there arc 
Moorsy it being a Place of free Trade granted 
from the Mogul. They have few Taxes to pay, 
and the Rents are very eafy ; a Man may have 
a pretty good Houfe in any Part of that Qty for 
four Rupees per Month, which is but bare fix 
Pound a Year. The Fanglijh have a Faftory 
there, and pay the Mogul a Duty oa all their 
Goods; there is alfo a Cuftom-Houfe, where 
all Duties are paid'. The City is governed with 
great Equity and Juftice, abounding with Plen- 
ty of an oorts of Fruits, Roots and Grain. 
The French and Fortuguefe have each a Church 
here, fupporred at the Expence of the King of 
Trance and King of Fortugaly and a confiderable 
number of Clergy for making Converts, and 
preaching the Gofpel of Chrtjl in the McguPs 
Dominions. The Eng%7j have few Clergymen 
here, nor in any other Parts of 1/?^;^, excepting 
Bombay ^ Madrafs-^ and Bevgal^ where they have 
one or two Clergyman for each City. 

'SURA r is the chief Place of Trade the Mo- 
gul is pofll'fb'd of j and did not the A?7gr'tans fo 
much interrupt their Commerce, it wou'd be 
the richeft City of India ^ as it is the moft con- 
venient for Shipping and Landing all forts of 
Merchandize. The Qty iis fciruate by the fide 
of a pleafant River, which falls into tne Indian 
Sea over a Bar: This River is Navigable for 
Ships of large Burthen, where they have the be- 
nefit of Building and Repairing Ships with the famei 
convenience as we have in England, The Moors 

build 
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buUd very compleat Ships; which the Princes of 
Arabia frequently purchafe. 

THERE is a very ftrong Caftle here, into 
which they never fuflfer any Stranger to enter; 
for if any French, Dutch, Englijb, Portuguefiy or 
any whatfbever prefume to enter the fame, they 
are never iiifiered to come out again, or ever 
heard of any more ', they fey, indeed, they ne- 
ver put them to Death, out allow them the Li- 
'berty of the Place, there being large Places for 
Recreation therein, with fine Fountains beauti- 
fully contrived, alfo the Lodgings of ^i^^^rj:^;^^, 
and the Seraglio for his Ladies. On the Caftle- 
Walls they mount above 100 large Cannori, it- 
is moated all round, and has but one Place of 
Entrance, which \s over a EXraw-Bridge, through 
a large pair of Stone Gates, clamped togecher 
with Bars of Iron. If ever Angria was to con- 
quer the Town, he could never take the Caftle, 
or refide within the reach of die Guns, they be- 
ing of a great Length ^ they have alfo feveral 
Mortars. Their Magazines and Store-Houfcs are- 
very large J they fay, that there are Stores of all 
forts of Provifions and Neceflarics for fome 
Years.. 

THE Mogur$ Mint is kept in this Caftle, 
and all. Foreign^Gold and Silver is brought hither, 
and coin'd for the Benefit of the Merchants, 
who pay very litde^fbr the coining of either 
Gold or Silver. Here th^ kept Sir John Gore 
near 21 Years a Prifbner, till he got bis Liberty 
by a Stratagem ; for which reafon, few Englijl^ 
wen of iNOte will ever go a-ft\ore at Surat. 
They gave Governor Boone feveral Invitations 
t;o come on ihore there, but he did not care to 
venture out of his Ship, but gave magnificent 

. Enter-. 
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Eatertainments on botrd for the Merchants. 
The Mwrt ihewed a great deal of Aife&ion for 
hicDy and were daily watting on hicn with Pre- 
ienta^ of value ; but hia Honour knew how Af^* 
fiiirs Were between "Ruftram and the Broker too 
well, to truft to their pretended Kindnefs : for 
bad they got him on Shore) probably xhey would 
not have fufier'd him to come ojBF again till 
fuch time as he had pay'd every Farthing of the 
Demands they had on the Company. 

A S we have fpoke fomething relating, to the 
Scicuation and Trade of the City> we will now 
i^k of the Trade and Commerce bwu^t 
down to the Place from the adjacent Conncriei. 
The beft Commodities of the Empire being 
brouffht down to Snraty are there oifoos'd o? 
by Merchants that deal very largely. By fend- 
ing to any of thefe Merchants^ and. teUing them 
you want fuch and fiich a Quantity of particular 
Goods; you may have your Goods brought 
Home to your own Hbu&s, open'd and repaclcd 
before your Face> to fee that all Things agree 
with the Sample; and if you diflike any thingy 
it. is exchanged without demur ; they are fi> ex- 
pert in their way of Trade, that they feldom 
admit any thing to be pack'd up worfe than the 
Sample. ' They have here greatplenty of Dia* 
monds, rich Velvets, Atlafles, TaflFaties, Fetfia. 
Silks y Cottons , Scripe'd Dimities flowerd 
with Gold> &€. The Merchants ufually Wear 
fome of thefe for App^el, taking great delisht 
i& adorning themfelv^ with rich and nne 
Cloathing. 

IN peaceable Times, here is the greateft 
plenty of all (ores of Roots, as Carrots^ Turnips, 
green Peas and Beans, chough a very fmall fort : 

They 
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They have alfo great variety of moft forts of 
Fniit. The Merchants are generous in their way 
frf Trade, and they are allow'd a Draw-back 00 
ieveral forts of Goods. 

THE Angrians fcnt a Party to take tWa 
large Yards where they ufed to build their Ships> 
but they found only two old Ships, that lay by 
the Walls paft repairii» : thefe Ships they burnr^ 
with no ihanner of Conduft ; for had they fet 
theth on fire about two or three Hours before 
High-Water, they probably wou'd have drove 
up the River, and fet fome of the Shipping on 
fire chat lay under the Cannon of the Caftle; 
but fetting them on fire at half Ebb, they 
burnt where they lay, without any farther Mtf- 
chicf : However, many of the Ships that lay be* 
low the Town, being by this means alarmed, 
were brought up the River under the Cannon 
of the Caftle, for their better fecurity : After 
the Aiigrians had done this, they retired. 

WE were now ordered to draw off our For- 
desi and make the beft of our Way towards 
Cambay^ where we had at Chimnav) a very fmart 
Skirmifli with the Cukyr^ who for feveral Days 
ply'd us with (howers of Arrows, which did fome 
execution ; fo that Our Annahob was forc'd to 
make ufe of our Cannon : To this purpofe we 
brought fix Pieces to play among them, which 
made fuch a Slaughter, that they quickly dif-. 
perfed, and rather than comply to pay Tribute, 
they left their Town and fled. This Town we 
burnty after having pillaged it of every thing 
valuabFe i we alfo fill d up all their Wells, and 
did all the Damage poffible to their Grounds, 
which they generally keep in good order, and 
are tlie chief Support of the Cotton Manufitdure: 

But 
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But thefe Pec^le are oP that obftioate EMfpofi- 
tion, that cbqr will doc pay Tribute, nor be in 
aay Subjection.. 

FROM CbimnaiD we marched toward i Cam- 
bay^ where the Culejs are very numerous ; here 
they made a ftout Refiftance : But our Annahob 
was refolved nor to fliew them any Favour; on 
which account, he brought all his Elephants 
a-breaft, and armed them with Chains on tbe-r 
Trunks^ and drove them amongft the Cuieys. 
The Elephants laid about them with their Chains, 
and firing from our Platforms, whilft others of 
our Soldiers difcharged their Arrows among 
them, vaft Numbers were crufli'd under Foot in 
a terrible manner* Our Annabob prevailing) put 
Men,' Women, and Children to the Sword, and 
plunder'd the Town ^ after which, we continued 
here for near a Month, every Day digging un- 
der the FoundatioDS-of their Houfes, and fearch- 
ing very ftridly for their Money ; they having: 
a Cuftom amongft them to burv their Money. 
We alfo fearch'd their Ponds, and dragg'd them ;. 
alfo fent Men to dive all over them, by which 
maans we found feveral large Chefts of Treafure, 
which paid our Annabob well for \as Trouble. 
Here we ftock'd our felves well with all forts of 
Grain, which caufed great Plenty in the Catnp. 
We alfo took great Score of their Cattle, and 
fent them down to J&urat^ where they were di- 
rcdly fold. After their Granaries and Score- 
houfes were emptied, and all Things brought 
' out of the Town, which was very large, well^ 
peopled, and of great Trade, our Annabob came 
to fee ilie Town fet on fire and laid in athes. 
Ic continued burning near two Days, when all 
the Place was intirelf confumed.. Thefe Culeyi 

rob 
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fob in Parties on the High-way, (o that they 
are great Interrupters to fuch fair dealing People 
as -travel from Town to Town for the Benefit 
of marketting with their Effefts, as they hear 
how the Markets rife and fall. Now thefe tra- 
velling Merchants are generally Banyans^ a Peo- 
ple that will not moleft the greateft Enemy in 
J^ife, neither will they be concern'd in War; 
they never eat any Thing which ever had Life 
or Blood ; the chief of their Food being all forts 
of Herbs, Roots, Rice and Fruits. If they fwarm 
with Verniin, they will take themoiF, and throw 
xhem from them, but will not kill them/ They 
worfhip a Cow, Ox, or Calf, to which they pay 
^rcat Adoration. They believe the Tranfm igra- 
tion of Souls: They are very covetous, and will 
<travel fome fcore of Miles, and not lay out a 
Piece in Refrefliment for themfelves, living on 
what they carry with them. Their travelling 
Food they provide in this Method ; they know 
how far they have to travel, and how many 
Days they fliall be on the Road : They provide 
Food for their Cattle as well as thernfelves. They 
never drefs any Thing but where they have Time 
to confecrate a Place of Worfliip for thetnfelves, 
where t-hey fet up a God of Clay pr the like, who 
is to be a G-uardian for them during the Time 
of their praying to the Calf or Cow, or what- 
ever they are Mafters of, in that^kind. At this 
time they boil gr^at* Quantities' of Rice, and 
lay it Corn by Corn between two Boards ; they 
prcfs it flat, and then dry it in the Sun, 'which is 
then like Wafer. Of Rice prepared in this Me- 
thod they carry a great deal^ when they are 
-hungry, they take a Pan, and mix it up with 
Wacer and Sugar, and eat as Opportunity fervesj 
'; during 
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^^ during the Time of their travelling. Thefe poor 

inofienfive People pay great Tribute to the 
MoguU for the Liberty of Trade. For their fur- 
ther Security they go in great Bodies, fometimes 
two or three Hundred in a Company, where 
they think their appearing fo numerous may 
frighten the CuUjs, But the Culejs foon prove 
too ftrong for them, and frequently put them 
all tf ) the Sword, and feize all their Merchandize. 
Thus they rob a poor inofFendve People, and 
fpare none, provided they think they can over- 
power them. The Butch Scaffbkis have been 
befet by them, and found a dif&cult Matter to 
come off without the Lofe of one or two Wag- 
gon Loads : So that the Culeys are, in feme re- 
rpe(fts, as bad as the An^ians^ and frequendy 
find Employment for the MoguFs Army, who 
purfue them from Place to Place, but can never 
entirely fupprefs them. Thefe are the People 
which the northern Parts of the MoguPs Domi- 
nions are over-run with; they will venture in 
the Night to come about the Camp, and take 
Opportunities of fteaHwg Ibmcthing of conilder- 
able Value ,• but they often come fliott home, 
for the Catv:ai/s of the /^pguFs Goverdment keep 
fuch a good Look-out for them all Night, that 
they often come up with them,.. cut off their 
Heads, and lesave them for the Crows to devour 
them, for they never ftay to dig a Hole to put 
them in. 

F R O M the Place I have been laft fpeaking 
of, we came towards the Back of Cambay^ and 
marched towards Carmenayy where we furpriz'd 
feveral more of the Culeys j for during the whole 
March, I think we had not above four Towns 
that paid their Tributes, which Towns we left 

(landing i 
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ftanding^ the' they were very iafolent, and 
threacned very much wbac they would do to the 
jinnabob^ if ever they could over-power him. 
We made no great Stay amongft them, having 
got into the very Heart of their Country j for 
if once they take on them to attack an Army, 
they never give over till they kill or be killed. 
The chief of their Weapons are Bows and Ar* 
rows, and Sword and Target ,• tho* feme of them 
exercife the Lance. They have very fine Horfes 
amongft ihem, which they will fell very cheap, 
as alfo any other Things that they have, when 
they wy their Tribute. They are very politick 
and fly j they never make any manner of Re- 
fiftance without they think themfelves fure of 
gaining the ViAory, for they will fooner run 
away than ftay to be taken; well knowing 
the Fate they fufier when they fall under- the 
Power of the Annahohh Soldiers, and in parti- 
cular the Arabsj who make great Havock a- 
mongft them. They are a People of a comely 
Stature, clean-limb'd, of great Swifmefe of 
Foot, and very ingenious in their Way ; their 
chief Delight and Care is breeding up Cattle, 
keeping great Flocks, and manuring theirGrounds. 
They are a very induftrious People, and would 
foon be rich, were they to be brought under a 
regular Government by the Mogul But being 
fo much addided to Theft and Rebellion, were 
they not to keep a ftridl Hand over them, they 
would foon over-run the Moguh Empire, and 
deftroy all his Dominions. They have neither 
Kings nor Princes amongft them, for they will 
not condefcend to be under any manner of Sub- 
jection ^ they will never allow any one of them 
to take a particular Prerogative over the reft. 
. When 
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When they rife in great Bodies, they feldom are 
under any Command, which makes them Yefi 

Eowerful. There is a Party of them who in- 
abit more to the Eaftward, that appoint Go- 
vernors, and eredb Laws ainongft themfelves; 
but thofe to the Northward of Cambay^ will not 
come under any manner of Subjection: They 
xio as they pleaie in all Things ; they worfliip 
Idols of Brafs and Stone, the Highways being 
-filled with all manner of Images, which the 
Mahometans pull down and demoliili ^ and the 
€uleys repair when they return again. 

WHEN the MoguFs Army makes any De- 
mand of them, provided they are willing to pay 
the Tribute, they will come and meet the An- 
^aboh a Day's March before he comes near the 
Town, to know what he demands,* and then 
they leave tv/o or three of the richeft of them as 
Hoftages, when they are fure the Inhabitants 
have fufficient already raifed for the Payment of 
xhe tributary Demands. They feldom prove 
falfe to one another ,• whenever they come to 
•treat with the Anvabob^ he is always fure of his 
Demands; tho' fometimes they will plead Pot 
verty, and pretend they have had a bad Time; 
and thcntht An?tabob readily makes feme /Abate- 
ments. . 'TisTurprixing to me, that they do not 
extirpate thefe People, which I think might- be 
done. But if ihey pay 'their tributary Oemands, 
they never moleft thej:n, and fufFerthem to (leal 
and plunder the travelling People as much as 
tbev think proper. 

T O icturn from this DigreQion : We Jb^ere 
with the Annabob all this while rambling ajjout 
the Councry, and driving all before us, ri^l the 
Scafon of the Year was arrived for our RetUrn to 

Guzurat^ 
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Guzuraty where we ufed to refide generally about 
the Month of May'^ and lay in clofe Quarters. 
During our ftay at Guzuraf, we had the Benefit of 
recreating our lelves in the Gardens, and the con? 
ftant Converfation of the Dutch Gentlemen in their 
Faftory, they would be always doing us fome 
good Offices, efpecially if any of us were out of 
order, and generally entertain'd usina veryhand< 
fome manner. The Gentleman that was with me 
here, in the Poft of Ingineer, was Mr. Nathanael 
Wehh of SouthavtptoHy who had been brought up 
to the Law, and had run through a plentiful Eftate 
in England of 800 /. pet Annum, He left England 
with us in the Salisbury^ and was a Man of excel- 
lent Partis. At our firft arrival at Bombay^ Cap- 
tain Cojckburn difcharg'd him ^ but he happening to 
light of a Friend there by mere chance, was made 
a Faftor by the Governour and Council ; and while 
we proceeded on our Courfe in fearch of the Pi-» 
rates, 'bis Friend died, and he was accufed by fome 
Perlbn unknown, to the Governour and Council 
of a Miftake in his Accounts. For which reafonj 
without giving him time to correft the Error, he 
was difmiffed the Service,* though he honourably 
clear'd hiinfelf afterwards, and was ofFer'd the£ime 
Poft again ^ but refufed it. He went %oSurat 
'with us in the Salisbury ^ and fome time after, at 
my. 'return to Surat^ I met with him again, whea 
he'inform'd me of his Circumftaoces, and how 
things were with him. . There was alfo Captaia 
jLynes^ who ha.s already been fpoken of; he being 
at that time under the lame Misfortunej as my felf^ 
and had been ^ken by the Sangarcnsy joinM Com- 
pany with us, ,ra order to travd from Sural to JBet^. 
gal', there being Co great Apprehenfions of Angfia% 
that the Merchants were afraid to fend their ^ip$ 

* L to 
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to any part of the Coaft: fo that bufinefi being 
very dead) we defign'd to take the before mea- 
tion'd Journey J which proved very difficult, the 
Annans being diftributed all over the Country; 
and between Surat and Broach we were obl^'d 
to lie concealed two or three days, as roention'd 
before. 

Captain Xynpw and my felf, after we took on in 
the Awnahov^ Service, very often differed in our 
opinions, which made a great uneafinefi between 
us. He was very much opinionated, but knew 
very little of the Bufinefs he had undertaken: this 
contradiding way of Proceeding could never do 
with me J for all that •ever knew me, I hope, will 
allow rae qualified for the Bufinefs I undertook. 
Mr. WM obferving the turbulent Difpofition of 
this Gendemafl) and being a Lover of Quietnef^, 
would daily try to make diins;s eafy between us^ 
but all in vain. He at laft remfed to eat with us, 
and would go and buyhisown Provifion: accord- 
ifl^y Mr. Wthh and niyfelf let him take his own 
way; which caufed him to leave us at Guzurat^ 
after we came from the Expedition againft the Cu^ 
kjs. He pretended he would go to 5«rrir/; it being 
now the beft time for travelling. To this end, he 
took his leave of us, and let forward. Juft as'he 
cot out of Bnukrahy havmg joih'd the Dutch Scaf- 
folds, the Angrians were very near (eixing of him. 
•For he, with the Dutch Gentleinen, was obliged 
to return to Broderah^ and there to continue, all 
the time of the Rainsj to avoid falling into the hands 
of An^i£% Forces. I found him at Broach with 
the Dutch^ who fupported him for a conQderable 
time. I left him among them,* he told me that 
he would go to Vataviay but how or which Way 
he went) I cannot- &y. He faid, when he came 
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to Batavia he would get a PalTage to Bengali^ he 
being married to a Serjeant's Daughter at Anjan^ 

This he chofe, being tired, as he faid, with be- 
ing oWiged to travel about from place to place in 
a fiiltry Climate; tho* I muft fay, that I lik'd 
the way of living fo well, that I would aftually 
chafe to be with them again, rather than be im- ' 
pofed on, as 1 have been in fome other Service- 
It has been my chief Care at all times to do my 
Duty to my Oountry^ tho* I have never had what 
properly belonged to me, but others have been 
paid for what I have done. I fhall fay very little 
in the Affair, but fhall only mention feme volun- 
tary Pieces of Service I have done in behalf of 
the Hon. Company: I was at the two Sieges of 
Carwar^ Z^ the Attack on Kemfiewy at the Sieges 
of Kennery^ and of Gerey, at the Expedition aeainfl: 
the Portuguefe, and at the great Siege of AlTahag'y 
I was alfo at the taking of the Deco^ Grab: ^I' 
which I can prove to be raft, and bring fome Per- 
fons, now in Ldndon, to confirm the lame. Accord- 
ingly, I have reafon to hope, that thofe Gentle- 
men, who have it in their power to reward any 
Services done them in the Eaft-Indies^ will not be 
altogether unmindful of me*. 

To rttnxtitoGuzurat'y fome time after Captain 
I^ynes left us, Mr. J^^^ was taken fick, and died; 
during the Tiffin of his Illnefs, the Dutch Gentle- 
men daily vifited him, and fent h\va eveiy thing 
convenient for one in his Condition. The Doc- 
tor was continually vifiting him, and prefcrib'd 

L 2 fuch 
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fuch Medicines as he thought moft convenient; 
And the Dutch Gentlemen exceeded their ufual 
Hofpicality: And I muft fay> that I never receiv'd 
niore Civility from any Gentlemen. We always 
lodg'd our Money in their Hands, and they prov'd 
very faithful Bankers. Mr. Wehh died in about a 
week's time after his being taken ill, axid was in- 
terr'd in the Dutch Burying-Ground. I was now 
left alone, to undergo the fatigue of looking after 
the Cannon. But the Dutch Gentlemen alleviated 
this Situation by their frequent Invitations to ride 
with them; fo that I did not want for Recreation, 
and I eat and flept more at the Dutch Fa<3:ory than 
I did at my own Hou(e, and was always welcome. 

One Day, as I had been at Dinner with the 
Dutch Gentlemen, and coming home, I perceiv'd 
feveral Chriftiah Men juft arrived in Town, and 
being defirous to fee who they were, I found three 
Tortugueje^ and two Dutchmen'^ one of the Vortu^ 
guefe^ as he caird himfelf, ^2lS Anthony Jones^ who 
gave me the Account I have inferted conc^rnit% 
Plantaiffy and that he had made his Efcape from 
tlie Pyrates, and bad been down at Bengali^ and 
was there married and fetded; and as the Wars were 
ftill troublefome, they join'd Company with each 
other, and came up to Guzuraty in order to pro- 
ceed, for D/lIeyy and take on in the MoguFs Ser- 
vice. But the Zamelock ftill continiied his Re- 
bellion, and was refolved to depofe the Mogul if 
poffible. Whereupon, Orders were: fent for the 
Annabob to en^ge as many EngU[h^ and other 
Chriftians as poffibly he could light of, and not to 
Ipare for Wages, which fliould be paid them very 
cxadlly according to their Agreement. On this 
Encouragement, niany EngHftjTnen^. who were out 
of Employment, and woujd. not go down to 
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"Bombay^ fince Governor Boone had left the Ifland/ 
enter'd inro the Mogul's Service, and went away 
for Dil^ey; tho'many of them would rather have 
tarried at GuzuraT^ for they did not approve of 
the Fatigue of travelling. 'Tis very cuftomary a- 
mongft the Englijb m thofe Parts, to defpife any 
Perfon that accepts of ferving the Moguls tho* at 
the fame time a Man may lie out of BuGnefF, 
and fpend all his Subftance in waiting for Employ- 
ment. 

As for my Part, were I as young as I was then, 
I do not doubt but my Curioiity might lead me 
again to infpeft more narrowly into the Cuftoms 
and Manners of the Eaft-Indians^ than I have yet 
done; tho* my Accounts are as exaft and true as 
my Situation would \admit of. In -the Hiftory I 
have given, I have borrow'd nothing from any' 
•former Authors: But my Obfervations are chiefly 
taken from what I have been an Eve and Ear-wit* 
nefi to. I have felt the omart ana Fatigue of En- 
gagements, Hurries in Marches, excemve Pains 
and Wearineft in travelling, tofetisfy my own Cu- 
riofity; and. now with Pleafure deliver the fame 
to the Curious, for their Enc^tainmcnt. 

The Rainy Seafon being c¥br about the end of 
yufjfi the &rft New Moon iru j^ugufi is obferved 
by the Moors as a grand Feflival for the Return 
of fair Weather^ and tho* the Rainy Seafon is ^s 
certain every Year as Winter and Summer, yet 
the Indian Bramins flatter the People with Notions 
that they fhall never have any more foul Wea- 
ther. Our Army having performed the Ceremo- 
nies and Feftival, we receiv'd Orders from the 
Grand Mogui to begin our March; which proved 
very bad, by the heavy Rains that fell after v^e were 
on the March j and we were obliged to endure dt« 
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fame, and not return to Gu^urat, For tho' thef 
account the firft New Moon in Augufi to be the 
time when the Rains ufually ceafe, it was this Year 
the latter end of Stftember before the Weather 
quite alter'd. In the Month of November the 
Northern Winds begin to blow, and rtfine ihc 
Ave J we have then fine wholefonae and good Wea- 
ther, with delightful Bree^i^es. In this Uncercainiy 
of Weather we were oblig'd to encan^p many 
Daysj tho' our Army had excellent Covers witn 
their Terns, which are- well contrived to keep oiit 
.Rain, and feldom or ever are blown down. I 
have lain near a Fortnight in the Camp in, my own 
'Tenr> and ic has rain'd for the tnoD: pare of the 
time, when we have not had a Drop of Water 
come into the Tent Day or Night. We oace 
were obliged to pitch our Tents in a great Hufry, 
as we came near to a large Town oelongiog to 
the Cu/eys; and our Annahaivfu reiblved to Mve 
the Tribute demanded before we left the Place. 
Tbe^Camp was partly pitched in a Bottom^ and 
the KJaxns were to very violent one Night, that 
many of the Tents were fet on float, and the Tent- 
Pegs, which were drove in the Ground, were 
broke upby the Water waihing the Sand and Earth 
away. The Wind at the fame rime Was very tern- 

J)eIluou$i and in the Morning the Place was like a 
ittle Sea fiill of Wrecks, the Tent-Polls and other 
Materials being drove to and fro by the Storm. 
This was the moft fevere Night I ever felt during 
xny abode amongft them; however, it was the laft 
of all the bad weather, for we had no more Rain 
that Seafon. The Weather alfo confined the C»- 
leys from attempting to do us any Mifchief in the 
Night, as they commonly endeavour, if they find 
any proper Opportunity ^ tho* many times they 
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lofe their own Lives in fuch Enterprises. I getier 
rally was with the Artillery, the moft fecure Pare ^^ 
of the Camp , for when thele Cuieys offer to difturb 
our Catnpj they never prefume to come near the 
Artillery, the Sight of the great Guns being a ter- 
rour to them. 

So foon as the Weather perifiitted, the whole 
Camp was re-pitch'd on the Brow of a large Hill, 
and the Cannons placed in regular Form againft 
the Culejs Town^ who feemxl to demur to the 
paying the Tribute demanded. We had with us 
the aforefaid Anthony Jones and one of the Dutch" 
men-^ who gave me great UneaGnefi. They 
were angry becaufc they were not look'd on by 
the jinnahob as I was, and faid ihcy defervM more 
Refpedt. 'Tis true, they knew how to fire the Ar- 
tillery, but bad little Skill as Engineers} tho* they 
feem'd to believe that their Juckment was as good 
as that of others. The Avnahoh fent for me over 
Night, and ordered me to ufe the beildf my Skill 
to batter the Cuieys Town down about their earj, 
and to keep a continual firCi £^!y uJeoextMorn- 
itig we all three went to work, fbon demoliih'd 
Part of their Town, and beat down their famous 
Temple, wherein was their great Idol Hoydosy 
whom the Cuieys for Hundreds of Miles came to 
worfhip. Such Execution being done amongfl: 
them, they were obferv'd by their Motions, to fly 
towards the Northern Part of the City, where there 
was a Gate, at which they intended to efcape, and 
fly to the Mountains for refuge, as many of them 
did. My Reader may eaGly imagine how igno* 
rant they were, when fome Hundreds of mem 
would get on the tops of their Houfes to fee the 
Guns fired, and at the fame time making little 
Oppofition to our Attack. I am well aflur^d, that * 
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there were on the Cupola of the Temple above an 
hundred Men, who were deftroy'd by our Shot, 
and buried in the Rubbifli. Notwithftandiilg 
this, feveral ftill kept on the top of their Houles. 
Sbmctitnes indeed they would fend a fmart Shower 
of Arrows towards us, but to no Effed. The 
Town was now almoft ruin'd, and it was too late 
for them to capitulate ; for i\\Q./innahobs"w'\\\ ne- 
ver admit of a Treaty after they have begun their 
Siege ^ but purfuc their Refentment with Fire and 
Sword. The Culeys were now quitting the Town • 
In numbers, and flying to the Mountains^ which 
our Annahob perceivmg, as he fate on his Ele- 
phant, he order'd the Arabs to march diredly to 
the North Gate, co flop their Proceeding. Thfi 
Wall was very lofty ontheBackfideof theTown, 
and the Army having no Notion of Scaling- Lad- 
ders, the Annabob fent for me, and ask'd me how 
the Army fliould get into the Place. I told him 
we would foon make a Breach fufiicient for the 
JForcC5 to enter the Town. He ask'd me if the 
Shot would not be detrimental to the Arabs^ who 
were gone to the North Gate. I told him no^ for 
that the Wall would fufiSciently flop the Balls from 
doing any ferther Mifchief. We then brought all 
our Cannon in a Line, as near to each other as 
conveniently could bej and kept a continual fire 
for the fpace of two or three Hours," in which 
time, a large Part of the Wall was beat down j in- 
forauch, that the Annabob^ the head Officers, and 
Fart of the Army march'd their Elephants a-breaft 
into the Town, over the Breach which we had 
made in the Wall. The Annabob acknowledged, 
he now faw the greateft Piece of Erecution per- 
form'd by his Cannon, in the leaft tiine, that ever 
he faw in bis Lifej on v/htch account, he fliould 
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always valuie the Englijb in his Service. After all 
was over, he fent for me and the oche two, and 
made each of us a conflderable Prefent. This 
pleafed Mr. Anthony Jones acid the others; and 
encouraged them yeiy nuich. There was a fad 
Slaughter atnongft the poor Culeysy by the Arabs'^ 
for they fought Sword in Hand ^bovc two Hours, 
endeavouring to force their way out of the North 
Gate: and the reft of our Army coming up, fell 
on their Rear, and cut them off in great numbers, 
and very few efcap'd. 

At this Place, which was not a hundred Miles 
from GuzuKafi (ituated near the Mountains, the 
Annahob got more Plunder than what he had for 
a confiderable time before: So that the Riches 
taken out of the Temple of the great Idol Hoydosy 
and the Treafure found in the Town amounted to 
upwards of <Jo,oco/. Sterling; two thirds of which 
was fent to th^Mogfily to confirm the Importance 
of this Conqueft. Belides this, a great deal of 
Treafure and things of value were found in the 
Temple where the famous Idol was placed. The 
Height of this Idol was near twelve Feet, with 
Arms and other Limbs in proportion : He had his 
Head ornamented with Rays cad in Siver, and fet 
all round with Jewels; but was pretty much bac- 
terid with the Rubbifli that fell into the Tem(!^le, 
when the Cupola was beat down. There were 
placed about him near a hundred fmall brais I- 
mages, ornamented with Jewels, ^c 

We lay here near three Weoks after we had de-» 
molifli'd the Town, and pull'd down all the Places 
of Idol-Worftiip round the Country: We alfo 
made great Search in the Mountains for thofe who 
got away; but all to no purpofe. Before we left 
Sie Place, we burnt the Remainspf ^be Town, 
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tod demolifli'd every part thereof; and then made 
the beft of our way for Guzuraty having fent be* 
fore all the Treaiure, which was fecured m oar 
Annakobh Treafary. In the mean time, we bad 
an Account of .Shahonnfs marching after the An^ ' 
irians^ he having lately got about forty Ef^ftfibmen 
into his Service, who were well acquainted with 
the Management of the Artillenr. Shohomefs 
Army had march'd a confiderable Way in the S$* 
defs Country widiout Oppofition, After long 
Expectation, they heard of Angria^s Army, who 
were at a fmall diftancefrom them. Whereupon 
the AimaM gave Orders to march towards them, 
and came in fight of them in about twelve hours* 
The Anfftiansy on the AnnsM^s approach, feem'd 
by their Motions as if they would avoid an En- 
gagement; on which, the Cannon began to play 
furioufly on them^ and they retreated towards the 
Afeuntains with Precipitation, where it was too 
dangerous to purfue them. The Angrtans in a 
little time march'd between the Mountains to the 
NorthivarJf and appear'd near the River which 
pafies by Broach, The AnnsM foon had an Ac* 
count of this; fo leaving a confiderable Party to 
guard the Highways for the Security of Trade, he 
march'd towards Broach with the Army. 

The Angrutn Army attempting to {»fs the Ri- 
ver, met with a warm Reception; for the Dutck 
had ailifted the Moors with a lone Range of good 
Guns, planted on the oppofite fide of the River, 
where they judged the Enemy would endeavour to 
ford ov#. This Platform of Cannon, as well ad 
the Men f^ fire them, was concealed by great heap^ 
of Leav^ thrown up before them : When Part of 
the Angrtans were got about half way over, the 
Platform was uncover'd,Hind the Cannon difcbarg'd 
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as ftift gs poOible; which kilM great Nuifibers of 
them. In this ConfufioQ, feveral endcavour'd to 
return back, but were drove down by the Current^ 
fo that hardly any efcaped of thole who had taken 
the River. The reft of the Avgriansy on the other 
fide the River, retired towards the Mountains a- 
gain^ but our Army arriving during this Confu- 
fion, made a great Slaughter of them in their flight. 
After this, Shohomet encamp'd near the Banks of 
the River for fome time. 

After we had remain'd a little while at G^icivf^ff,' 
we had Orders to march ; and in a few Days ar- 
rived near a large Town, where we had a very 
great Demand on the Culeys, But here their De- 

{ duties met the Annahob^ fell at the Feet of his E« 
ephanr, and declared they were ready to pay their 
Tribute. Thefe Deputies ftaid all Night with the 
Annaboh; and early the next Morning the Tribute 
was brought from the Town, and paid to the Di- 
vauy who is the Perfon appointed to receive and 
disburfe all Money. After we had remain'd here- 
abouts fome Days, we march'd back xoGuzurat, 
I (hall juft mention the Barbarity of thefe CuUys 
to Captain Sedgivick of Bombayy who had been an 
old Servant to the Company, and Mafter-Atten- 
dant for them many Years, a Perfon much eA 
teem'd by Governor B^^^, andmoftoftheGen* 
tlemen belonging to the Ifland: After he refign'd 
the Place of Mafter- Attendant, he accepted of 
being Captain of the Company's Yatch which ufed 
the Surat and Cambay Trade; and goingfrom Su^ 
rat to Cambayy there not being Water funtcient for 
the Veflel to go over the Bar, they moor'd her at 
Chimnatu^ about thirty Miles diftaot; from Cambay y 
where Captain Sedg<u:ick took his own Boat, in 
order to go up to the EngUp Fadory ac Cafffban, 
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Mx.WhHtU being then lately eftablifli'd Chief for 
theCotnpftny there: But the Tide not flowing ^o 
long as they expefted, they loft their Paffage, and 
were obliged to let go their Grappling, in order 
to lie till the next Flood. The Pbce where the 
Boat lay at the ebbing away of the Tide was^dry, 
which when the CuUss perceiv'd, they judged there 
was Treafure in the ooar ^ wherefore a great Num- 
ber of them came down, in order to feixc the 
Treafure, if not to murder him. But he feeing 
fo great a Number of them, and thinking that by 
firing a Musket or two, they might be fcared *- 
way, fired accordingly. But they were not fo 
foon frightned, for when they perceived his Men 
to fire at them, they catrie on \vl a great Body, 
and foon cut him to pieces, and the fe«r Men be 
had with him \ taking what Treafure was in the 
Boat, and fo made off. From thence thev went 
down to the Yatch, and would have boardecl them, 
but they kept them off with their great Guns. 
Tho* Captam Kerring was plcafed to tell me, that 
if Captain Sedgwick had not fired upon them, they 
would not have concern'd themfclves with him. 
Had the Captain but laid the Boat out in the Mid* 
Channel about half a Cable's Length further, he 
might foon have got from them^ for they could 
not have run after the Boat when under fail, and 
a ftrong Tide to help them away : For this Place' 
is flat a long way on both Sides, and you muft 
wade through the Mu^ for near three quarters of 
oK a Mile, at low Water, before you come to the 
Channel. 

When we lay in the fame Place, and I was 
Captain Herrings Lieuienant* Captain Dogget m 
the Hunter^ alUy was with us^ for we never had 
any iingle Veflel fenc up from Bomtay after this. 
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Accident, but always two together. If we did 
not happen to go juft at ihtf Height of the Spring- 
Tides, we could not get over the Bar, the Chan* 
nei being (o serf difficult. Captain Dogget aad 
Captain Herring went up in our G alley wat, which 
was allow'd us as a Tender. We lay here near a 
Fortnight before they return'd, and all the while 
kept a good Look-out j and tho' all the Country 
round was inhabited by the Cukj/s, we every day 
diverted ourfelves with playing, at Cricket, amd o- 
ther Exercifcs, which they would come^and be 
Spcdators of. But we never ventured to recreate 
cuirfelves in this Method, without having Arms for 
ourfelves, and guarded by fome of our Soldiers, 
left the Country fliould come down upo» us. Se- 
veral times, four or five of the Heads of the Town 
rame down on Horfeback, with great Attendance: 
They had two Men generally running at their 
Horfe's Heads, with bamboo Lances of a great 
lengthy and one or two a little before them, with 
their. Swords and Targets. 

When we found, that they never ofFer'd to dif- 
turb us. Lieutenant Stevens and Lieutenant Radr^ 
bane fent to me, and ask'd if I would venture with 
them to take a Walk to a Town about two or three 
Miles off. They propofed to gowellarm'dj and 
accordingly we all went. Captain Dogget had oa 
board about forty of the London People, that were 
fent to fupply the Lofe we fuftain'd at the Siege of 
jilUheg^ bciidcs Topajfes 9ind Lafears ; but we bad 
only two white Men on bo^rd befide myfelf. ' We 
arm'd moft of Captain Dogget's Men, and faften'd 
a Jack on a Half-Fik€,.which one of them carried 
as our Colours. Each of us had a Blunderbufs, 
and a Pair of Piilols in, our Beits: Early in the 
Morniog we went up to the Town. Our Pro^ 
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vifions being fliorc, we hoped to get a couple of 
BuUocks, ibme Sheep, Fowls, and Breads from cbe 
Town. So ibon as they perceiv'd we were coming, 
one of the Head of the Town came out on Horfe- 
bock, and demanded our Bufineis. We had with 
us two of our Jaofcars that could talk the CuUj 
Tongue^ and the Chief demanding our Bufineft, 
we told him we came in Friendihip to buy £oim 
Provifions, if chey would let us have any. He 
ask'd what ibrt we wanted. We told him, a coi^>le 
of Bullocks, fome Fowls, a Sheep or two, or any 
thing elfe they could fpare, or willingly (ell us. We 
ihewd him Money, and told him, that if he was 
not willing we fhould come into the Town, we 
would tarry where we were, and let him fend us 
fuch things as were worth our Money, which we 
would pay for. He faid, if we behaved ourTelves 
civilly^ we fhould have what we wanted, ami 
fhould be welcome to come into the Town. We 
confulted whether it was proper for us all to go 
into the Places but, as we had fhelter to keep us 
from the Sun, we thought it more advifable to 
continue under the Shade of the Trees: So that 
if any foul play fhould be dcfign'd us, we were not 
willing to be incumber'd in a Town. 

However, we no ways perceiv'd that any Trea- 
chery was meant againft us, till towards the time 
of our coming away; when we obferv'd feveral 
People, who had been before to view us, appear'd 
afterwards in an armed Pofture, tho'they brousht 
the Bullocks, and we paid them what they de* 
manded, which was twenty Rupees jp^r Head j wc 
bought alfo two Sheep for two Rupees a head^ and 
a dozen of Fowls. 

During the time we were trafficking, they were 
very alert, Bourifhing their Swords> and making 
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Motions as if cutting ofF Heads. Our Ltafcaty of 
Interpreter, told us they were hatching of Mif* 
chief againft us, in order to pick a Quarrel; and 
defired us to make the beft of our Way for oyr 
Veflels., We took his Advice, and made what 
hafte we» could down to the Galley, and carried 
with us what wc had paid for. When we were 
coming away, there being a great Number of Pea- 
cocks in a large Tamarind-Tree juft by, (which 
Peacocks are very plenty in this Country) Lieu-> 
tenant Rathhne ask'd if they were wild or tame, 
and whether he might flioot one or two? They 
told him they were wild, and that any body might 
take what they could of them; not thinking, a^ 
we fuppofcd, that we fliould prefume to fhoot at 
them. However, Lieutenant Rathhne fliot, and 
kiird three at once; for I believe there were near 
twenty in two Trees adjoining. They neither 
feecn'd much pleafed nor difpleafed at this; but 
bid us take them with us. We alfo got about 
100 Weight of Flower of them, and fome Butter. 
We then fet out on our Return to our Vefleis^ 
having fent four Men with the two BuHocks, two 
Sheep, and the Fowls> a confiderable while before 
us. We kept our Colours flying all the time that 
we were tbare,- and tho' the InhatMtants feem'd buc 
few in number, yet they were of a bold and un* 
daunted Spirit,' and 'tis probable, that had we not 
ftay'd out of the Town, they would not have been 
fo civil to us as they proved. 

While we lay in our Veflcls, two Countrymen 
who were at plow in a Field near us, broughtdown 
a fine Antik)pe they had juft catch'd; but how they 
caught it, I cannot (ay; fqr it was at full Growth^ 
and as fine a one as ever 1 (aw in my Life. I gave 
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them two Rupees for it, for which they feem*d 
verv thankful> and went away well contented. 

• We lay here about a Forrnight, when Captain 
Herring went down fogr Sura^ in one of the Cam- 
bay Hoys, and left me to follow Captain Dogget 
with the Yatch. We got fafe down to Sural in a 
fliort time» where we heard that the City was be- 
fieged by the Ang;riavs and Sedeys^ vulgarly calFd 
Gowims; but that the City was in i, good pofture 
of Defence, and very little Mifchief done by the 
Befiegers, who foon after raifed the Siege. 

• To return from this long DigreflSon. I came 
back with our Annaboh toGuzurat^ and we made 
another fucce(sful Expedition, deftroying two 
Towns belonging to the Culeys-^ and then retum'd 
to a Camp near Guzurat with the Army. Finding 
our Annabab had no Delign to go foon for P/Z/p^, 
I defired leave to quit the Moguls Service, which 
was granted. Tht Anvabab gave me feveral Marks 
of Refpeft, and thank'd me for my Services in his 
Army. I order'd my Servant, wno had formerly 
belong'd to a Dutch Merchant, and had been very 
faithful to me, to convey my Baggage out of the 
Camp, and bring it to roe at the Dutch Fadory; 
where it was fecured tHl my going down to Surat. 
I was not deter min'd whether t© go down to Cam-^ 
bay-i or to remrn to Surat. Therefore duriag.my 
ftay at Guzurat-^ I wrote to Mr. Whittle at ^atn- 
bayy requefting the Favour of him to let me know 
if znyEngliJh Veflel was there, belonging to Bow- 
bay. Whether the Letter mifcarried or no, I can- 
not fay, but I received no anfwer to it. 

, The Country beit^ pretty quiet at this tithe, I 
refolv'd to fet out for Surat with the firft Scaffolds 
pf Merchantsj and provided my felf accordii^y- 
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I got a Suit of Moors Apparel j and it beine the 
Faihion of the Country to wear Whiskers, I had 
got a large Pair almoft up to my Ears. I ordered 
my Man to hire a Coach to carry me for Erode- 
rah^ where I could take a frefli Stage for Broach, 
and then the like for Surat. J agreed with the 
Man for eight Rupees to go three Days Journey 
for Broderahy he being to pay all the Expences on 
the Road, and to feed his Cattle, &c: So that my 
Charge for my three Days Journey was very rea- 
fonable. 

1 fet out the latter end of Nov^w^^r, and join'd 
a large Train of Coaches and Waggons, well loaded 
v/ith all forts of Merchandize. I had pretty well 
feather'd my Nell during my ftay in the MoguFs 
Service, and the Dtttch Gentlemen offered to give 
me Bills for my Money to be paid at Surat; but 
-1 well knowing how things had been> was not 
willing to truft to their Bills^ but thought it more 
proper to take all my Cafli with me; there being 
no Account of any Difturbances on theRoad?. 
Our fir ft Day*s Journey was from Guzurat to 
Httgefy-Scarey where we were entertained in the 
Suredtrsy and the Cattle all provided for. My 
Coachman was a very obliging Man, and ferved 
me very well. There were two or three ^r^r- 
nian Merchants that were travelling to Surat ^ they 
had near forty Wagons loaded with rich Mer« 
chandife: Being Chriflians, I took the Oppor- 
tunity of joining with them, for the fake of their 
Converfation, and dining in Company. Our firft^ 
Day's Journey was pretty long; but we got in carly- 
in the Evening. We were alarm'd with a Noife of 
fome of the Culey Party coming, on which Ac- 
count we drove very bard all Day, and fcarce ilopt 
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to give our Oxen a Bate : Buc ic proved a falfe A- 
lartn. 

Early the next Morning we fet out for Nofsy and 
that was a longer Day's Journey than the Day be-«- 
forei {6 that we were very much fatigued with 
travellings we did no: flop all Day, only to give 
the Catue Water about Noon, and a Mouthfull' 
of Sugar-cane, which grows wild there, but never 
comes to Perfedion. Early in the Evening we 
got into t^ofiy 2L great Stage, where all Scafclds 
and Merchants ftop. The Inhabitants are Cuieys^ 
but have never been known to behave rudely to 
Travellers. 

The next Morning, fo fbon as Day-light ap"* 
pear'd^ we all ferried over the River Nys^ and 
the way leading between two Hills of a confider- 
able Hei^th, in a very narrow Lane there met 
us a fljiing Party of the j^nphns^ about forty m^ 
number^ who began to rummage amongft ther 
foremoft Merchants^ and topic fome Money from 
feveral of them^ but feeing no End of the Scaf- 
foId> they foon made off, and went towards the 
Mountains, judging that there was a CmxA in the 
Rear. I would have fired my Pillols amoi^& 
tbem> but thQArmeuiam begged of me not to do 
it; for they faid iC I did, and fhould but dra^ 
Blood of one of them, they would certainly get a 
Reinforcement, and return; and then put sul to 
the Sword. 

In the Afternoon we got to Broderaby where 
we continued three or four Days; it being a plea^ 
iant and delightful City^ and a Place of great 
Trade. There are here very fine Gardeiis, plea- 
;iant Fountains, and great Variety of Entertain* 
mems to divert you; fo that we recreated and re« 
frefli'd our felves, till we thought fit to fet out for 
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Broachi which is two Days Journey from Brodi^ 
rah. We halted the firft Day at a fmall Cukj 
Village^ that lay in the high Road for Broach;, 
here we retted but very indifferently that-Night. 
As the Country was llill, the People were manu- 
ring the Ground, planting and tranfplandog their 
Cotton-Trees, ancl watering their Grounds from 
Sun-riGng to Sun-fet. 

Early in the Morning we fet out for Brnipfdff 
whexe we arriv'd the next Day. I went to the 
Dutch FaSory, where I was very handfomely cn- 
tertain'd; and here I found Captain Ljms^ who 
pretended a great deal of Joy for my Welfare^ 
and profeiled a great Concern for the Death ot 
Mx.Wehb. I tarried here four DayS) and was 
haocffon^ly entertaio'd l^ die J>utcb Governors; 
and the Gentlemen who were come dowa from 
Gmzurat^ treated me with great Civility. Ac vtKf 
fifiS: Arrival? the Chief of the Fa^ory and l^iaLad^ 
were gone for the Baicfitctf the Air into tberGar- 
d^ns, and Capt^inX^r with them. Tkia GetH 
tlen[ian, wha was next in Onnmindto tbeCbieCi " 
toki me, that Captain l^^es was much in &YOor 
with the Governour, aod that he karn'd htfii to 
play on the Flute ^ that be was alfo much refpetfted 
by ttie Gentlemen of che Place. So fopn as the 
Chief came horoe^ he was inform'd of aiy Arri^ 
val there,' he fcqt Captain I./«^ to defii'c me tb 
fup with him. Accordingly I paid my Ref^cAs * 
to him,' and after Supper we diverted ourfelves till 
towards Midnight. 

It was on the Saturday-^v^t T arrived there ; the 
Sunday they kept verj^ftrift, craployit^ themfelves 
in tinging of Pfalms, reading in Publick, and the 
Jike. They defired me to join with them: in their - 
Worlhip, which, in Duty to God for bis maay 
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Mercies, I readily did. The next Day we were 
very merrj' and diverting,' and on the Wednt^fday 
fdlowing, I took my Leave of them. When I 
got on the other Side the Rirer of Broach^ there 
were many and various Reports concerning the 
Angfians^ though we 6w nothing of them all the 
way,' for at Concafs we halted again, to let the 
Oxen drink; and that Night reach'd within twelve 
•Hours of Surat^ and there retted. 

The next Morning we fet out; and in the way 

met a Party of Shohamefs kv'vaj of near 400. 

At fifft fight we were miich furprizedj and did 

♦ fuppofe that they were i\\€ Affgrians. They had 

been to guard a fmall Quantity of Money to the 

. DivMH of a little'Town belonging to the Moorsj 

lying near the River-fide. They let us know, that 

the AnnaM was clofe at their HeelS) in order to 

be feveng'd on thtAngrians^ on account of 5jf- 

Jmrrah^ whom they ftiU kept torturing in a cruel 

-Nfanner. About Noon we arrived at Surat^ 

-where I was gladly received bv my Acquamtance, 

and Friends. I went and pakl tny Refpedis to the 

worfliipful Mr. John Hapt^ who was thenChief at 

Sufat!, who ieem'd well fatisfied at my Return 

from the JMoors Service, and told me at prefent 

: there was ho 6ufin&(s ftfrring; but fo foon as there 

was, he would find me Employment. I return'd 

him my Thanks, and waicea on him feveral times 

after. 

When I formerly went f»t)m Suraty I left a lai^e 

r)rtmanteau Trunk full of Clothes there; which 
now found fafe, and not the leaft Thing miffing. 
I went to my old Houfe of Entertainment, where 
J was made welcome,* and continued there till I 
got into Bufinefej at very little Expences. Mr. 
Aiatthevj Waidron was Matter of this Houfe; he 

bad 
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had two beauriful Daughters, bqf h married to Men ' 
of good Fortunes. 1 bad now a particular Cor- 

. refpondence with the Dodtor of the Faftory, who . 
came to vifit me every Evening, and told me how 
things had been repreicnted, on my taking on in 
the Moors Service. I told him, as I was a free" 
Man, I had liberty to fer vc them that paid beft, . 
and that it was Curiofity led me to fee theCoun- 

. try, &€, He conftantly fliew'd me a great deal of 
Friendfliip, \vich Sincerity and Good-nature. I 
always paid the Governour the utmoft Refpe£t, 
and he frequently enquired after .my Health. He 
enquired alfo after the Death of Mr. Webby and 
told me, he was forry that fuch Men as he and I 
iliould take a Ramble in thofe ftrange and remote 
Parts of the World. I muft corilefe the Gentle- 
man feem'd much my Friend, in advifing me ne- 
ver to attempt the like agaiflj for he faid, it was 
fufficient for Men to be frolickfome once in their 
Life-rime. I here got the Account of the pre- 
ceeding Wars at Bombay^ and Angrl^s further 
Progrefe, which I have mcntion'd. 

I co^itinued here above a Week, and then 
refolvM to come for England-^ which I did in 
the King George^ Captain John Houghton; tvith 
whom I adted as fourth Mate. When I left In* 
d/ai the Company had near thirty Ships of War 
and Galleys in their Service, of different Force; 
which were fufficient to have deftroy'd Angria^ 
Naval Power, could they come to a fair Er^age* 
ment. But his Advantage lies in laying hold oi 
Opportunities to attack our Ships with fuperior 
Force, and then retiring to his Ports; where 'ti* 
difficult to attack him with fuccefs, ' 

I have been in feven^qgagements againft An- 
gria, and never received a Wound (thanks be to 
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God^) tbo' I hav^ as before related, had fi^rtcen 
Men kiird in the Boac I had che Diredion of, at 
the Siege of one of his Caftles. 

Since my Arrival in "England^ there have been 
Accounts of Angri^s taking fcveral of the Eafi- 
Indis Company's Sblpa^ and that he goes on to 
firengthen himfelf, and feetns to bid defiance to 
idl our Attempts to fupprefs him> as they have 
hitherto been unfuccefsful : occadon'd either by 
the Cowardice, ill Condud, orTreachery of (bme 
of thofc cmploy*d . But were our Naval and Land- 
Forces in tnofe Parts put under prosper Difcipline, 
and commanded by Officers well acquainted with 
the Goafh of India., Men of Courage, Condud, 
and Fidelity; I doubt not but in a mort time he 
XBi^t be difabled froga doing us any more Mif* 
chief, and an entire ftop put to his Pyracies. 

I (hall not mention any thing here of my own 
Bdiavioufi; there are living Witnefles of that: I 
am waiting for an Opportuny to be employed in 
the India Company's Service, who, 1 am in- 
f^rm'd, are making Preparations to fupprefs this 
powerful Robber; which that they may eflfedually 
do, is the hearty Defire> of their moft obedient 
bumble Servant,
